The  Charges  for  valuing  a  chemist's  business  were  the 
subject  of  a  County  Court  action  at  Westminster  on  Thursday 
(Coloured  Supplement). 

There  are  a  Few  Portraits  in  the  Royal  Academy  of  in- 
terest to  those  connected  with  the  drug-trade.  A  short  account 
of  a  visit  there  by  a  C.  <£•  D.  representative  appears  on  p.  721. 

The  Pharmaceutical  Council  Election  is  the  subject  of  a- 
cartoon  on  p.  736,  to  which  is  attached  a  semi-official  recom- 
mendation as  to  how  to  vote.  Another  appeal  for  votes  is 
noted  on  p.  712. 

The  Markets  lack  interest  this  week,  and  changes  in  value 
are  slight.    Codeine  and  salts  are  lower.   Chamomiles,  penny- 
royal oil,  pimento,  and  turpentine  are  higher.    Carbolic  acid  , 
and  lithia  salts  are  firmer.    Quicksilver,  cream  of  tartar, 
copper  sulphate,  and  ammonia  sulphate  tend  easier  (p.  739). 

The  Gutzeit  Test  for  arsenic  was  discussed  at  Monday's 
meeting  of  the  London  section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry.  Dr.  Mollwo  Perkin  suggests  the  use  of  mag- 
nesium and  ammonium  chloride  as  the  source  of  hydrogen, 
and  finds  that  mercuric  bromide  is  more  sensitive  than  mer- 
curic chloride  for  the  test  paper  (p.  719). 

We  Print  a  further  instalment  of  our  report  of  the  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Applied  Chemistry  held  in  Rome  last 
week.  The  King  of  Italy  entertained  a  few  representative 
English  chemists  to  dinner.  The  next  Congress  is  to  be  held 
in  London  in  1909,  Sir  Henry  Roscoe  being  the  Hon.  Presi- 
dent and  Sir  William  Ramsay  the  Acting  President  (p.  717). 

In  the  Action  against  a  Leith  firm  of  chemists  for  selling 
liquid  extract  of  cascara  sagrada,  certified  to  be  destitute  of 
alcohol,  therefore  not  B.P.,  the  defence  is  that  it  was  "Dun- 
can's," in  which  glycerin  is  the  preservative.  The  evidence 
was  thoroughly  pharmaceutical — i.e.,  there  were  points  in  it, 
apart  from  law^  which  retailers  are  the  better  of  knowing. 
See  the  report  on  p.  731. 

Our  Correspondence  is  rather  interesting  just  now.  Mr. 
Jesse  Boot  writes  this  week  about  Mr.  Bernard  Ellis,  one  of 
his  assistants  who  has  kicked  over  the  traces,  and  Mr.  Ellis 
writes  about  capitalism  and  individualism  as  applied  to  phar- 
macy. There  are  letters  on  the  Indoor  System  and  other 
subjects,  and  numerous  practical  replies  to  dispensing,  legal, 
and  officinal  queries  (p.  743). 

The  Standing  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  considered1 
the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  on  Tuesday,  further  amend- 
ments being  adopted  on  the  motion  of  the  Earl  of  Crewe. 
The  debate  is  reported  on  p.  722.  The  Earl  of  Crewe  did  not 
move  the  time-limit  for  the  use  of  the  title  "chemist"  by 
existing  companies.  He,  however,  had  added  a  sub-clause 
applying  the  conduct-of-shop  principle  to  the  businesses  of 
deceased  chemists,  has  changed  the  company  expression  to 
"  body  corporate,"  and  has  brought  Scotch  firms  and  partner- 
ships into  the  company  provisions.  The  Poisons  Schedule 
stands.  The  report  stage  is  on  May  11,  when  Lord  Ebury, 
Chairman  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  is  to  move  an 
amendment  to  the  company  clause  which  would  remove  the 
vital  principle  that  companies,  like  persons,  should  be  liable 
for  infringements  of  the  1868  Act.  Lord  Lawrence  will  also 
move  to  restore  the  original  Irish  clause.  We  discuss  the 
points  on  p.  726.

Brevities. 

The  Hampshire  Licensing  Committee  on  May  3  confirmed 
•an  off  wine-licence  granted  to  Mr.  Walter  Henwood  Broom- 
field,  chemist  and  druggist,  of  Lyndhurst,  on  condition  that 
•only  medicated  wines  for  invalids  are  sold. 

The  Portsmouth  Town  Council  on  May  8  appointed  Mr. 
F.  W.  F.  Arnaud,  late  Chief  Assistant  to  the  Public 
Analyst  at  Westminster,  as  whole-time  public  analyst  at  a 
salary  of  300/.  per  annum,  rising  by  25/.  a  year  to  350/. 

The  P.A.T.A.  section  of  the  Halifax  Chemists'  Associa- 
tion have  made  their  annual  election  of  officers.  Mr.  W.  S. 
Thompson  has  been  installed  as  President,  and  has  also 
accepted  the  treasurership ;  Mr.  G.  M.  Cobb,  of  Northgate, 
has  consented  to  act  as  secretary. 

Newcastle  Pharmacy  Football  Club,  in  their  first  season, 
have  played  27  matches,  of  which  16  have  been  won.  5  drawn, 
and  6  lost;  while  the  team  has  scored  67  goals  to  41.  The 
leading  scorers  were:  Nelson,  23;  Elliott,  18;  J.  H. 
Godfrey,  12;  Isaac,  6.  The  club  has  finished  second  in  the 
Tyneside  League,  and  hopes  to  do  even  better  next  season. 

A  collection  of  proprietary  medicines,  drugs,  and  chemicals 
sufficient  to  stock  a  large-sized  chemist's  shop  was  con- 
spicuous among  the  vast  assortment  of  articles  disposed 
of  at  one  of  the  periodical  sales  of  damaged  and  un- 
claimed goods,  salvage,  and  lost  property,  held  by  order 
of  the  Midland  Railway  Co.  at  Derby  on  several  days  of 
last  week. 

At  Coventry  County  Court  on  May  8,  Messrs.  Leveitt  & 
Bones,  chemists,  Coventry,  secured  judgment  with  costs 
against  Messrs.  Smedley  &  Co.,  of  Blackburn,  for  4/.  lis.  Zd. 
paid  for  a  camera,  which  defendants  failed  to  deliver  within 
a  reasonable  time,  in  consequence  of  which  the  order  was 
cancelled,  and  also  for  11.  8s.  9d.,  which  would  have  been 
the  profit  on  the  re-sale  of  the  camera. 

An  inquest  was  held  at  Nottingham  on  May  4  on  the  body 
•  of  Charles  Richard  Edwards  (63),  described  as  a  qualified 
chemist,  who  had  been  for  nearly  twenty  years  in  the 
employ  of  Mr.  William  Higson,  2  Forman  Street,  Notting- 
ham. Mr.  Edwards  was  found  unconscious,  and  Dr. 
Tressider  said  death  was  due  to  dilated  and  fatty  heart, 
complicated  by  chronic  bronchitis,  the  immediate  cause  of 
death  being  heart- failure. 

The  Spectacle -makers'  Company. 
In  response  to  requests  that  examinations  for  the  diploma 
oi  the  Spectacle-makers'  Company  should  be  held  in  Glasgow 
during  this  year,  it  is  notified  that  if  a  sufficient  number  of 
candidates  intimate  to  the  Clerk  of  the  Company  before 
May  20  their  intention  to  avail  themselves  of  this  oppor- 
tunity, steps  will  be  taken  to  hold  examinations  in  Glasgow 
in  general  optics  and  sight-testing  during  July.  The  fees 
payable  by  all  candidates  examined  away  from  London  will 
an  future  be  increased  by  1/.  lis.  6d. 

Optical  Defence  and  Legislation. 
The  General  Board  of  Opticians  have  issued  an  appeal  to 
members  of  the  optical  trade  for  funds  to  organise  opposition 
to  objectionable  clauses  contained  in  the  Medical  Acts 
Amendment  Bill  which  the  British  Medical  Association 
intend  introducing  into  Parliament.  The  Board  also  ask 
for  money  to  promote  the  Sight-testing  Opticians'  Bill  which 
is  now  before  the  House  of  Lords.  Subscriptions  and 
guarantees  can  be  earmarked  for  either  object  and  addressed 
to  the  bankers  of  the  General  Board  of  Opticians,  the  London

The  Anti-P.A.T.A.  Movement. 

The  annual  demonstration  of  the  Northern  Section  of 
Co-operative  Societies  began  at  Stockton  on  May  2  and  con- 
tinued during  the  week.    Mr.  Thomas  Adams,  Chairman  of 


the  Northern  Sectional  Board,  who  presided,  in  the  course 
of  his  address  called  special  attention  to  drugs  and  dry- 
saltery, because  there  was  a  movement  on  foot,  he  said, 
which  would  result  in  those  goods  playing  a  more  prominent 
part  in  co-operation  than  they  had  hitherto  done.  The 
Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  had  decided  to  dis- 
continue supplying  goods  to  co-operative  societies  unless  the 
committees  of  management  entered  into  an  undertaking  to 
discontinue  paying  dividend  on  the  goods  supplied.  But  he 
was  pleased  to  say  the  request  of  the  P.A.T.A.  was  meeting 
with  scant  courtesy.  Were  co-operators  to  sign  the  agree- 
ment of  the  P.A.T.A.,  ho  was  of  opinion  that  they  would 
sign  away  one  of  the  fundamental  principles  of  co-operation. 
The  time  was  not  far  distant  when  the  articles  in  question 
would  be  manufactured  by  co-operators.  Why  the  people 
who  directed  the  policy  of  the  P.A.T.A.  should  endeavour 
to  control  co-operators  in  the  division  of  their  profits,  and 
leave  unassailed  limited  liability  companies,  he  was  at  a  loss 
to  understand.  He  did  not  object  very  much  to  the 
P.A.T.A.  laying  down  conditions  under  which  the  articles 
should  be  sold,  but  he  did  object  to  them  dictating  to  co- 
operators  as  to  the  way  in  which  profits  made  should  be 
divided. 

In  the  current  issue  of  the  "  Co-operative  News  "  a  corre- 
spondent, writing  with  regard  to  photographic  plates,  says 
that  some  time  ago  a  firm  of  plate-manufacturers  placed  the 
Co-operative  Wholesale  Society  on  their  "stop"  list.  A 
plate  called  the  "  Federation"  was  immediately  placed  upon 
the  market.

Midland  Notes. 
Mr.  Ernest  J.  Jones,  B.Sc,  F.I.C.,  has  commenced  prac- 
tice as  an  analyst  and  specialist  in  metals  in  Coventry. 

The  New  Street  (Birmingham)  establishment  of  Boots, 
Ltd.,  opposite  the  Theatre  Royal,  is  to  be  rebuilt,  and  during 
the  process  the  firm  have  secured  the  premises  adjoining. 

Liquor  ammonite  and  liquor  ammoniae  fortis  have  been 
engaging  the  attention  of  a  food  and  drugs  official  in  a 
Midland  city.  Neither  liquor,  so  far  as  has  transpired,  has 
been  found  wanting. 

Mr.  Wilfred  Southall  has  lost,  by  death  from  pneumonia, 
his  eldest  son,  aged  13g  years,  and  all  his  friends  in  the 
drug-trade  in  the  Midlands  and  elsewhere  extend  to  Mr. 
Southall  and  his  wife  their  deepest  sympathy. 

The  request  for  practical  sympathy  for  our  Scotch  brother 
chip  in  Fraserburgh  has  reached  Birmingham,  and  from  what 
can  be  gathered  many  are  prepared  to  offer  their  mite 
towards  the  fund  that  is  being  raised  in  view  of  an  appeal. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Midland  Pharmaceutical  Asso- 
ciation, which  has  just  been  issued,  details  the  doings  of  the 
Association  during  the  past  session,  and  notes  with  grati- 
fication the  increase  of  interest  taken  by  the  members  in  the 
work  of  the  Association.  The  great  pharmaceutical  event 
of  the  year — the  forthcoming  visit  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Conference  to  Birmingham — is  being  looked 
forward  to  with  pleasurable  anticipation,  and  elaborate  pre- 
parations are  in  progress  for  making  the  Conference  a  record 
success.  The  financial  statement  shows  a  balance  of 
3/.  0s.  8d.  in  hand. 

Quite  a  local  flavour  has  been  given  to  the  candidature  of 
Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw,  of  Huddersfield.  No  fewer  than  three 
electors— Messrs.  S.  W.  Gateley,  James  C.  Mackenzie,  and 
Jeffrey  Poole,  all  of  Birmingham— having  issued  a  circular 
with  three  other  gentlemen,  asking  the  support  of  chemists 
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in  Mr.  Walshaw's  election.  One  of  the  grounds  stated  is 
"he  is  firmly  convinced  of  the  impropriety  of  any  pro- 
prietor of  a  school  of  pharmacy  having  a  seat  on  the  Council," 
and  one  of  his  endeavours  "  is  to  prevent  as  far  as  he  is  able 
any  such  event  occurring."  On  the  other  hand,  a  circular 
signed  by,  among  others,  Mr.  A.  W.  Gerrard,  of  Birming- 
ham, and  by  Mr.  F.  J.  Gibson,  of  Wolverhampton,  asks  the 
support,  "on  prudential  and  political  grounds,"  of  electors 
for  Messrs.  Campkin,  Cross,  Hills,  Symes,  Storrar,  Wootton, 
and  C.  B.  Allen. 

A  series  of  committee  meetings  in  connection  with  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  was  held  at  the  Grand 
Hotel,  Birmingham,  on  May  3.  The  meetings  were  repre- 
sentative of  all  branches  of  local  and  district  pharmacy,  the 
most  interesting  being  one  at  which  a  strong  contingent  of 
pharmacists'  wives  was  convened  to  arrange  for  the  comfort 
and  enjoyment  of  the  lady  members  of  the  Conference.  It 
is  understood  that  all  arrangements  are  now  complete,  and 
it  is  believed  the  Conference  authorities  in  London  have 
approved  of  the  proceedings  that  are  to  be.  Worcester  sent 
a  strong  representation,  with  Alderman  Stewart,  ex-Mayor, 
as  spokesman ;  and  Malvern  sent  several  representatives 
also.  Eventually  a  conjoint  committee  of  Birmingham  and 
Worcester  men  was  formed,  at  the  suggestion  of  Mr.  Alcock. 
This  committee  will  hold  a  meeting  shortly  at  Worcester  to 
conclude  arrangements  for  the  Thursday's  excursion. 

Sheffield  Notes. 

The  proposed  scheme  for  educating  the  public  in  the 
Pharmacy  Bill  and  the  chemists'  side  of  the  controversy 
was  considered  at  a  private  meeting  of  a  number  of  local 
pharmacists  held  on  May  3,  and  deferred  to  a  further 
meeting  to  be  held  shortly. 

The  Sheffield  Board  of  Guardians,  at  their  last  meeting, 
approved  a  recommendation  of  the  Salaries  Committee  that 
the  salary  of  Mr.  S.  G.  Carey,  assistant  dispenser,  should  be 
increased  from  120?.  to  125/.  per  annum,  rising  by  annual 
increments  of  10/.  from  the  end  of  the  present  year  to  145/. 
per  annum. 

It  is  stated  that  9,000  signatures  were  obtained  in  Shef- 
field to  the  Boots'  petition  to  the  House  of  Lords,  and  that 
in  the  four  towns  in  which  the  petition  was  put  forward  a 
total  of  upwards  of  30,000  signatures  was  secured.  In 
each  shop  in  Sheffield  a  man  has  been  placed  in  charge  of  the 
petition,  the  work  in  connection  with  the  obtaining  of 
signatures  being  his  sole  duty. 

The  Court  of  Governors  of  the  University,  at  a  meeting 
on  May  7,  received  ordinances  relating  to  degrees  and 
associateships  and  considered  an  alteration  of  the  ordi- 
nances relating  to  faculties.  In  the  Faculty  of  Pure  Science 
the  degrees  are  to  be  B.Sc,  M.Sc,  and  D.Sc. ;  and  in  the 
Faculty  of  Medicine,  M.B.,  Ch.B.,  M.D.,  and  Ch.M.  The 
degrees  in  the  Faculty  of  Applied  Science  produce  some 
weird-looking  contractions  :  B.Eng.  (Bachelor  of  Engineer- 
ing), M.Eng.,  and  D.  Eng.,  and  B.Met.  (Bachelor  of  Metal- 
lurgy), M.Met.,  and  D.Met.  The  ordinances  were  approved, 
subject  to  their  consideration  by  the  Manchester,  Liverpool, 
and  Leeds  Universities.  In  the  Faculty  of  Medicine  the  fees 
were  fixed  as  follows  :  For  each  examination,  5/. ;  for  re- 
examination, 21. ;  for  the  degree  of  Master  of  Surgery,  5/. ; 
and  for  the  degree  of  Doctor  of  Medicine,  5/. 

Close  Voting. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Hull  City  Council  on  May  3,  Alder- 
man Cohen  moved  the  appointment  of  Mr.  James  Baynes, 
F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  Ph.C,  as  city  analyst  for  a  year  at  a  salary 
of  200/.  The  motion  was  seconded,  and  Mr.  W.  Wheatley 
moved  as  an  amendment  that  Mr.  Baynes  be  appointed 
public  analyst  at  200/.  per  annum  to  cover  600  analyses,  and 
for  each  one  above  that  number  he  should  be  paid  6s.  8d. 
Mr.  Baynes,  he  said,  was  underpaid,  and  his  remuneration 
had  gone  down  to  3.s.  4±d.  per  sample  in  1905.  Hull  had  no 
right  to  lean  on_Grimsby  and  Beverley  by  relying  on  Mr. 
Baynes's  other  appointments.  Alderman  Roll'it  seconded, 
and  the  Mayor  supported  the  amendment.  Alderman  Cohen 
said  if  Mr.  Baynes  was  entirely  the  servant  of  the  Corpora- 
tion they  would  have  advanced  his  salary ;  but  he  was  con- 
nected with  so  many  other  places  that  they  thought  he 
received  an  ample  salary.  Twenty- four  voted  for  the  amend- 
ment and  twenty-six  against.

The  Doctor  and  the  Teething-powder. 

At  an  inquest  held  at  Wrexham  on  May  1  on  the  body  of 
a  one-year-old  child,  named  Smith,  the  evidence  was  to  the 
effect  that  deceased  had  suffered  from  teething  and  eczema, 
and  Dr.  F.  S.  Rowland  was  called  in.  In  the  course  of  his 
treatment  Dr.  Rowland  advised  the  mother  to  give  the  child 
a  dose  of  magnesia.  The  mother  said  magnesia  did  not 
agree  with  the  child,  but  that  teething-powders  had  pre- 
viously done  him  good.  Thereupon  Dr.  Rowland  said  a 
teething-powder  would  do.  One  was  obtained  from  Messrs. 
Francis  &  Co.,  chemists,  Wrexham,  and  given  to  the  child. 
The  child  became  worse  immediately  after  the  administra- 
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tion  of  the  powder,  and  Dr.  Rowland  was  called.  The  child 
improved,  but  on  the  following  night  it  was  found  dead. 
In  his  evidence  Dr.  Rowland  gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  the 
powder  accelerated  death. — A  juryman  remarked  that  the 
powders  in  question  had  been  used  in  his  house  for  thirteen 
years,  and  they  had  always  been  beneficial. — Mr.  James  B. 
Francis,  chemist  and  druggist,  said  the  powders  in  question 
had  been  manufactured  and  sold  by  his  firm  for  forty-three 
years,  and  they  sold  300  a  week.  He  had  never  heard  of 
any  ill  effects  resulting  from  taking  them,  and  had  never  had 
a  single  complaint.  The  total  weight  of  each  powder  is 
2^  grains,  and  the  chief  ingredient  is  James's  powder — 
which  is  itself  a  compound  powder,  and  has  been  used 
in  England  for  150  to  200  years.  The  Foreman  asked 
Dr.  Rowland  to  give  his  opinion  of  the  composition  of  the 
powder. — Dr.  Rowland  replied  that  he  did  not  think  the 
ingredients  were  harmless.  He  admitted  they  were  usually 
harmless  unless  given  in  big  doses. — The  Coroner,  in  sum- 
ming up,  said  that  having  regard  to  the  interval  which 
elapsed  between  the  administration  of  the  powder  and  the 
time  of  the  child's  death,  it  was  difficult  to  conceive  that  the 
powder  could  have  anything  to  do  with  the  death. — The  jury 
returned  a  verdict  of  death  from  natural  causes. 

The  Chemist  and  the  Cheque. 
A  man  named  Elston,  formerly  in  the  service  of  Lady 
Chandos-Pole,  was  committed  for  trial  at  Marylebone  Police 
Court,  on  May  5.  on  a  charge  of  forging  and  uttering  a 
banker's  cheque  cn  Cox's  Bank.  Elston  presented  a  cheque 
for  10/.  4s.  Qd.  to  Mr.  Thomas  Squire,  chemist  and  druggist, 
22  High  Street.  Notting  Hill,  and,  saying  he  had  come  from 
Lady  Chandos-Pole.  asked  Mr.  Squire  to  change  it.  Mr. 
Squire  gave  him  6/.  4s.  8d.  and  a  cheque  for  4/.  The  cheque 
from  Elston  was  returned,  marked  "  Forgery."  The  Magis- 
trate (Mr.  Plowden)  said  it  seemed  somewhat  unusual  to 
cash  a  cheque  for  a  stranger  on  such  a  cock-and-bull  story ; 
but  Mr.  Squire  replied  that  it  was  quite  a  common  occurrence 
in  business.

Personal. 

At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Royal  Academy  of  Medicine, 
Dublin,  Dr.  James  S.  Ashe.  Professor  of  Materia  Medica 
to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland,  showed  two  new 
gynaecological  instruments  which  he  has  just  devised.  Dr. 
Ashe  is  clinical  assistant  to  Sir  William  Smyly  at  Adelaide 
Hospital,  Dublin. 

Belfast  Technical  Institute. 

A  sub-committee  of  the  Library  and  Technical  Committee 
of  the  Belfast  Corporation  has  reported  on  the  friction  that 
exists  between  the  Principal  of  the  Technical  Institute  (Mr. 
Forth)  and  Mr.  Templeton,  the  head  of  the  chemical  depart- 
ment. The  consideration  of  the  matter  was,  after  discus- 
sion, postponed  till  August  1.  and  will  not  be  re-opened 
unless  application  is  made  either  by  Mr.  Forth  or  by  Mr. 
Templeton. 

Irish  International  Exhibition. 

This  exhibition,  which  is  to  be  open  from  May  to  October 
1907,  promises  to  be  a  great  success.  So  great  has  been  the 
demand  already  for  space  that  Mr.  H.  Conyngham  (of 
Hayes,  Conyngham  &  Robinson,  Ltd.),  who  is  Vice-Presi- 
dent of  the  Space  and  Reception  Committee,  urges  all  in- 
tending exhibitors  in  the  drug  and  chemical  trades  to  make 
application  at  once  in  order  to  secure  adequate  space. 
Applications  will  be  received  until  July  1. 

Removing  Empties. 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Downpatrick  Board  of  Guardians 
on  May  5,  a  letter  was  read  from  the  Lurgan  Union  relative 
to  the  course  adopted  by  the  Guardians  there  for  the 
despatch  of  medicine  empties  to  the  contractors.  This  is  a 
matter  which  has  caused  the  Downpatrick  Board  great 
trouble.    In  Lurgan  the  Guardians  have  arranged  with  the 


dispensary  caretakers  to  pack  the  empties  for  the  drug- 
contractors,  who  are  to  pay  at  the  rate  of  2s.  6d.  for  each 
consignment.  The  doctors  notify  the  Clerk  of  the  Union 
on  a  form  of  the  number  of  bottles,  and  a  copy  of  it  is  sent 
to  the  contractors,  with  a  request  to  make  arrangements 
with  the  railway  company  to  have  same  removed  from  the 
dispensary  carriage  forward.  The  Downpatrick  Guardians 
are  going  to  adopt  this  plan. 

Contracts  Trouble. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  refused  to  sanction 
the  contract  for  medicines  and  appliances  given  by  the 
Listowel  Guardians  to  the  Cork  Chemical  and  Drug  Co., 
the  tender  of  which  firm  was  higher  than  two  other 
tenders.  The  Guardians  then  decided  to  advertise  again 
for  tenders,  a  condition  of  the  contract  to  be  that  the 
supplies  should  be  delivered  as  speedily  as  possible. 

The  Urlingford  Guardians  have  been  written  to  by  the 
L.G.B.  on  the  subject  of  the  contract  for  appliances  having 
been  given  to  Messrs.  Fannin  &  Co.,  of  Dublin,  when  the 
tender  of  Messrs.  J.  Clarke  &  Co.  (who  are  surgical- 
instrument  makers)  was  lower  than  that  of  Messrs.  Fannin, 
and  they  would  allow  no  recoupment  if  the  contract  were 
adhered  to.  Mr.  O'Connell  asked  would  the  Guardians 
cancel  the  contract  that  had  been  entered  into.  The  Clerk 
said  that  had  been  done  elsewhere.  The  Guardians  then 
decided  to  give  the  contract  to  the  lowest  tenderers,  Messrs. 
J.  Clarke  &  Co. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
At  the  last  meeting  of  the  Irish  Cattle-traders  and  Stock- 
owners'  Association  in  Dublin  the  question  of  the  sale  of 
sheep-dips  was  again  considered,  and  the  committee  were 
unanimously  of  opinion  that 
every  facility  should  bo  given  for  the  sale  of  sheep-dips  in 
Ireland,  and  to  carry  out  this  suggestion  there  was  an 
absolute  necessity  that  the  sale  should  not  be  confined  to 
registered  traders.  Under  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill 
now  before  the  House  of  Lords  the  County  Councils  of  Great 
Britain  will  have  the  power  to  grant  licences  to  the  un- 
registered traders  to  sell  such  articles  as  dips,  and  this 
Association  is  strongly  of  opinion  that  the  same  privilege 
should  be  extended  to  the  Irish  County  Councils.  The 
enormous  danger  of  sheep-scab  will  be  greatly  augmented 
if  the  Bill  passes  into  law  as  at  present  constituted,  because 
the  obtaining  of  dips  will  be  a  matter  of  great  difficulty 
and  inconvenience.  This  Association  believes  that  the 
public  weal  should  be  the  first  consideration,  and  not  the 
interests  of  those  who  are  striving  to  create  a  monopoly 
for  their  own  gains.  The  committee  therefore  demands 
that  the  clause  giving  the  Irish  County  Councils  power  to 
license  unrestricted  traders  should  be  reinserted  in  the 
Bill,  and  calls  upon  Irish  Members  of  Parliament  of  all 
shades  of  opinion  to  insist  upon  this  being  done. 

In  connection  with  the  above,  Mr.  L.  G.  Sherlock,  Secretary 
of  the  Association,  has  communicated  a  letter  to  a  Dublin 
newspaper,  dealing  with  the  whole  subject.  In  the  course 
of  it  he  says,  even  although  it  were  true  that  there  is  a 
sufficient  number  of  chemists  in  Ireland  for  the  sale  of 
sheep-dips,  "the  Irish  County  Councils  can  be  trusted  not 
to  abuse  any  discretionary  powers  vested  in  them."  He 
appeals  with  confidence  to  Irish  representatives  in  the  House 
of  Commons  to  fight  this  question  when  Lord  Crewe's  Bill 
gets  there.

mechanics. 

Spreading  over  the  Contract. 
At  a  meeting  of  the  Finance  Committee  of  the  Aberdeen 
Parish  Council  and  Lunacy  Board  held  on  May  1,  the  ques- 
tion of  the  dispensing  of  drugs  for  the  outdoor  poor  was 
discussed.  At  present  the  system  is  to  appoint  one  druggist 
for  the  city,  at  whose  premises  the  drugs  are  dispensed. 
The  committee  resolved  to  recommend  that  in  place  of  this 
arrangement,  six  druggists  in  different  parts  of  the  city 
should  be  appointed  to  make  up  prescriptions  ordered  by  the 
six  doctors  under  the  Council,  whose  work  lies  among  the 
outdoor  poor,  and  that  each  doctor  should  have  a  druggist 
in  his  district. 

Arbroath  Chemists  and  the  Bill. 
A  meeting  of  Arbroath  chemists  was  recently  held  for  the. 
purpose  of  discussing  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  and 
as  a  result  Mr.  James  Jack,  F.L.S.,  Ph.C  wrote  on  their 
'behalf  to  the  local  members — Mr.  John  Morley  and  Mr. 
John  Sinclair  (both  Cabinet  members).  In  the  course  of 
his  letter,  Mr.  Jack  said  : 

I  would  call  your  especial  attention  to  the  clause  dealing 
with  our  titles  of  "  pharmaceutical  chemist  "  and  "  chemist 
and  druggist." 

These  titles  have  been  obtained  by  passing  statutory 
examinations,  and  it  is  unfair  that  companies  using  them 
should  be  enabled  to  do  so  as  at  present. 

It  is  of  vital  importance  that  the  titles  should  be  re- 
stricted to  duly  qualified  individuals.    Those  in  business 
entered  it  on  the  assumption  that,  having  conformed  to  the 
legal  requirements  of  apprenticeship,  tuition,  and  examina- 
tion, the  titles  would  be  reserved  to  those  only  who  qualified 
likewise.    Too  much  has  been  made  of  the  term  "vested 
interest  of  companies."    There  arc  thousands  of  chemists 
spread  all  over  the^country,  and  the  well-being  of  the  people 
is  safeguarded  by  them  to  a  degree  which  no  company  could 
vouchsafe.    May  I  ask  you,  therefore,  that  your  influence 
be  directed  towards  this  Bill,  and  that  the  "title,  the  one 
asset  which  examination  and  qualification  provide  for  the 
chemist,  should  not  be  usurped  by  any  person  or  group  of 
persons  who  have  not  satisfied  the  legal  requirements? 
Mr.  Morley 's  secretary  has  replied  that  Mr.  Morley  will 
give  Mr.  Jack's  letter  his  careful  consideration,  and  Mr. 
Sinclair  says  "  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council  has  given 
the  closest  attention  to  the  points  mentioned  "  by  Mr.  Jack. 


Gfoe  Mceft's  poteonmge. 

TEN  fatalities  from  poisoning  have  taken  place  during 
the  week,  two  being  misadventures.  Margaret  Emily 
Cuthbert  (32),  attached  to  a  nursing-home  at  Blackheath, 
took  an  overdose  of  morphine  by  misadventure  to  induce 
sleep.— Annie  Aston  was  employed  at  a  Dudley  factory  to 
dip  metal  goods  in  a  solution  of  lead.  She  declined  to  use 
the  gloves  provided  by  the  firm,  and  lead-poisoning  ensued 
u  ™s°rPtlon>  lt  is  said,  underneath  the  nails),  from  which 
she  died.— Sarah  Houghton,  wife  of  a  Blackburn  traveller 
administered  oxalic  acid  to  her  three  children  and  then  to 
herself  One  child  died  and  the  woman  herself.— There 
were  three  suicides  with  prussic  acid.  Under  the  idea  that 
he  was  going  mad,  a  Slough  man  swallowed  a  fatal  quan- 
tity.—The  dead  body  of  Mr.  Francis  Warrick  Smith  was 
found  in  a  railway-carriage  at  Croydon,  with  a  bottle  of 
prussic  acid  near  by.— Ernest  Rawson  Lorget,  described  as 
a  doctor,  poisoned  himself  with  prussic  acid  at  his  lodgings 
in  St.  Pancras.— Freda  Striemr,  widow  of  a  Berlin  textile- 
manufacturer,  committed  suicide  at  Kensington  by  swal- 
lowing (according  to  the  opinion  of  Dr.  R.  J.  Colenso,  of 
Emperor's  Gate)  some  "  Soloids  "  of  biniodide  of  mercury. 
— Arthur  Bilbow,  a  window-cleaner,  of  Kingsland  Road, 
N.E.,  who  was  thrown  over  by  his  sweetheart,  took  a 
poison  (unnamed),  and  died.— Alice  Homer,  wife  of  a 
farmer  at  Sturton,  near  Gainsborough,  poisoned  herself 
with  spirit  of  salt  while  in  a  fit  of  depression.

OriUM-DENS. — The  attention  of  the  Minister  of  Marine 
having  been  called  to  the  spread  of  opium-dens  in  French 
naval  ports,  he  has  (in  collaboration  with  the  Minister  of  the 
Interior)  issued  an  invitation  to  the  naval  authorities  in  these 
towns  to  join  their  efforts  to  those  of  local  authorities  with 
a  view  of  suppressing  these  establishments  and  prohibiting 
the  sale  of  the  drug  except  for  medical  use. 

A  Chemical  Institute. — The  Senate  is  studying  a  project 
for  the  construction  of  a  chemical  institute  in  the 
9,000  square  yards  of  land  between  the  rue  d'Ulm,  rue 
St.  Jacques,  and  rue  Gay-Lussac — the  heart  of  the  Latin 
quarter,  and  a  stone's-throw  from  the  School  of  Pharmacy. 
The  land  belongs  to  the  congregation  of  Dames  of  St.  Michel, 
and  the  total  expense  is  estimated  at  nearly  five  million 
francs. 

New  Laws. — The  late  French  Parliament  voted  a  number 
of  laws  before  dispersing,  including  two  small  measures 
affecting  pharmacy.  One  of  these  may  be  mentioned  in 
extenso,  being  given  in  a  single  short  clause  :  "  The  regula- 
tions edicted  by  Article  16  of  the  Law  of  21st  Germinal, 
year  XL ,  concerning  the  taking  of  the  oath  by  qualified 
pharmacists  are  and  remain  abrogated."  Thus  the  question 
of  pharmacists  having  to  take  an  oath,  after  obtaining  their 
qualification,  that  they  would  practise  pharmacy  honestly 
and  loyally  is  disposed  of  finally.  Another  new  Act  creates 
a  diploma  of  "expert  chemist,"  to  be  conferred  by  the 
Superior  Schools  and  Mixed  Faculties  of  Pharmacy. 

The  Golden  Book  of  the  Beaune  Apothecaries. — 
Beaune  (a  flourishing  little  Burgundy  town  whose  vintages 
have  made  its  name  a  household  word)  possesses  a  "  Livre 
d'Or  d'Apothecaires  "  dating  from  1576  to  1685.  This  is  a 
quarto  register  of  about  100  pages  containing  the  statutes  of 
the  guild,  some  official  documents,  and  nineteen  very 
curious  "  lettres  de  maitrise  "  (diplomas  authorising  to  keep 
open  shops,  as  we  should  say  nowadays)  emblazoned  with 
the  arms  of  the  apothecaries  thus  "  received."  They  were 
all  of  good  family — "  gentlemen  of  blood  and  coat  armour" 
one  might  term  them — and  these  arms,  with  the  mottoes  and 
medicaments  prepared  by  the  candidates,  constitute  a  most 
interesting,  and  perhaps  unique,  collection. 

Historical  Monuments. — The  French  practice  of  classing 
interesting  and  ancient  buildings  as  "  historical  monu- 
ments," which  may  not  be  altered  or  restored  without  the 
approval  of  the  Government,  is  doubtless  familiar  to  all. 
What  is  perhaps  less  generally  known  is  that  interesting 
objects  of  antiquity  are  "  classed  "  in  the  same  way  to  ensure 
their  preservation.  For  instance,  passing  at  Chalon-sur- 
Saone  recently,  I  had  occasion  to  consult  the  local  directory, 
and  found  among  the  "historical  monuments"  of  the 
(Saone-et-Loire)  department  the  wood  fittings  and  drug- 
pots  of  the  Hotel  Dieu  at  Tournus  (seventeenth  century), 
the  jars  of  the  hospital  pharmacy  at  Lovhans,  and  a  large 
bronze  mortar  (in  the  same  establishment  )  dated  1632 ;  and 
a  similar  mortar  at  the  Chalons  Hospital  dated  1561. 

French  Colonial  Congress. — It  will  be  remembered 
that  an  interesting  section  in  pharmacy  and  materia  medica 
was  one  of  the  features  of  the  last  French  Colonial  Congress. 
The  next  Congress  is  to  be  held  at  Paris  on  June  18  to  20, 
and  the  "Sixteenth  Section"  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  worthy 
of  its  reputation.  An  organising  committee  has  been  formed, 
the  veteran  M.  Schlagdenhauffen,  ex-Director  of  the  Nancy 
Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  being  Honorary  President. 
The  actual  Chairman  is  Assistant-Professor  Beille,  of  the 
Bordeaux  Faculty  of  Medicine ;  and  M.  Lutz,  assistant- 
professor  at  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  acts  as 
"Vice."  The  two  Secretaries,  M.  Goris  and  M.  Vogt,  are 
also  both  from  the  Paris  School.  The  papers  are  divided 
into  seven  classes  :  I.  The  study  of  remedies  used  by  natives 
in  French  colonies.  II.  Present  cultivation  of  medicinal 
plants.  III.  Possibility  of  cultivation  of  other  kinds  now 
brought  from  abroad.  IV.  Preparation  of  active  principles 
(glycosides,  alkaloids,  essence)  wholly  or  partly  in  colonies. 
V.  Materia  medica  (botanical,  chemical,  etc.).  VI.  Port- 
able medicines  for  travellers  and  colonists.  VII.  Questions 
for  the  next  Congress.

— The  following  decisions  relating  to 
the  rates  of  duty  leviable  on  various  articles  imported  into 
any  part  of  the  South  African  Customs  Union  have  been 
announced  by  the  Statistical  Bureau  at  Cape  Town  :  Patent 
or  proprietary  dog  medicines ;  Harlene.  Koko,  Tatcho, 
glycerine-and-cucumber,  Sozodont,  Frizzetta,  and  other 
similar  articles,  25  per  cent,  ad  val.  ;  sandalwood  oil  and 
eucalyptus  oil,  25  per  cent,  ad  val.  ;  toilet-vinegar  and  bay 
rum,  20s.  per  gal.  and  10  per  cent,  ad  val.  ;  Virol,  10  per 
cent,  ad  val.  ;  wine  of  Cardui,  25  per  cent,  ad  val.  ;  Cotto- 
lene,  10  per  cent,  ad  val. ;  Calvert's  carbolic  soap  for  cattle 
and  medicated  carbolic  soap,  £<Z.  per  lb.  ;  Kepler's  extract 
of  malt.  25  per  cent,  ad  val. ;  Tonquin  beans,  whole  or 
crushed,  10  per  cent,  ad  val.  ;  Tcnquin  oil,  25  per  cent. 
ad  val.  It  is  also  stated  that  Spratt's  bird-seeds  may  be 
granted  preferential  treatment  if  accompanied  by  the  neces- 
sary certificate  of  origin.  No  preference  is  to  be  granted  on 
sponges,  but  eucalyptus  oil  and  lucca  oil  may  be  granted 
preferential  treatment,  provided  that  the  certificate  shows 
that  the  refining-process  in  the  United  Kingdom  constitutes 
25  per  cent,  of  the  value  of  the  article. 
Natal. 

The  Pharmacy  Board  met  at  Pietermaritzburg  on 
April  10,  to  conduct  the  quarterly  qualifying  examination. 

Chemist  to  the  Rescue.— Mr.  P.  D.  Thompson,  manager 
to  Messrs.  F.  Turner  &  Co.,  chemists,  Pritchard  Street, 
Johannesburg,  while  at  Umkomaas  on  a  holiday,  succeeded 
in  rescuing  two  young  ladies  (the  Misses  Levy,  of  Johannes- 
burg) from  drowning.

Masonic— W.  Bro.  F.  Carter,  Dep.  Master,  Thistle 
Lodge,  Bloemfontein,  has  been  invested  D.G.  Bible  Bearer 
of  the  District  Grand  Lodge  of  the  Transvaal,  S.C.  W.  Bro. 
F.  Carter  is  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of 
the  Orange  River  Colony  this  year,  and  is  proprietor  of  the 
firm  of  Carter,  Stacey  &  Co.,  pharmaceutical  chemists, 
Bloemfontein. 

Transvaa  . 

The  New  Railway  Extension  between  Klerksdorp  and 
Fourteen  Streams  was  opened  on  April  5  by  Lord 
Selborne,  the  High  Commissioner.  The  new  line, 
which  places  Kimberley  in  direct  communication  with 
Johannesburg,  will  prove  a  great  boon  to  business-men  and 
the  public  generally.  The  distance  from  Johannesburg  to 
Cape  Town  is  reduced  by  ninety  miles,  and  the  journey 
between  Johannesburg  and  Kimberley  is  now  performed  in 
fifteen  hours,  as  against  thirty-five  hours  previously. 

Business  Chances.— Mr.  C.  Martlew,  chemist,  has  re- 
moved his  business  from  ^Fgis  Buildings.  Loveday  Street,  to 
No.  83  Commissioner  Street,  Johannesburg.  Mr.  Martlew 
is  one  of  the  earliest  pioneers  among  the  Rand  chemists. — 
Mr.  A.  H.  Jones,  chemist,  Braamfontein,  has  opened 
another  branch  at  Brixton,  a  western  suburb  of  Johannes- 
burg, some  three  miles  from  the  centre  of  the  town.  Mr. 
Jones  has  now  three  establishments  under  his  control,  his 
other  branch  being  situated  at  Auckland  Park,  and  his  head 
business  in  Melle  Street,  Braamfontein. — Mr.  H.  A.  France 
is  about  to  open  a  business  in  Monument  Street,  Krugers- 
dorp.  Mr.  France  was  for  several  years  manager  of  the 
West  Rand  Dispensary  in  that  tov/n. — Mr.  M.  Walker- 
Pole,  Braamfontein,  is  having  extensive  alterations  carried 
out  on  his  premises  in  Johannesburg. — Mr.  M.  Calm,  who 
conducted  the  Ferriera  Dispensary  in  Fox  Street,  Johannes- 
burg, has  given  up  business  and'  left  for  the  States.  His 
successors  are  Messrs.  Gerald  Heald  &  Co.

The  German  Association  of  Pharmacists  have  erected 
an  "  August  Garcke    Institute,  in  accordance  with  the  will 
of  the  botanist  of  that  name.    Professor  Garcke  bequeathed 
most  of  his  money  to  the  Association  and  to  the  Berlin 
I  University. 

To  Limit  Municipal  Competition. — The  St.  Petersburg 
Town  Council  having  proposed  to  open  fourteen  more  phar- 
macies in  the  town,  the  Minister  of  the  Interior  has  been 
compelled  to  refuse  permission,  on  the  ground  that  the  town 
would  be  in  a  preferential  position  as  compared  with  other 
competitors,  says  the  "  Russkoe  Gossudarstvo." 

Ph.G.  Regulations. — According  to  a  Royal  decree  of 
April  10,  the  new  German  Pharmacopoeia  is  to  appear  on 
November  1,  1906.  and  an  addendum  will  be  published,  if 
necessary,  every  three  years  after.  A  further  Royal  decree 
enumerates  the  apparatus,  etc.,  which,  for  the  future,  are  to 
be  kept  in  every  pharmacy,  for  the  examinations  stated  in 
the  new  Pharmacopoeia.  The  second  decree  also  contains 
directions  for  the  preservation  and  labelling  of  potent  drugs, 
which  are  copied  from  those  already  in  force  in  Germany. 

Chemicals  in  Spain. — The  Austrian  Consul  at  Madrid 
reports  that  Don  Carlos  Dorrien,  of  Madrid,  has  recently 
founded  a  company,  under  the  title  Sociedad  Anonima  de 
Productos  Quimicos,  Dorrien,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting 
works  at  Atarfe,  near  Grenada,  to  produce  daily  2,000  kilos, 
caustic  soda,  3,000  kilos,  caustic  potash,  and  6,000  kilos,  of 
calcium  chlorate  by  electrolytic  methods.  Doubt  is  ex- 
pressed in  expert  circles  as  to  whether  sufficient  raw  material 
can  be  found  in  the  neighbourhood  to  produce  3,000  kilos, 
of  caustic  potash  daily. 

Pharmacy  in  Sweden. — The  pharmacy  regulations  in 
Sweden  which  came  into  force  in  1896  made  the  passing  of 
the  maturum  examination  a  condition  of  admission  into 
pharmacy.  In  the  first  year  following  the  Order  119  candi- 
dates, including  15  women,  entered  for  examination.  In  the 
following  ten  years  605  pupils  entered,  532  men  and 
73  women ;  and  430  persons  (385  men  and  45  women)  passed 
the  assistants'  examination.  Since  the  admission  of  women, 
100  have  entered  up  to  1905  inclusive,  of  whom,  however. 
54  only  passed  the  assistants'  examination  and  only  two  the 
State  examination. 

In  the  Berlin  Chamber  of  Commerce  there  is  a  special 
section  for  chemicals,  drugs,  colours,  and  varnishes,  with 
about  twenty  representatives.  The  duration  of  office  for 
these  representatives  is  three  years,  and  a  new  election  has 
just  taken  place.  As  there  has  been  up  to  now  no  repre- 
sentative for  the  growing  wholesale  trade  in  pharmaceutical 
specialities,  it  was  decided  at  a  meeting  on  April  11  to 
appoint  a  member  for  that  branch.  The  choice  fell  upon  Mr. 
Edgar  Pick,  of  the  firm  of  C.  W.  Barenthin,  of  Berlin.  The 
artificial  mineral-water  industry  is  represented  by  Herr  J. 
Marggraff,  and  Dr.  M.  Fraenkel  represents  pharmacy. 
The  retail  druggists  have  two  representatives. 

The  Marquis  and  Mineral-waters. — According  to  the 
"  Restaurador  Farmaceutico  "  of  Barcelona,  Senor  Oruerto, 
in  the  Spanish  Cortes,  congratulated  Ministers  on  having 
prohibited  the  introduction  into  France  of  certain  Spanish 
mineral-waters  that  had  previously  been  exported  to  that 
country  for  a  considerable  time.  The  President  of  the 
Council  (Senor  Moret),  in  his  reply,  said  among  other 
things  :  "I  remember  what  was  once  said  by  one  of  the 
most  talented  men  of  Spain,  the  Marquis  of  Salamanca, 
regarding  foreign  mineral-waters.  '  Don't  you  go  anywhere 
else,'  he  said,  '  for  in  the  matter  of  dirty  waters  Spain  can 
compete  with  any  other  country  in  the  world.'  " 

German  Potash  Salts. — There  is  now  a  Bill  before  the 
German  Parliament  which  has  for  its  object  the  imposition 
of  an  export-duty  on  potash  salts.  The  potash  syndicate 
are  opposing  the  proposed  law,  fearing  a  decrease  of  con- 
sumption abroad.  On  the  other  hand,  the  advocates  of  the 
measure  argue  that  the  price  of  the  article  is  now  too  high  to 
permit  it  to  be  used  extensively  as  a  fertiliser  by  the  small 
German  farmers,  and  that  by  levying  an  export-duty  the 
producers  will  be  compelled  to  sell  cheaper  at  home  in  order 
to  get  rid  of  the  stuff.  In  this  manner  they  hope,  says  the 
United  States  Consul  at  Mannheim,  to  assist  the  German 
agriculturist  at  the  expense  of  the  foreign  consumer. 
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international  Congress  of  HppHeo 
Cbemtetrp, 

THE  meeting  of  the  sixth  Congress  at  Rome  has  been  a 
great  success  from  all  points  of  view.  The  number  of 
communications  has  been  large,  and  some  of  them  have  been 
of  the  highest  importance.  England  did  not  occupy  the  high 
position  among  the  other  nations  that  her  acknowledged 
progress  in  technical  chemistry  would  have  led  us  to  expect. 
For  some  reason,  partly,  no  doubt,  because  of  the  incon- 
venient date,  the  attendance  of  English  members  was  but 
small.  The  official  list  shows  thirty-one,  most  of  whom 
were  members  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  which 
has  taken  so  prominent  a  part  in  organising  a  committee  for 
the  1909  Congress.  Perhaps  the  terrors  of  Italian  railway 
travelling  may  have  deterred  many — and  these  are  by  no 
means  imaginary.  The  experience  of  one  member  included 
a  stoppage  in  the  Mont  Cenis  Tunnel,  a  breakdown  of  an 
engine  on  the  road  to  Rome  which  involved  the  loss  of  more 
than  an  hour,  and,  finally,  the  loss  of  the  registered  luggage 
for  four  days.  The  Italian  Government  has  recently 
acquired  the  railways,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  they  will 
soon  be  run  as  in  other  civilised  countries. 

The  Congress  was  held,  as  already  indicated,  in  the  new 
Palazzo  di  Giustizia,  a  magnificent  building  of  travertine 
and  marble  which  has  only  recently  been  completed.  In 
fact,  a  portion  of  the  building  still  remains  unfinished  ;  but

the  part  in  which  the  Congress  meetings  were  held  had  been 
prepared  for  the  occasion,  and  was  eminently  suited  for  the 
purpose.  The  reception  of  the  delegates  on  their  arrival 
was  well  arranged,  and  there  was  none  of  the  overcrowding 
which  formed  so  disagreeable  a  feature  of  the  Berlin  meet- 
ing. The  officials,  without  exception,  were  extremely  cour- 
teous and  obliging,  and  did  all  in  their  power  to  assist  their 
guests,  even  in  private  and  social  matters.  Among  special 
features  may  be  mentioned  an  excellent  press  bureau  under 
Chevalier  Ramen  Pini,  a  well-known  authority  on  viti- 
culture and  agricultural  chemistry.  A  well-organised  postal 
department  added  much  to  the  comfort  of  visitors,  who  must 
sometimes  have  severely  taxed  the  patience  of  Signor  For- 
levesi  and  his  courteous  assistants.  The  rooms'  for  the 
different  Sections  were  commodious,  and,  being  all  in  one 
building,  it  was  possible  for  those  interested  in  different 
subjects  to  visit  more  than  one  Section. 

The  Opemng  or  the  Congress 
on  April  26  was  a  brilliant  function.    The  King  and  Queen 
oi  Italy,  accompanied  by  a  number  of  officials,  arrived  at 
eleven  o'clock,  and  the  ceremony  took  place  in  the  large  hall 
of  the  palace,  before  a  crowded  audience.    Speeches  were 


delivered  by  the  representative  of  the  Commune  of  Rome,  M. 
|  Persichetti,  Senator  Paterno,  the  President  of  the  Congress, 
and  M.  Boselli,  Minister  of  Public  Instruction;  and  several 
of  the  foreign  Government  delegates  followed,  including 
Professor  Tilden  on  behalf  of  Great  Britain.    He  said  : 

Your  Majesties, — In  association  with  several  of  my 
friends  present  to-day  I  have  the  honour  to  represent  the 
Government  of  his  Majesty  King  Edward  VII.,  and  also 
the  Royal  Society  and  the  chief  scientific  societies  of  Great 
Britain  and  Ireland.  We  come  from  the  birthplace  of 
Dalton,  of  Davy,  and  of  Faraday  to  the  land  which  has 
produced  Galvani,  Volta,  and  Avogadro,  and  which  is  to- 
day the  home  of  Cannizzaro,  bearing  a  message  of  good  will 
to  the  illustrious  President  and  Committee  of  the  Italian 
Congress,  together  with  our  best  wishes  for  the  success  of  all 
its  operations.  When,  three  years  ago  in  Berlin,  the  de- 
cision of  the  Congress  was  made  known  in  reference  to  the 
next  place  of  meeting  we  were  disappointed.  But  to-day, 
speaking  in  the  name  of  all  the  English  chemists  present  in 
Rome,  I  feel  confident  in  saying  that  I  should  fail  entirely 
if  I  were  to  attempt  to  express  in  words  the  deep  gratifica- 
tion we  feel  in  enjoying  this  opportunity  of  meeting  in  this 
great  and  glorious  city. 

As  in  Paris  and  Berlin,  the  Government  did  all  in  its 
power  to  show  its  full  appreciation  of  the  importance  of 
science  applied  to  industry.  Not  only  did  the  King  open 
the  Congress  in  person,  but  he  invited  several  members  to  a 
banquet  at  the  Quirinal. 

After  the  formal  opening  by  the  King  and  Queen,  the 
work  of  the  different  Sections  com- 
menced with  the  election  of  various 
officials.  The  British  delegates  being 
few  in  number,  both  work  and  honours 
fell  thick  upon  them. 

Entertainments. 
On  the  evening  of  April  27  a  party 
was  given  by  the  Municipality  of  Rome 
at  the  Capitol,  where  the  foreign  visitors 
and  the  ladies  accompanying  them  were 
welcomed  by  the  elite  of  Roman  society. 
The  magnificent  works  of  art  with 
which  the  building  is  replete  were  in- 
spected with  the  greatest  interest,  and 
under  the  most  agreeable  conditions. 
Torrential  rain  during  the  afternoon 
and  evening  caused  a  considerable  fall 
in  the  temperature,  which  had  pre- 
viously been  that  of  our  English 
summer. 

On  Sunday,  April  29,  a  party  of  about 
1,500  members  of  the  Congress  made  an 
excursion  to  Tivoli,  where  they  were 
received  by  Minister  Boselli,  the  muni- 
cipal authorities,  and  many  other  Roman 
notabilities.  Luncheon  was  served  in 
the  celebrated  Villa  d'  Este.  The  sur- 
roundings were  charming;  but  the  num- 
ber of  guests  was  far  in  excess  of  the 
accommodation  provided,  so  that  many  visitors  had  to  seek 
refreshments  elsewhere. 

On  Monday  afternoon  a  garden-party  was  given  by  the 
Organising  Committee  in  the  gardens  on  the  Palatine  Hill. 
The  site  was  a  lovely  one,  overlooking  the  Forum  and  giving 
a  perfect  view  of  the  ancient  remains  which  have  lately  been 
uncovered  through  the  persistent  efforts  of  Chevalier  Boni. 
The  towering  mass  of  the  Coliseum  formed  a  fitting  setting 
to  one  side  of  the  picture,  while  above  the  tables  on  which 
refreshments  were  spread  towered  evergreen  oaks  and 
Italian  cypresses.  These  not  only  afforded  a  welcome  shade 
during  the  earlier  part  of  the  entertainment,  but  also  some 
shelter  during  a  severe  thunderstorm  that  burst  over  Rome, 
and  somewhat  marred  the  success  of  the  party.  On  the 
evening  of  the  same  day  a  banquet  was  given  at  Bertolini's 
splendid  hotel  by  the  Organising  Committee  of  the  Congress 
in  honour  of  the  foreign  Committees  of  Organisation.  The 
banquet  afforded  an  excellent  opportunity  for  the  various 
representatives  of  foreign  countries  to  become  personally 
acquainted  with  each  other.  On  the  evening  of  the  29th 
many  of  them  had  already  met  at  the  invitation  of  Dr.  and 
Mrs.  Ludwig  Mond  in  the  splendid  rooms  of  the  new  Hotel 
Regina. 
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Among  other  successful  entertainments  may  be  mentioned 
a  luncheon  given  on  April  30  by  the  Italian  Union  of  Sugar- 
manufacturers  to  their  foreign  colleagues.  Although  the 
English  representatives  of  this  industry  were  naturally  few 
in  number,  they  were  very  cordially  received;  in  fact,  the 
foreign  manufacturers  seem  quite  grateful  to  us  for  taking 
their  surplus  sugar  at  about  the  cost  of  production. 

The  most  original  reception  accorded  to  the  Congress  was 
certainly  that  of  the  International  Artists'  Association  of 
Rome,  which  was  on  the  evening  of  May  1.  The  charming 
and  artistic  saloons  of  the  Association  were  in  themselves  a 
sufficient  attraction,  but  an  excellent  amateur  string  band 
had  also  been  provided,  and  there  was  quite  a  novel  display 
of  dancing.  A  number  of  girls  dressed  in  the  picturesque 
Italian  costume  advanced  into  the  saloon  under  the  leader- 
ship of  a  swarthy,  hirsute  individual  having  all  the  external 
characteristics  of  an  excellent  brigand.  To  the  strains  of  an 
instrument  which  resembled  bagpipes,  and  to  the  sound  of 
their  tambourines,  the  girls  executed  a  number  of  dances. 
The  example  proved  infectious,  and  an  impromptu  dance 
was  organised  among  the  guests. 

The  chief  banquet  of  the  meeting  was  held  at  the  Hotel 
Excelsior  on  May  2,  and  was  attended  by  320  members. 
The  usual  congratulatory  speeches  were  made  in  many 
languages.  Sir  Henry  Roscoe  spoke  on  behalf  of  the  English 
visitors,  Dr.  0.  Witt  for  Germany,  Dr.  Eder  for  Austria, 
M.  Dupont  for  France,  and  Dr.  Lunge  for  Switzerland. 
The  Japanese  representative,  K.  Matsubara,  received  quite 
an  ovation,  being  greeted  with  cries  of  "  Banzai"  when  he 
rose  to  speak,  which  he  did  in  English.  The  Chinese  repre- 
sentative spoke  in  his  own  tongue,  which,  for  the  benefit  of 
the  local  Press,  was  subsequently  translated  by  Mr.  Matsu- 
bara into  English,  and  then  into  Italian  by  another  member 
»f  the  Congress. 

On  the  evening  of  May  5,  at  twenty  o'clock  (Italian  time), 
;  he  King  gave  a  state  banquet  at  the  Quirinal  Palace  to  some 
t>f  the  more  prominent  members  of  the  International  Con- 
gress of  Applied  Chemistry.  About  seventy  guests  were 
present,  Great  Britain  being  represented  by  Sir  Henry 
Roscoe,  Professor  W.  A.  Tilden,  Professor  W.  N.  Hartley, 
Professor  J.  J.  Dobbie,  Miss  L.  Mond,  and  Mr.  W.  F. 
Reid.  The  Quirinal  takes  its  name  from  an  ancient  temple 
dedicated  to  Quirinus  which  stood  upon  this  spot.  The 
exterior,  like  that  of  many  other  Roman  buildings,  is 
simple ;  but  the  internal  decorations  are  magnificent  and  in 
excellent  taste.  The  King  received  the  members  in  an  ante- 
room ;  he  was  accompanied  by  the  Queen  and  five  ladies  of 
the  Italian  Court.  The  President  of  the  Privy  Council, 
Signor  Sonnino ;  the  Minister  for  Foreign  Affairs,  Signor 
Guicciardini ;  the  Minister  of  Agriculture,  Signor  Pantano ; 
and  the  Minister  of  Public  Instruction,  Signor  Boselli,  were 
also  present.  The  table  was  beautifully  decorated  with 
pink  roses  and  lilies  of  the  valley,  the  latter  being  arranged 
in  sprays  forming  arabesques  upon  the  table.  Sir  H.  Roscoe 
had  the  honour  of  sitting  on  the  right  of  her  Majesty.  After 
tile  conclusion  of  the  banquet  a  reception  was  held  in  a 
richly  decorated  saloon,  the  King  and  Queen  holding  lengthy 
conversations  with  many  members  in  whose  work  they  took 
great  interest.  It  is  clear  that  the  Royal  Family  of  Italy 
fully  realise  the  benefits  that  accrue  to  their  country  from 
the  applications  of  chemistry  to  industry,  and  it  is  satis- 
factory to  observe  the  great  progress  that  is  now  being  made 
in  Italy  in  many  comparatively  new  industries. 

The  Next  Meeting. 
One  matter  dealt  with  by  the  Congress  is  of  special 
interest  to  Englishmen — namely,  the  invitation  to  meet  in 
London  in  1909,  which  has  been  unanimously  accepted. 
At  the  Berlin  Congress,  as  was  fully  reported  by  us  at  the 
time,  a  meeting  was  convened  of  all  British  delegates  pre- 
sent, and  an  invitation  was  issued  to  hold  the  meeting  in 
London  in  1906.  The  preference  was,  however,  given  to 
Rome  by  about  twenty  votes,  chiefly  because  Italy  had 
previously  tendered  an  invitation.  It  must  be  confessed 
that  the  brilliant  success  of  the  present  meeting  has  justi- 
fied the  choice  of  the  Berlin  Congress,  even  if  it  was  at  the 
time  somewhat  disappointing  to  Great  Britain.  In  order 
to  prevent  any  similar  disappointment  in  future  the  Society 
of  Chemical  Industry  organised  a  Joint  Committee  con- 
taining representatives  of  every  scientific  society  interested 
in  chemistry,  either  pure  or  applied.  Delegates  from  that 
committee  were  sent  to  Rome,  and,  in  conjunction  with  Dr. 


Tilden  on  behalf  of  the  British  Government,  issued  the  in- 
vitation which  was  so  cordially  accepted. 

On  April  29  a  meeting  of  all  English  members  present  at 
the  Congress  was  summoned,  and  was  attended  by  thirteen 
members,  who,  under  the  presidency  of  Dr.  Tilden,  made 
such  formal  arrangements  as  were  necessary  with  regard  to 
the  issuing  of  the  invitation  at  the  final  general  meeting  of 
the  Congress.  At  that  meeting,  on  May  3,  Dr.  Ludwig 
Mond  issued  the  invitation  for  the  Congress  to  meet  in 
London  in  1909  on  behalf  of  the  Joint  Committee,  and  Dr. 
Tilden  seconded  as  delegate  of  the  British  Government. 
Dr.  Divers  supported  the  proposal  on  behalf  of  the  Society 
of  Chemical  Industry  and  of  the  Joint  Committee,  and 
Professor  Meldola  made  an  eloquent  speech  on  behalf  of  the 
Chemical  Society,  the  Royal  Society,  and  two  other  societies 
of  which  he  was  delegate.  The  President,  on  behalf  of  the 
Congress,  expressed  thanks  for  the  invitation,  which  was 
accepted,  as  already  mentioned.  On  the  proposal  of  Dr. 
Mond,  Sir  Henry  Roscoe  was  elected  Hon.  President  of  the 
next  Congress.  Sir  William  Ramsay  was  appointed  Presi- 
dent of  the  General  Committee,  otherwise  acting-president. 

A  committee  was  appointed,  consisting  of  the  members  of 
the  Joint  Committee  previously  formed  under  the  auspices 
of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry,  with  power  to  add  to 
their  number. 

It  was  intended  that  the  meeting  of  the  Congress  should 
terminate  with  excursions  to  Sicily  and  Elba;  but  both  these 
excursions  were  prevented  by  a  strike  of  sailors.  A  party 
was,  however,  organised  to  visit  the  boric-acid  works  which 
were  to  have  formed  part  of  the  programme  of  the  Elba 
party.  Many  members  of  the  Congress  visited  Naples,  and 
came  back  with  very  sad  accounts  of  the  misery  caused  in  the- 
district  round  Vesuvius,  not  only  by  the  lava  and  ashes,  but 
also  by  the  torrents  of  mud  produced  from  the  latter  by  the 
heavy  rains  that  have  since  fallen.  Some  members  of  the 
Congress  subscribed  to  a  fund  for  the  relief  of  the  distress, 
and  a  telegram  was  despatched  to  Signor  Manteucci  con- 
gratulating him  on  his  devotion  to  the  cause  of  science  by 
remaining  at  his  post  throughout  the  eruption. 

We  regret  that  exceptional  pressure  on  our  space  this 
week  compels  us  to  hold  over  several  pages  of  this  report 
dealing  with  the  work  accomplished  by  the  sections.  Our 
representative  reports  that  in  this  regard  the  Congress  was 
also  signally  successful.  We  may  for  the  present  mention' 
that  at  these  Congresses  it  is  customary  to  hold  several 
general  sessions,  when  subjects  interesting  to  all  members, 
or  pertaining  to  the'welfare  of  the  Conference,  are  con- 
sidered. On  this  occasion  there  were  four  lectures  given  on 
succeeding  afternoons.  The  first,  on  Saturday,  April  27,  at 
2.30  p.m.,  was  by  Sir  William  Ramsay  on  the  purification  of 
sewage.  On  Monday,  April  30,  Professor  Moissan  delivered 
a  lecture  on  the  distillation  of  metals.  In  this  he  stated  that 
there  is  not  an  element  on  earth  which  does  not  volatilise 
by  the  heat  of  the  electric  arc.  The  feature  of 
Tuesday  was  a  lecture  by  Dr.  A.  Frank,  of  Charlottenburg, 
on  the  direct  method  for  fixation  of  atmospheric  nitrogen 
for  the  production  of  fertilisers  and  other  chemical  pro- 
ducts. On  Wednesday  afternoon  Professor  Otto  N.  Witt, 
of  Berlin,  discoursed  on  the  limitations  of  applied  chemistry 
and  the  problems  of  the  Congress. 


Druggists'  Sundries  and  chemicals  valued  at  1,576,000^. 
were  imported  into  Switzerland  during  1905,  against 
1,423,2002.  in  1904,  being  an  increase  of  153.400Z. 

The  Exportation  of  Gums  from  Suez  during  1905  amounted 
to  4,815  tons,  valued  at  117,994?.E.,  a  decrease  of  1,695  tons  in 
weight  and  28,528^.E.  in  value  for  the  year  1905. 

Corosuccin. — A  new  antiseptic  has  been  placed  on  the 
market  under  this  name.  It  is  claimed  to  be  very  powerful  in 
its  action,  but  on  examination  it  appears  to  be  nothing  more 
than  a  solution  of  succinic  acid  with  a  little  corrosive 
sublimate. 

The  Imforts  of  Drugs  and  Medicines  into  Beirut  during 
1905  amounted  to  1,370  cases,  against  1,160  cases  in  1904  and 
820  cases  in  1903.  The  supplies  were  chiefly  obtained  from 
France,  and  the  remainder  from  Italy,  the  United  Kingdom, 
and  Germany.

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THE  meeting  of  this  Section  held  on  May  7  at  Burlington 
House,  Piccadilly,  W.,  was  devoted  mainly  to  subjects 
of  special  interest  to  pharmacy.  Mr.  A.  Gordon  Salamon 
was  in  the  chair,  and  referred  to  the  complimentary  dinner 
that  is  to  be  given  to  Mr.  F.  Napier  Sutton,  and  also  to  the 
return  of  the  President — Dr.  Edward  Divers — from  the 
International  Congress  of  Chemistry. 

The  Gtjtzeit  Test  for  Arsenic. 
The  first  paper  was  by  Mr.  John  Goode  and  Dr.  F. 
Mollwo  Perkin  on  the  Gutzeit  test.  Dr.  Perkin,  who  read 
the  paper,  began  by  stating  that  the  difficulty  with  the 
Gutzeit  test  has  been  to  make  it  always  reliable  and  to 
obtain  unalterable  standards.  The  authors  have  tried  to 
obtain  a  permanent  stain,  but  have  not  succeeded.  It  has 
been  suggested  by  Harvey  that  painted  imitations  of  the 
stains  given  on  the  mercuric  chloride  paper  might  be  used, 
but  it  would,  said  Dr.  Perkin,  be  very  difficult  to  match 
the  colours.  Various  methods  of  evolving  hydrogen  in  the 
nascent  state  were  tried,  and  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of 
getting  arsenic-free  zinc,  magnesium  was  tried,  and  found 
to  be  absolutely  free  from  arsenic.  When  using  magnesium 
the  reaction  is  too  vigorous,  and  it  is  important  to  control 
the  reaction.  The  reaction  between  magnesium  and 
ammonium  salts  was  next  tried,  and  it  was  found  that 
magnesium  acts  more  vigorously  with  ammonium  chloride 
than  any  of  the  other  salts  used.  The  Gutzeit  test  is  more 
sensitive  with  this  salt,  which  is  one  that  it  is  easy  to 
obtain  in  a  state  of  purity.  As  ammonium  salts  are  not 
always  free  from  arsenic,  the  ammonium  chloride  is  purified 
with  bromine  and  hydrochloric  acid,  an  arsenic-free  product 
being  then  ensured.  Copper  chloride  and  lead  acetate  are 
employed  to  absorb  phosphoretted  hydrogen  or  sulphuretted 
hydrogen,  the  authors  preferring  a  10-per-cent.  solution  of 
copper  chloride.  To  apply  the  test  one  to  two  grams  of 
magnesium  are  put  in  the  flask,  covered  with  ammonium 
chloride,  and  water  added  to  make  a  thick  paste.  The 
apparatus  is  stood  in  cold  water,  to  control  the  evolution 
of  hydrogen  to  from  one  to  two  bubbles  a  second.  Two 
grams  of  magnesium  yield  an  evolution  of  gas  at  this  rate 
for  two  or  three  hours.  The  authors'  apparatus  is  in  the 
usual  form,  except  that  the  copper-chloride  solution  is  con- 
tained in  a  U  tube.  The  strength  of  this  solution  is  im- 
portant, as  if  used  too  strong  it  keeps  back  the  arseniuretted 
hydrogen;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  the  10-per-cent.  solution 
proposed  does  not  keep  back  the  phosphine,  so  that  it  is 
absolutely  essential  to  oxidise  phosphites  or  hypophos- 
phites,  if  present,  to  phosphates.  The  authors  found  that 
if  the  gas  is  allowed  to  come  off  from  the  magnesium  fairly 
rapidly  an  intense  canary-yellow  stain  is  obtained,  which 
might  be  mistaken  for  arsenic.  What  it  is  that  causes  this 
colouration  is  not  known,  but  the  gas  is  effectually  kept 
back  by  the  copper-chloride  solution.  Most  observers  have 
noticed  that  the  yellow  stain  given  to  the  mercuric  paper  is 
blackened  with  ammonia,  the  result  being  more  permanent 
than  the  original  yellow  colour.  With  magnesium  and 
ammonium  chloride  the  Gutzeit  test  can  distinguish  the 
presence  of  a  thousandth  part  of  a  milligram  of  metallic 
arsenic.  The  observation  of  Chapman  and  Lowe  that  zinc 
is  made  more  sensitive  if  cadmium  or  a  stannous  salt  is 
added  was  next  referred  to,  but  with  magnesium  and 
ammonium  chloride  the  addition  of  cadmium  was  found  to 
decrease  the  sensitiveness  of  the  test.  Experiments  were 
also  made  with  aluminium,  but  that  metal  in  alkaline  solu- 
tion is  not  sufficiently  sensitive.  It  was  also  noted  that  the 
zinc  and  sulphuric  acid  method  is  slightly  more  sensitive 
than  the  one  proposed,  but  the  present  process  is  preferred, 
on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  getting  arsenic- free  zinc. 
In  regard  to  the  stains  obtained  on  the  mercuric  chloride 
paper,  the  authors  have  not  succeeded  in  making  them  per- 
manent. Silver,  it  has  been  pointed  out,  is  unreliable; 
vanadium  gives  a  beautiful  sky-blue  colour  on  reduction' 
but  is  not _  sufficiently  sensitive;  whilst  the  blue  stain 
obtained  with  a  mixture  of  ferrous  sulphate  and  ferric 
chloride  is  not  characterstic  enough.  Gold  salts  are  readily 
reduced,  but  gold-chloride  paper  does  not  keep.  The  final 
improvement  arrived  at  is  to  use  mercuric  bromide  in  place 


of  mercuric  chloride,  apply  it  to  the  paper  from  an  alcoholic 
solution,  and  use  it  dry  for  the  test.  With  mercuric  bro- 
mide paper  indications  are  obtained  of  a  two  thousandths 
of  a  milligram  of  arsenic;  in  fact,  it  is  difficult  to  get  a 
blank  with  most  materials  tested.  The  authors  agree  with 
Messrs.  C.  A.  Hill  and  H.  S.  Collins  (0.  db  D.,  Septem- 
ber 30,  1905)  that  an  aperture  of  5  m.m.  is  best  for  the 
delivery  tube.  In  regard  to  the  time  required  for  the  test, 
this  should  not  be  less  than  three-quarters  of  an  hour,  but 
it  is  best  to  allow  the  test  to  run  for  1^  hour.  If  stannous 
chloride  is  used  for  reducing-purposes,  as  recommended  by 
Hill  and  Collins,  one  hour  is  sufficient.  Finally,  it  was 
stated  that  having  tried  the  electrolytic  method  of  evolving 
hydrogen  it  has  been  found  to  be  extremely  delicate  if 
lead  electrodes  are  used,  the  Gutzeit  method  being  em- 
ployed for  detecting  the  arseniuretted  hydrogen. 

Discussion. 

The  Chairman  asked  as  to  the  comparative  value  of  the 
test  with  the  Marsh-Berzelius  test,  and  also  as  regards  the 
time  taken. 

Dr.  Divers  prefaced  his  remarks  with  a  few  words  about 
the  International  Congress  of  Chemistry  at  Rome,  the  dele- 
gates having  been  very  cordially  received.  The  paper,  he 
said,  illustrated  admirably  the  value  of  applied  chemistry  to 
the  progress  of  pure  chemistry  itself. 

Mr.  Chapman  said  the  paper  resolved  itself  into  a  plea 
for  the  Gutzeit  test,  but  he  considered  that  the  Gutzeit 
test  suffers  from  several  disadvantages.  It  is  impossible 
to  prepare  definite  and  permanent  standards,  and  the  stains 
are  affected  by  light  and  certain  vapours  of  the  laboratory. 
The  results  are  not  diagnostic  in  the  sense  that  they  are 
not  conclusive  and  definite,  like  the  arsenic  mirror  of  the 
Marsh  test.  Hydrogen  phosphide  and  sulphide  give  stains 
indistinguishable  from  those  of  arsenic,  and  it  is  impossible 
to  assess  the  stains  by  artificial  light.  Referring  to  his 
recent  researches  on  the  potential  of  the  hydrogen  obtained 
from  zinc  and  cadmium,  the  speaker  stated  that  he  always 
uses  cadmium  in  every  Marsh  test,  and  that  the  potential 
of  the  hydrogen  depends  on  the  uniformity  with  which 
the  zinc  is  coated  with  that  metal.  He  took  care  in  his 
paper  not  to  recommend  cadmium,  as  there  are  cases  where 
it  does  not  work;  the  results  of  the  research  were  given, 
and  it  was  left  to  others  to  draw  conclusions.  The  time 
has  come  when  arsenic  tests  should  aim  at  a  five-hundredth 
of  a  milligram  as  the  minimum  quantity,  and  not  a  two- 
thousandth.  He  had  been  trying  pure-tin  cathodes  in  the 
electrolytic  test,  and  the  results  are  encouraging,  as  tin  is 
not  so  difficult  to  work  with  as  lead. 

Mr.  T.  Tyrer  said  the  interest  of  the  paper  centres  round 
the  use  of  magnesium.  The  Gutzeit  test  is  used  for  testing 
pharmaceutical  chemicals  to  a  considerable  extent.  With 
the  precautions  suggested  by  Bird,  Hills  and  Collins, 
Kirkby,  and  Charles  Tyrer,  the  test  has  been  made  compara- 
tive, but  if  ammonia  is  used  to  intensify  the  colour  of  the 
stain,  the  precautions  and  care  required  in  carrying  out  the 
test  will  have  to  be  doubled. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  said  he  had  used  stannous  chloride  as  a 
reducing-agent  for  some  two  or  three  years,  and  found 
that  by  reducing  the  arseniates  to  arsenites  the  stains  are 
more  strictly  comparative  than  otherwise.  The  time  taken 
for  the  test  varies  according  to  the  condition  of  the  arsenic 
at  the  start.  The  fading  of  the  stains  is  not  so  important, 
owing  to  the  ease  with  which  fresh  standards  can  be  pre- 
pared ;  in  his  laboratory  it  is  usual  to  make  standards  two 
or  three  times  a  week.  He  had  tried  mercuric  bromide, 
and  found  it  at  least  four  times  as  delicate  as  mercuric 
chloride. 

Mr.  Julian  Baker  asked  how  the  authors  would  deal  with 
organic  compound,  such  as  malt,  in  applying  the  test. 

Dr.  Thorn  said  the  difficulties  in  the  way  of  the  Gutzeit 
test  as  a  quantitative  test  are  very  great.  The  delicacy 
and  reliability  of  the  test  cannot  be  compared  with  the 
Marsh  test.  The  sensitiveness  of  electrolytic  zinc  varies 
very  much.  In  the  case  of  a  recent  batch  found  to  be 
insensitive  2  per  cent,  of  cadmium  was  tried,  and  found  to 
increase  the  sensitiveness,  but  a  certain  amount  of  arsenic 
was  shown. 

Mr.  Grant  Hooper  said  the  Gutzeit  test  has  its  distinct 
uses.  It  is  not  used  so  much  for  the  estimation  of  arsenic 
as  to  show  whether  a  certain  minimum  quantity  of  arsenic 
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is  present.  He  had  noticed  no  reference  had  been  made  to 
the  work  of  Dunstan  and  Robinson,  which  was  done  for  the 
Pharmacopoeia  Committee.  Each  experiment  in  this  case 
is  allowed  to  run  for  two  hours.  In  regard  to  the  fading 
of  the  test,  there  is  no  real  difficulty,  as  it  is  easy  to  set 
three  experiments  going  at  the  same  time — one  a  blank,  the 
second  with  a  known  amount  of  arsenic,  and  the  third  with 
the  substance  to  be  tested. 

Dr.  Power  said  the  Gutzeit  test  has  been  in  use  for  a 
number  of  years.  It  was  the  subject  of  a  lengthy  investi- 
gation by  Professor  Fleitmann,  of  Strasburg,  in  1879,  the 
conditions  upon  which  the  test  should  be  carried  out  being 
laid  down.  Fleitmann  came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  test 
is  preferable  to  Marsh's  for  testing  medicinal  chemicals. 
Gutzeit's  test  is  in  the  German  Pharmacopoeia,  and  con- 
siderable space  is  devoted  to  it  in  the  United  States  Phar- 
macopoeia. 

Mr.  F.  C.  J.  Bird  said  the  Gutzeit  test  is  the  most 
suitable  for  manufacturers  and  all  those  engaged  in  routine 
testing.  A  permanent  stain  is  not  possible,  as  the  humidity 
of  the  atmosphere  affects  the  intensity.  If  the  test  is  done 
in  a  water-oven  the  stain  is  doubled  in  intensity.  In  1901 
(C.  &•■  D.,  April  13,  1901)  he  (the  speaker)  pointed  out  a 
way  of  identifying  the  stains.  Hydrochloric  acid  dissolves 
the  mercury  and  turns  the  deposit  a  brick-red ;  bromated 
hydrochloric  acid  added  next  dissolves  the  arsenic,  which 
can  then  be  identified  with  stannous  chloride  solution. 
Copper  chloride  is  not  sufficient  to  keep  back  phosphuretted 
hydrogen,  which  is  often  given  off  in  considerable  quan- 
tities when  testing  reduced  iron.  The  test  is  best  con- 
ducted at  boiling-temperature ;  there  is  then  no  trouble  in 
regard  to  the  insensitiveness  of  the  zinc,  and  the  test  is 
complete  in  half  an  hour.  The  aperture  should  be  5  m.m., 
so  as  to  intensify  the  stains.  The  great  novelty  of  the 
paper  is  the  use  of  mercuric  bromide. 

Dr.  Perkin,  in  reply,  said  there  had  been  a  tendency  in 
the  discussion  for  the  speakers  to  take  sides  as  to  which 
is  the  best  test.  The  only  reason  why  the  subject  had  been 
taken  up  was  to  get  more  knowledge  on  the  subject.  The 
test  is  only  used  to  find  out  whether  certain  chemicals  con- 
tain a  minimum  of  arsenic.  The  time  taken  by  the  test  is 
of  no  importance,  as  one  generally  gets  on  with  other  work 
while  the  test  is  running.  The  stains  last  for  two  or  three 
days  if  kept  in  the  dark. 

Separation  of  Brucine  and  Strychnine. 
The  next  paper,  by  Messrs.  Reynolds  and  Sutcliffe,  was 
on  the  separation  of  brucine  and  strychnine  in  the  analysis 
cf  nux  vomica,  and  also  referred  to  the  influence  of  nitrous 
acid  in  the  nitric  acid  used  for  oxidation.  The  Keller 
method  of  decomposing  brucine  by  nitric  acid  to  separate 
the  strychnine  was  the  one  the  authors  dealt  with,  and 
which  they  characterised  as  a  great  advance  on  the  older 
ferrocyanide  method.  The  decomposition  of  the  mixture 
should  be  arrested  as  soon  as  the  brucine  has  dis- 
appeared. The  authors  have  tried  to  estimate  what  is  the 
time  required  for  the  decomposition  of  the  brucine,  and 
find  that  although  this  depends  on  the  strength  of  the 
nitric  acid,  if  used  of  a  strength  of  7  per  cent,  or  over, 
ten  minutes  is  sufficient  to  remove  all  the  brucine.  If  the 
vessel  is  placed  in  ice-cold  water  the  oxidation  of  the 
strychnine  is  reduced  to  a  minimum.  During  the  process 
of  the  investigation  it  was  noticed  that  on  adding  nitric 
acid  to  the  strychnine-and-brucine  mixture  there  was  in  one 
case  no  development  of  a  red  colour.  After  numerous  ex- 
periments it  was  found  that  the  colouration  is  due  to  the 
nitrous  acid  in  the  nitric  acid.  For  these  experiments 
nitric  acid  free  from  nitrous  acid  was  prepared  by  adding 
urea,  but  by  adding  small  quantities  of  sodium  or  barium 
peroxide  a  product  free  from  traces  of  nitrous  acid  was 
obtained  at  the  ordinary  temperature.  This  influence  of 
nitrous  acid  is  important  in  other  colour  reactions  of  alka- 
loids, such  as  morphine.  In  regard  to  the  proper  alkali  to 
use  for  removing  the  alkaloid  the  authors  find  that  it  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  use  a  fixed  alkali  if  one  wishes  to 
avoid  transfering  decomposition  products  to  the  chloroform. 

Discussion. 

Mr.  Whiffen  said  he  gave  attention  to  the  subject  some 
years  ago,  but  it  was  new  to  him  that  a  nitrite  or  nitrous 
acid  was  necessary  to  produce  the  cclour  reaction.  He 
had  reduced  the  temperature  at  which  the  reaction  was 


conducted  as  low  as  —20°  C,  and  found  that  no 
decomposition  of  strychnine  took  place,  which  he 
took  to  be  due  to  the  low  temperature.  The  United 
States  Pharmacopoeia  used  a  9-per-cent.  acid  and 
allowed  ten  minutes  for  the  reaction  at  laboratory 
temperature,  but  perhaps  the  presence  of  nearly  3  per  cent, 
of  sulphuric  acid  increases  the  rate  of  decomposition.  The 
use  of  a  fixed  alkali  he  fully  endorsed,  as  ammonia  is  not 
very  reliable  unless  determined  by  standard  sulphuric  acid. 

Mr.  Reynolds,  replying,  said  in  every  case  the  decomposi- 
tion had  been  carried  out  with  sulphuric  acid.  Keller  re- 
commended an  hour  and  a  half,  but  the  decomposition  is 
really  complete  in  ten  minutes.  The  method  given  in  the 
United  States  Pharmacopoeia  is  an  exact  reproduction  of 
the  method  given  in  a  paper  by  Gordon. 

The  last  paper  was  by  Messrs.  Dreaper  and  Wilson,  in 
regard  to  "The  Absorption  of  Gallic  Acid  by  Organic 
Colloids,"  in  which  the  authors  sought  to  show  that  gallic 
acid  does  not  combine  with  the  gelatin  or  albumen,  but  is  in 
a  state  of  solution. 


Zhc  IRo^al  Society 


THE  first  conversazione,  of  the  season  in  connection  with 
the  Royal  Society  was  held  on  May  9  at  Burlington 
House,  Piccadilly,  London,  W.  As  usual  there  was  an  ex- 
hibition of  scientific  novelties,  some  of  which  were  of  direct 
or  indirect  pharmaceutical  interest.  Among  the  exhibits 
was  a  display  of  the  "  Evertrusty  "  oxygen  apparatus,  used 
by  the  rescue  parties  at  Courrieres,  consisting  of  two  oxygen 
cylinders  filled  with  oxygen,  two  regenerators  through 
which  the  vitiated  air  passes  and  is  regenerated,  and  which 
at  the  same  time  serve  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  the 
apparatus  is  in  working  order  prior  to  use.  The  fittings  and 
pipes  include  the  mouthpiece,  by  means  of  which  the  air 
supply  is  conducted  to  the  mouth  of  the  operator.  The  same 
exhibitor  was  also  showing  the  "  Evertrusty  "  oxygen  first- 
aid  case  for  use  in  carbonic  oxide  poisoning,  or  after 
inhalation  of  smoke,  poisonous  fumes,  etc.,  consisting  of 
oxygen  cylinder,  reducing  valve,  pressure  gauge,  bag  and 
mask,  with  back  pressure  valve.  These  appliances  permit 
of  active  work  in  atmospheres  charged  with  gas,  such  as 
water-gas,  Dowson  gas,  Mond  gas,  power-gas,  producer-gas, 
blast-furnace  gas,  after-damp.  etc. 

Sir  James  Dewar  was  showing  metallic  jacketed  vacuum 
vessels  for  storing  liquid  air.  The  vacuum  is  produced  by 
the  use  of  cooled  charcoal.  The  envelopes  were  of  nickel, 
with  necks  made  of  a  bad  conducting  alloy.  The  necks  can 
be  covered  with  silvered  glass  vacuum  cylinders,  which  act 
as  stoppers,  and  at  the  same  time  utilise  the  cold  of  the 
slowly  evaporating  liquid.  The  efficiency  of  the  best 
metallic  flasks  is  equal  to  that  of  the  average  silvered  glass 
vacuum  vessels  now  generally  used  in  low  temperature  in- 
vestigations. Vessels  of  this  type  are  useful  in  industrial 
operations  and  for  the  storage  and  safe  transit  of  liquid  air 
and  oxygen. 

Mr.  J.  E.  Stead  showed  a  triple  alloy  containing  75  per 
cent,  tin,  20  per  cent,  antimony,  and  5  per  cent,  arsenic. 
After  melting  and  slow  cooling  the  alloy  first  yields  crystals, 
which  assume  the  form  of  semi-spherical  shells,  and  a  fusible 
mother  substance ;  the  last  to  solidify,  in  which,  when  the 
alloy  is  cold,  the  crystals  remain  embedded.  The  crystals 
contain  more  arsenic  and  antimony  than  the  matrix  ;  they 
are  hard  and  brittle,  and  capable  of  taking  a  high  polish. 
They  are  not  easily  corroded  by  dilute  acids  and  not  readily 
tarnished.  The  matrix,  or  mother  substance,  containing  a 
preponderating  proportion  of  tin,  is  easily  dissolved  out  by 
hydrochloric  acid,  leaving  the  curved  crystals  in  bold  relief. 
The  specimens  exhibited  showed  the  fracture  and  macro- 
structure  of  the  polished  and  etched  alloy,  treated  in  such 
a  way  as  to  reveal  the  structure  to  the  best  advantage. 

Dr.  O.  Silberrad  and  Mr.  H.  A.  Phillips,  of  the  Research 
Laboratories  of  the  Royal  Arsenal,  showed  a  series  of 
picrates.  Several  of  the  salts  exhibited  have  never  been 
prepared  before,  and  the  majority  have  never  previously 
been  obtained  pure  or  correctly  analysed.  For  example, 
nickel  picrate.  according  to  previous  investigations,  is 
capable  of  forming  hydrated  salts  containing  1.  5.  or  8  mole- 
cules of  water.    The  present  samples  have  been  obtained  in 
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3  degrees  of  hydration  containing  9^,  6  and  2  molecules  of 
water  respectively,  the  anhydrous  salt  being  obtained  on 
drying  at  150°  C. 

Dr.  G.  T.  Moody  showed  specimens  illustrating  the  in- 
difference of  oxygen  towards  iron  in  presence  of  water  and 
the  effect  of  the'  admission  of  carbonic  acid.  The  first  was 
a  specimen  of  soft  Swedish  iron  which  has  been  in  contact 
with  air  and  water  both  completely  freed  from  carbonic 
acid  for  five  weeks.  During  this  period  approximately 
56  litres  of  air  passed  over  the  iron,  exposing  the  metal  to 
a  volume  of  oxygen  exceeding  by  thirty  times  the  amount 
required  to  completely  convert  it  into  ferric  oxide.  A  second 
specimen  of  the  same  iron  was  shown  which  had  remained 
perfectly  bright  after  exposure  for  three  weeks  to  water  and 
82  litres  of  air,  freed  from  carbonic  acid.  At  fiie  end  of 
the  period  named,  air  cleared  by  its  passage  through  a 
tower  packed  with  moist  pumice-stone,  but  containing  its 
normal  amount  of  carbonic  acid,  was  admitted.  After 
seventy-two  hours,  during  which  time  approximately 
16  litres  of  air  passed  through,  vigorous  rusting  had  occurred 
and  the  tube  was  then  sealed. 

Professor  Wyndham  Dunstan,  F.R.S.,  showed  a  series  of 
new  or  rare  minerals  from  Ceylon,  many  of  which  have  been 
collected  during  the  progress  of  the  mineral  survey  now 
proceeding  in  Ceylon  in  connection  with  the  Imperial  In- 
stitute. Others  have  been  found  in  river  gravels  sent  for 
examination  to  the  Imperial  Institute.  The  specimens 
were  : 

I.  Geikielite;  2  Picroilmenitc.  Magnesium  iron  titanates. 

3.  Pleonaste  (Ceylonite).  A  variety  of  spinel.  Iron 
magnesium  aluminate. 

4.  Zirkelitei.  Iron  and  calcium  titanate  and  zirconate 
with  thorium  or  uranium  dioxides.  Some  specimens  con- 
tain as  much  as  20  per  cent,  of  thoria. 

5.  Tscheffkinite.  Silicates  and  titanates  of  cerium  and 
the  allied  metals.    It  contains  about  5  per  cent,  of  thoria. 

6.  .Eschynite .  Principally  niobates  and  titanates  of 
cerium  and  the  allied  metals  containing  about  5  per  cent,  of 
thoria. 

7.  Tliorianite.  Principally  oxides  of  thorium  and 
uranium.    It  contains  as  a  rule  about  79  per  cent,  of  thoria. 

8.  Tliorianite  from  Galle.  This  differs  from  the  thorianite 
previously  examined  in  containing  more  uranium  dioxide, 
which  has  replaced  some  of  the  thoria.  It  is,  therefore, 
intermediate  in  composition  between  thorianite  and 
uraninite. 

9.  Uraninite.  Principally  oxides  of  uranium  containing 
also  oxides  of  thorium  and  other  metals.  This  specimen 
contains  9  per  cent,  of  thoria. 

10.  Thorite.  Chiefly  thorium  silicate,  containing  70  per 
cent,  of  thoria. 

II.  Monazitei.  Phosphates  of  cerium  and  the  allied  metals. 
It  contains  about  10  per  cent,  of  thoria,  and  is  thus  richer  in 
thoria  than  the  monazite  usually  found  in  Brazil  and  North 
Carolina. 

12.  Allanite.  Silicates  of  aluminium,  iron,  calcium, 
cerium,  and  the  allied  metals.  It  contains  1.5  per  cent,  of 
thoria. 

13.  Fergusonite.  Principally  yttrium  niobate,  containing 
2  per  cent,  of  thoria. 

14.  Sand  from  Niriella.  Containing  ilmenite,  garnet, 
zircon,  rutile,  monazite,  cassiterite,  thorianite,  and  gold. 

Professor  Dunstan  also  showed  specimens  of  cobalt,  nickel 
and  silver  ore  discovered  recently  at  Haileybury,  227  miles 
north  of  Toronto.  The  minerals  present  are  smaltite, 
CoAs,,  chloanthite,  NiAs„,  niccolite,  NiAs,  cobaltite,  CO 
AsS,  dyscrasite,  Ag3Sb,  erythrine,  C03As,08  8H.O,  anne- 
bergite,  Ni3As2Os,  8H:0,  heterogenite, "  CoO,  "  2CO,03, 
6H,0.  arsenolite  As.,06,  and  native  silver.  There  were  also 
exhibited  specimens  of  Phaseolus  lunatus  from  Mauritius, 
Java,  and  India;  and  "sweet"  and  "bitter"  cassava 
(Manihot  sp.),  connected  with  recent  researches  on 
phaseolunatin. 

During  the  evening  Professor  Silvanus  P.  Thompson  gave 
a  lecture  and  demonstration  of  the  method  used  in  Norway 
for  obtaining  nitrates  from  the  atmosphere.

NOW  that  "  Ye  somer  is  y-comen  in,"  the  early-rising 
suburban  or  metropolitan  pharmacist  will  find  it  no 
hardship  to  spare  an  hour  or  two  before  commencing  the 
labours  of  the  day  in  inspecting  the  annual  show  of  pictures 
at  Burlington  House.  The  best  time  of  the  day,  so  far  at 
least  as  comfort  is  concerned,  to  view  the  Academy  exhibits 
is  between  8  a.m.  and  10  a.m.  Then  one  can  wander  at  ease 
from  gallery  to  gallery.  The  unemployed  of  Belgravia  and 
Suburbia  have  not  then  arrived,  and  the  flashing  of  lorg- 
nettes and  the  sweeping  of  silken  garments  that  always 
seem  to  be  in  the  path  of  the  clumsy  male  person  are  not 
then  in  evidence.  The  pharmacist  who  goes  to  the  Academy 
this  year  must  not  expect  to  find  anything  pictorial  which  is 
akin  to  his  profession.  He  must  invade  the  artistic  pre- 
cincts with  purely  artistic  intent,  and  get  what  professional 
comfort  he  can  out  of  the  beakers,  microscope,  and  other 
scientific  paraphernalia  to  be  found  in  the  foreground  of 
Mr.  Sigismund  Goetze's  large  symbolic  painting  in  oils, 
"The  Ever-open  Door"  (710),  and  a  clever  black-and- 
white  sketch  by  Mr.  Charles  Pears,  entitled  "  Chemical 
Works:  Bow"  (1279).  These  are  the  representations 
nearest  approaching  pharmacy,  but  the  large  oil  in 
Gallery  II.,  "  Linnean  Society  of  London:  Admission  of 
Lady  Fellows"  (90),  by  Mr.  James  Sant,  may  be 
of  interest  to  pharmacists  with  abnormal  botanical 
proclivities.  Mr.  Sant's  picture  represents  the  first 
Lady  Fellow  (Mrs.  Frank  Crisp,  wife  of  the  Treasurer) 
being  admitted  in  January  1905  by  the  President, 
Dr.  Herdmann,  F.R.S.  Another  portrait  group  of 
academic  interest  is  Mr.  Sargent's  "  Professors  William 
Welch,  William  S.  Halstead,  William  Osier,  and  Howard 
A.  Kelly,  of  the  John,s  Hopkins  University,  Balti- 
more" (257).  Near  by  Mr.  Sargent's  popular  painting  of 
the  four  professors  there  is  a  portrait  in  oils  of  "  Sir  Aston 
Webb,  R.A."  (260),  by  Mr.  S.  J.  Solomon.  The  pharma- 
ceutical interest  in  the  famous  architect  rests  in  the  fact 
that  he  is  a  brother  of  Mr.  E.  A.  Webb,  of  Evans  Sons 
Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.  A  dainty  and  carefully  executed 
portrait  of  "  Mrs.  Samuel  Figgis"  (723),  by  Miss  Kathleen 
E.  Figgis,  will  appeal  particularly  to  business  men  in 
Mincing  Lane  and  Fenchurch  Street  and  to  the  habitues  of 
No.  10  Commercial  Rooms.  Other  portraits  among  the  oils 
are  those  of  "Sir  Felix  Semon,  K.C.V.O."  (30,  by  Pro- 
fessor Herkomer;  "Anthony  Traill,  Esq.,  M.D.,  LL.D., 
Provost  of  Trinity  College,  Dublin"  (343),  by  Mr.  H. 
Harris-Brown;  and  "Professor  Frank  Clowes,  D.Sc." 
(161),  by  Mr.  Briton  Riviere.  Dr.  Clowes  is  painted  in 
most  unscientific  garb.  He  is  sitting  bareheaded  in  a 
greenish  tweed  suit,  holding  a  dog  on  his  knee,  with  a  bag 
of  golf-sticks  by  his  side,  and  a  background  of  hill  and 
heather.  Mr.  J.  C.  Michie,  who  is  a  brother  of  Mr.  C. 
Coutts  Michie,  chemist  and  druggist,  Kentish  Town  Road, 
London,  N.W.,  has  three  oils  hung — "  Among  the  Poplars, 
Picardy"  (359),  "Marguerite"  (423),  and  "Corner  of  a 
Scotch  Farm  "  (805).  In  the  Architectural  Room  Sir  Aston 
Webb  has  "Proposed  New  Buildings,  Merrion  Street, 
Dublin,  for  the  Royal  College  of  Science  and  Government 
Offices"  (1468),  and  a  "Detail  Elevation  of  the  New  Ad- 
miralty Building  at  the  East  End  of  the  Mall  "  (1470).

Considered  by  the  Lords'  Standing  Committee. 

The  Government's  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  came  before 
the  Standing  Orders  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  on 
Tuesday,  May  8.  Lord  Cross  was  in  the  chair,  and  the 
proceedings  were  of  the  businesslike  character  which  is 
usually  associated  with  the  proceedings  of  the  Standing 
Committees  of  the  House  when  they  do  their  work  upstairs. 
Other  Bills  were  also  down  for  consideration,  and  a  fair 
muster  of  peers  was  present.  The  discussion  of  the  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill  was  carried  on  for  the  most  part  in  a 
quiet  conversational  manner,  Lord  Crewe,  who  was  in 
charge  of  the  Bill,  naturally  taking  the  leading  part  in  the 
proceedings.  The  only  point  upon  which  any  objection  was 
evinced  was  that  raised  by  Lord  Belper  in  regard  to  the 
Government's  proposals  relating  to  companies  trading  as 
chemists  and  druggists.  Lord  Belper  dealt  with  this  sub- 
ject at  some  length,  but  Lord  Crewe  preferred  to  reserve 
his  reply  till  the  Bill  again  came  before  the  House  of  Lords 
on  its  report  stage.  The  proceedings  did  not  occupy  a  very 
great  time,  but  a  number  of  persons  interested  in  the  Bill, 
including  the  President  and  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society,  attended  with  a  view  to  learning  the  amend- 
ments which  the  Government  proposed  to  make  in  the  Bill. 
We  give  below  a  full 

REPORT  OF  THE  PROCEEDINGS. 

The  first  two  clauses  of  the  Bill  were  agreed  to  without 
discussion,  no  amendments  to  them  being  proposed  by  the 
Government. 

Controlling  Businesses  of  Deceased  Chemists. 
To  Clause  3,  which  provides  that  where  a  chemist's  busi- 
ness is  carried  on  in  two  or  more  shops  the  business  shall 
be  conducted  by  a  duly  qualified  chemist  in  each  shop 
where  the  chemist  does  not  himself  superintend  the  busi- 
ness, the  Earl  of  Crewe  moved  to  insert  the  following  new 
sub-section  : 

(2)  The  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868, 
which  enable  the  executor,  administrator,  or  trusteeof  the 
estate  of  a  deceased  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and 
druggist  to  continue  his  business  so  long  as  such  business  is 
bond  fide  conducted  by  a  duly  qualified  assistant  shall  be 
construed  as  enabling  such  executor,  administrator,  co- 
trustee to  carry  on  the  business,  if  and  so  long  only  as  in 
every  premises  where  the  business  is  carried  on,  the  business 
is  bond  fide  conducted  by  a  duly  registered  pharmaceutical 
chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  as  the  case  may  be,  and 
the  name  of  the  person  by  whom  the  business  is  so  conducted 
in  any  premises  is  conspicuously  exhibited  in  the  premises. 

Lord  Crewe  explained  that  this  sub-section  referred  to  Sec- 
tion 16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  which  enables  a  business 
to  be  carried  on  by  a  widow  or  executor  of  a  pharmaceutical 
chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist.  It  was  thought  neces- 
sary that  those  who  carry  on  businesses  in  that  way  should 
be  under  the  same  restrictions  as  those  who  carry  on  a 
business  in  the  ordinary  way.  The  sub-section  provides 
that  an  executor  or  trustee  of  a  deceased  pharmaceu- 
tical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  shall  be  obliged  in 
every  premises  in  which  he  carries  on  the  business  to  employ 
the  services  of  a  qualified  pharmaceutical  chemist  [or  chemist 
and  druggist,  as  the  case  may  be].  He  thought  this  a 
reasonable  proposal,  which  their  Lordships  were  not  likely 
to  oppose. 

Lord  Knutsford  asked  what  penalty  attached  to  the  clause 
if  a  person  did  not  fulfil  it. 

Lord  Crewe,  in  reply,  said  he  thought  that  it  would  come 
under  the  general  penalties  of  the  1868  Act  under  Sec- 
tion 15.  He  promised,  however,  to  make  inquiries  and  see 
whether  it  is  necessary  to  make  any  special  provisions. 

The  amendment  was  then  agreed  to,  as  also  was  Clause  3, 
as  thus  amended. 

Companies  and  Scotch  Firms. 
On  Clause  4,  which  deals  with  companies  carrying  on  the 
business  of  a  chemist,  Lord  Crewe  proposed  a  number  of 


amendments  which  would  have  the  effect  of  making  the 
clause  read  as  follows  : 

4. — (1)  No  *  body  corporate  shall  carry  on  the  business  of  a 
pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist,  unless  in 
every  premises  where  the  business  is  carried  on  the  business 
is  bona  fide  conducted  by  a  manager  or  assistant  being  a 
duly  registered  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist  and  drug- 
gist, as  the  case  may  be,  nor  unless  the  name  of  the  person  so 
qualified  is  conspicuously  exhibited  in  the  shop  or  other  place 
in  which  he  so  conducts  the  btisinfss  t ;  subject  as  aforesaid 
anything  which  would  bo  an  offence  under  section  fifteen  or 
section  seventeen  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  if  committed  by 
an  individual,  shall  be  an  offence  under  those  sections  if 
committed  by  a  body  corporate  +:  Provided  that  notwith- 
standing anything  in  this  section  a  body  corporate  may  con- 
tinue to  use  any  description  which  it  was  accustomed  to  use 
before  the  first  day  of  April  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
six. 

Lord  Crewe  explained  that  the  clause  as  it  stood  in  the  Bill 
applied  only  to  companies  registered  under  the  Companies 
Acts,  1862  and  1900.  The  object  of  the  amendments  was 
to  include  societies  registered  under  the  Industrial  Societies 
Act,  1903.  A  certain  number  of  chemists'  businesses  are 
carried  on  by  societies  of  that  kind  which  are  not  registered 
under  the  Companies  Acts,  and  it  was  suggested  by  the 
Parliamentary  Committee  of  the  Trade  Union  Congress 
that  under  the  Act  as  it  stands  a  number  of  chemists'  busi- 
nesses are  being  carried  on  that  would  escape  the  necessity 
of  employing  a  fully  qualified  chemist. 

The  amendments  were  agreed  to  without  discussion. 

Above  we  print  the  changes  in  the  clause  in  italics,  and 
the  following  notes  show  the  words  which  have  been 
replaced  : 

*  Formerly  printed,  "  Company  registered  under  the  Com- 
panies Act,  1862  to  1900." 

t  Formerly  printed  "  in  which  the  business  is  carried  on." 
X  Formerly  printed  "  a  company." 

Lord  Crewe  then  moved  to  add  to  the  clause  a  subsec- 
tion providing  : 

2.  In  Scotland,  anything  which  under  this  section  would 

be  an  offence  if  committed  by  a  body  corporate  shall  be  an 

offence  if  committed  by  a  firm  or  partnership. 
Lord  Crewe  explained  that  in  England  if  any  offence  were 
committed  by  a  firm  or  partnership  the  individual  partners 
could  be  found  guilty.  But  in  Scotland  such  partnership 
is  a  different  matter.  In  Scotland  a  partnership  is  in  the 
position  of  a  company,  and  can  only  be  sued  as  such.  There- 
fore it  is  necessary  to  devise  and  apply  a  special  provision  in 
the  case  of  Scotland,  and  he  thought  their  Lordships  would 
agree  to  this  necessity. 

The  amendment  was  agreed  to. 

The  Position  of  Companies. 
No  further  Government  amendments  having  been  noti- 
fied, Lord  Belper  raised  the  question  of  the  Government's 
intentions  in  regard  to  companies.  He  asked  whether  it  is 
proposed  to  change  the  law  so  as  to  compel  a  considerable 
number  of  companies  to  put  the  name  of  the  qualified 
chemist  over  their  shops.  If  that  was  the  case  it  would 
cause  very  great  expense  and  annoyance  to  these  companies 
to  be  told  that  instead  of  bearing  the  names  of  the  com- 
panies which  carried  on  the  business  they  should  put  up  a 
different  name  on  every  one  of  their  stores,  and  change  that 
name  every  time  the  man  practising  as  a  qualified  chemist 
is  withdrawn  and  another  qualified  chemist  substituted  for 
him.  He  had  had  an  enormous  number  of  representations 
in  regard  to  the  matter.  He  understood  that  in  one  case 
there  is  a  company  which  owns  no  fewer  than  320  shops  and 
employs  434  qualified  chemists.  What  is  the  object,  he 
asked,  of  this  attack  on  the  present  system  which  has 
worked  perfectly  satisfactorily  ?  He  quite  understood  it 
is  necessary  that  these  stores  should  be  superintended  and 
directed  by  competent  chemists.  But  is  it  necessary  that 
they  should  alter  a  system  which  had  been  in  force  for  a 
great  number  of  years  of  putting  the  name  of  the  company 
over  the  shop,  and  having  a  guarantee  that  the  business 
would  be  carried  on  by  a  competent  chemist?  He  was  not 
sure  that  there  is  not  a  subsection  which  exempts  the  com- 
panies that  existed  before  the  passing  of  the  Act.  He 
would  have  to  ask  the  noble  Earl  (Lord  Crewe)  whether 
he  was  right  in  thinking  that  those  companies  which  had 
been  in  existence  for  a  great  number  of  years  would  not  be 
interfered  with,  or  have  to  change  their  names. 
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Lord  Crewe,  in  reply,  said  that  this  change  in  the  Act  was 
one  of  considerable  importance.  As  it  had  excited  so  much 
feeling  on  both  sides  he  thought  it  better  not  to  deal  with 
the  matter  now,  but  to  raise  it  in  the  full  House  on  the 
report  stage.  Perhaps  the  noble  lord  (Lord  Belper)  would 
allow  him  to  postpone  his  explanation  until  that  stage. 

The  Position  of  Ireland. 

Lord  Lawrence  next  asked  whether  the  clause  applying 
the  Bill  to  Ireland  which  had  been  struck  out  when  the  Bill 
was  under  consideration  in  the  House  of  Lords  would  be 
reintroduced.  In  England,  he  pointed  out,  where  chemists 
and  druggists  are  accessible  to  agriculturists,  the  Pharmacy 
Acts  had  operated  very  well,  but  in  Scotland  and  Ireland 
that  is  not  the  case.  In  Ireland  the  Act  had  been  more  or 
less  ignored,  and  prosecutions  for  infringing  it  had  not  been 
pressed.  The  result  was  that  the  Act  had  become  a  dead 
letter.  If  this  Bill  were  necessary  for  England,  it  was 
much  more  necessary  for  Ireland,  and  it  was  regrettable 
that  Ireland  had  been  left  out. 

Lord  Cross,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee,  pointed  out 
that  this  was  a  point  that  ought  properly  tc  be  raised  in  the 
House  itself. 

Lord  Crewe  intimated  that  he  had  no  objection  to  making 
an  explanation  as  to  the  circumstances  in  which  Ireland  was 
left  out,  if  it  were  desired. 

Lord  Ashbourne  thought  it  would  be  desirable  to  have 
such  an  explanation. 

Lord  Crewe  said  he  would  give  the  explanation,  because 
it  might  help  his  noble  friend  to  decide  upon  the  course  he 
would  take  in  the  full  House.  What  happened  was  this. 
When  there  was  a  question  of  bringing  in  this  Bill  when  the 
late  Government  was  in  office  a  Departmental  Committee 
was  appointed  to  examine  the  whole  subject  so  far  as  Great 
Britain  was  concerned.  But  for  some  reason  which  he  was 
not  able  to  explain  no  evidence  was  taken  from  Ireland  on 
the  subject,  and  the  needs  of  Ireland  were  consequently 
not  discussed  one  way  or  another.  When  he  (Lord  Crewe) 
brought  in  the  Bill  two  clauses  relating  to  Ireland  were 
included,  because  the  present  position  of  Ireland  is  techni- 
cally in  some  respects  different  from  that  of  England  and 
Scotland.  Representations  were  made  to  him  on  behalf  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland  and  others  holding 
their  views  that  it  would  not  be  reasonable  to  include  Ire- 
land under  the  Bill,  because  Ireland  had  not  been  heard 
before  the  Departmental  Committee.  That  argument 
weighed  very  strongly  with  many  noble  lords,  some  of  whom 
seemed  to  think  that  he  should  leave  Ireland  out  on  the 
merits  of  the  question.  But  he  expressed  no  opinion  on  the 
merits  one  way  or  another.  He  listened  very  intently  to 
the  arguments,  but  he  had  not  expressed  an  opinion  one 
way  or  the  other.  He  made  it  clear  in  the  House  that  in 
agreeing  to  the  request  of  the  noble  lord  opposite  and  Lord 
Londonderry  to  omit  Ireland  he  did  so  without  prejudice 
as  to  the  results  of  further  inquiry,  and  stated  that  it  was 
quite  possible  his  right  hon.  friend  Mr.  Bryce  might  think 
it  desirable  in  another  place  to  reintroduce  the  clause.  He 
was  therefore  willing  to  see  the  clause  struck  out  in  the 
absence  of  information,  and  his  noble  friend  must  under- 
stand that  he  could  take  no  part  in  reintroducing  it.  It 
was  a  matter  for  the  House.  He  expressed  no  opinion. 
Since  that  time  there  had  been  a  good  deal  of  correspon- 
dence on  the  subject  of  Ireland.  There  was  no  doubt  that 
the  view  which  the  noble  lord  had  expressed  was  strongly 
held  by  a  great  number  of  influential  people  in  Ireland. 
The  matter  was  one  for  the  Government  and  the  Irish 
Government,  and,  as  he  had  said,  he  could  take  no  personal 
part  in  reintroducing  the  clause  as  far  as  their  Lordships' 
House  was  concerned. 

The  remaining  clauses  were  then  agreed  to,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings terminated. 

Date  of  Report  Stage. 
The  Bill  will  come  up  before  the  House  of  Lords  on  its 
Report  stage  on  Friday,  May  11,  when  the  amendments 
made  in  the  Standing  Orders  Committee  will  be  considered. 
Lord  Ebury  and  Lord  Lawrence  have  given  notice  of  further 
amendments. 

Petitions  praying  for  the  amendment  of  the  Bill  have 
been  sent  to  the  House  of  Lords  from  Loughborough,  Lin- 
coln, Nottingham,  and  Sheffield,  and  have  been  ordered  to 
lie  upon  the  table. 


Westminster  Wisbom. 

(From  our  Parliamentary  Representative.) 


Mr.  Winfrey's  Bill. 
No  further  progress  has  been  made  in  the  House  of 
Commons  with  the  Pharmacy  Bill.  The  second  reading 
was  down  as  one  of  the  orders  on  Monday  night,  but  before 
it  was  reached  Mr.  Balfour  moved  the  adjournment  of  the 
House.  Mr.  Winfrey  has  not  since  restored  the  Bill  to  the 
order  paper. 

Lord  Crewe's  Official  Duties. 
Replying  to  Mr.  Pirie,  Mr.  Reginald,  the  Financial 
Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  has  defined  the  official  duties 
of  Lord  Crewe,  the  Lord  President  of  the  Council,  concern- 
ing whose  salary  a  lively  discussion  occurred  in  the  House 
the  other  day — recorded  in  this  column  last  week — as 
follows  : 

The  Lord  President  is  responsible  for  the  whole  business 
of  the  Privy  Council,  an  office  which,  besides  affairs  con- 
nected with  the  holding  of  Councils,  the  issue  of  proclama- 
tions and  Orders  in  Council  and  a  variety  of  other  matters, 
includes  questions  arising  out  of  the  administration  and 
amendment  of  the  Medical  Acts,  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  the 
Midwives  Act,  and  other  Acts  of  Parliament,  the  grant  of 
Charters  and  consideration  of  schemes  under  the  MunicipaL 
Corporations  Acts,  the  grant  of  all  Royal  Charters  and  the 
approval  of  bye-laws  made  thereunder,  and  the  review  of 
University  statutes,  under  the  Oxford  and  Cambridge  Act, 
the  Scottish  University  Act,  and  the  Charters  of  modern 
universities.  The  Lord  President  also  has  to  deal  with  a 
number  of  questions  touching  the  legislation  of  the  Channel 
Islands  and  the  appointment  of  sheriffs,  and  it  is  his  duty  to 
preside  at  all  hearings  before  the  Privy  Council,  whether  in 
conection  with  its  ordinary  functions  or  under  special 
statutes  such  as  the  London  Government  Act,  1899,  whereby 
the  Privy  Council  was  charged  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Commissioners  and  the  final  settlement  of  some  200  orders 
and  schemes  intimately  affecting  the  local  life  and  admini- 
stration of  London.  On  certain  occasions  he  has  important 
duties  of  a  ceremonial  character  in  connection  with  State 
functions. 

Inoculation  from  Enteric. 
Replying  to  Mr.  Eugene  Wason,  Mr.  Haldane,  the  War 
Secretary,  has  stated  that  an  interim  report  of  the  Anti- 
typhoid Inoculation  Committee  has  been  received,  and  the 
recommendation  contained  therein,  that  the  practice  of 
voluntary  inoculation  against  enteric  fever  should  be 
resumed,  has  been  approved  by  the  Army  Council. 

Chemical  Assistants  in  the  Customs. 
In  answering  Mr.  Houston,  Mr.  McKenna,  the  Financial 
Secretary  to  the  Treasury,  stated  that  on  the  imposition  of 
the  sugar-duties  in  1901  the  Treasury,  in  order  to  meet  the 
extreme  pressure  of  analytical  work,  sanctioned  the  employ- 
ment in  the  Customs  branch  of  the  Government  laboratory 
of  a  number  of  non-pensionable  chemical  assistants.  These 
assistants  have  not  been  employed  on  the  duties  of  Customs- 
officers  under  the  Customs  Consolidation  Act,  1876,  but 
have  worked,  Mr.  McKenna  stated,  under  the  supervision 
of  a  superior  established  officer  of  the  Government  labora- 
tory. Though  not  holding  certificates  from  the  Civil  Ser- 
vice Commissioners,  some  of  these  non-pensionable  chemical 
assistants  are  in  possession  of  University  degrees  in  science, 
and  all  are  fully  competent  for  the  duties  they  are  called 
upon  to  discharge.  Six  of  them  are  now  employed,  added 
Mr.  McKenna,  in  conclusion,  and  the  number  is  in  course  of 
gradual  reduction. 

The  National  Physical  Laboratory. 
Answering  Mr.  William  Pearce,  Mr.  McKenna  stated 
that  except  for  Government  work  and  for  some  few  special 
cases  which  come  individually  before  the  Committee, 
chemical  analyses  are  only  undertaken  by  the  National 
Physical  Laboratory  when  required  to  elucidate  some  phy- 
sical or  mechanical  question  under  investigation.  The 
average  number  of  chemical  tests  of  all  kinds  during  the 
past  three  years  has  been  thirty-nine.  The  number  of 
physical  tests  made  and  of  instruments  tested  has  averaged 
nearly  '30,000.  Physical  tests,  including  tests  on  instru- 
ments, are  undertaken  in  accordance  with  the  recommenda- 
tion of  the  Treasury  Committee  of  1898  establishing  the 
laboratory  as  a  public  institution  "for  standardising  and 
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verifying  instruments,  for  testing  materials,  and  for  the 
determination  of  physical  constants."  The  members  of  the 
Treasury  Committee,  with  one  exception,  became  original 
members  of  the  Executive  Committee,  and  they  have  been 
careful  to  keep  their  work  within  the  terms  of  the  report. 
The  Committee  are  fully  prepared,  said  Mr.  McKenna 
finally,  to  consider  any  complaints  which  may  be  made  as 
to  the  nature  of  the  testing-work  done  and  their  rates  of 
charges. 

Saccharin. 

Mr.  Asquith,  in  reply  to  a  question,  has  stated  that  the 
net  duty  collected  by  the  Customs  on  saccharin  during  the 
fiscal  year  1905-6  was  39,596?.,  and  the  Excise  duty  collected 
on  saccharin  manufactured  in  this  country  was  13,1447.  net. 
These  figures  show  an  advance  on  the  previous  year,  when 
the  yields  were  37,2597.  and  10,674?.  respectively.

The  Future  Destiny 

of  Pharmacy  is  ominously  foreshadowed  in 
the  three  letters  on  legislation  which  open  last  week's  corre- 
spondence in  the  C.  &  D.  All  the  writers  seem  to  accept 
the  subordinate  position  of  the  pharmacist  not  only  as  an 
inevitable,  but  as  a  natural  and  almost  as  a  desirable,  con- 
dition. The  conduct,  not  the  management,  of  the  business 
is,  in  the  view  of  "  Pharm.  Chem.,"  the  important  thing, 
legally.  From  this  standpoint  he  necessarily  finds  the  quali- 
fied-director arrangement,  which  "but  yesterday"  was  the 
irreducible  minimum  of  our  demands,  "a  delusive  and 
irritating  contrivance."  Of  course  it  would  be  to  the  grocer 
or  draper  or  toy-dealer  who  has  added  or  who  wants  to  add 
a  pharmacy  department  to  his  stores.  The  locomotive,  said 
Stephenson,  might  be  bad  for  the  coo.  Mr.  Roberts  looks 
a  little  further  ahead.  He  perceives  that  these  unqualified 
directors  of  grocers'  and  drapers'  and  toy-dealers'  businesses 
are  going  to  get  the  benefit  of  the  personality  of  the  pharma- 
cist without  any  irritating  contrivance  of  qualification  on 
their  part.  But  he  is  concerned  with  how  this  will  affect 
their  competition,  and  not  much  how  it  will  affect  the 
owners  of  the  personalities  themselves.  "  Pharma- 
logos,"  more  frankly  than  either  of  the  others,  indicates 
his  ideal  of  pharmacy  as  "skilled  labour  backed  by 
an  unrestricted  supply  of  capital."  This  is  indeed  what 
is  coming  to  pass.  Twenty-five  years  ago  the  chemists' 
shops  of  this  country  were  owned  by  chemists.  Now  in  all 
large  towns  the  dispensing  department  may  be  seen  attached 
to  general  stores,  and  in  another  quarter  of  a  century  half  of 
the  pharmacy  of  Great  Britain  will  be  under  the  control  of 
unqualified  capitalists.  Certificate  in  hand,  the  skilled 
labourer  will  wait  on  the  big  grocer  to  ask  for  the  favour  of 
an  engagement  at  the  end  counter ;  and  his  chance  of  getting 
it  will  be  so  much  the  greater  if  he  can  turn  his  hand  on 
emergency  to  Smyrna  figs  or  Dosset  butter.

gallery  of  famous  quacks.    He  was  no  quack  if  ignorance  is 
an  essential  of  quackery,  but  his  attitude  towards  the 
regulars  and  theirs  towards  him  were  such  as  to  brand  him 
with  the  reputation,  and  to  ensure  for  him  a  sympathetic 
public.    Culpeper  lived  during  the  stirring  times  of  the 
Civil  War.    For  a  period  he  served  as  a  soldier,  but  it  is 
not  quite  certain  on  which  side.    Most  likely  it  was  on  that 
of  the  Parliament.   He  was  severely  wounded  in  the  chest  by 
a  bullet,  but  again  it  is  not  known  at  which  battle.  Modern 
readers  of  his  works  probably  picture  him  in  their  minds  as 
an  old  fellow  with  a  long  beard  and  a  bent  back,  the  result 
of  his  assiduous  collection  of  simples.    His  portraits  and 
the  descriptions  of  him  by  his  astrological  friends  depict  him 
as  a  smart,  brisk  young  Londoner,  very  fluent  in  speech 
and  animated  in  gesture,  gay  in  company,  but  with  frequent 
fits  of  melancholy,  an  extraordinarily  good  conceit  of  him- 
self and  plenty  of  reason  for  it.    His  enemies  allude  to  him 
as  a  wastrel  and  a  drunkard.    If  there  was  the  slightest 
foundation  for  these  libels,  it  is  the  more  wonderful  how  he 
acquired  so  much  exact  and  varied  knowledge,  and  how  he 
found  time  to  write  his  many  books,  to  carry  on  his  medical 
practice,  to  do  his  soldiering  and  his  astrology  in  his  short 
life  of  only  thirty-eight  years,  the  later  ones  bringing  with 
them  a  lung-disease,  probably  a  result  of  his  wound,  which 
would  have  incapacitated  any  ordinary  man. 
Marchmont  Nedham 

was  a  solicitor's  clerk  in  Jewry  Street 
when  Culpeper  was  an  apothecary's  apprentice  in  Great 


St.  Helen's,  Bishopsgate.  It  is  not  unlikely  that  they  knew 
one  another ;  perhaps  they  had  quarrelled.  It  may  be  that 
as  apprentices  they  both  courted  the  same  girl.  Anyway, 
when  Culpeper  made  himself  notorious  by  publishing  his 
translation  of  the  London  Dispensatory  of  the  College  of 
Physicians  with  his  own  comments,  Nedham  was  the  most 
popular  journalist  in  England.  He  was  twenty-three  when 
he  started  his  "  Mercurius  Britannicus  "  in  which  he  scur- 
rilously  attacked  the  monarchy.  In  a  few  years  he  changed 
sides,  and  in  "  Mercurius  Pragmaticus  "  the  Commonwealth 
leaders  became  the  objects  of  his  rancour.  Later  they 
bought  him,  and  his  "Mercurius  Politicus "  became  a 
Government  organ,  and  is  said  to  have  been  supervised  by 
Mr.  John  Milton.  The  present  "London  Gazette"  traces 
its  ancestry  to  "  Mercurius  Politicus."  After  the  Restora- 
tion Nedham  once  more  transferred  his  services  to  the- 
Stuarts.  It  was  in  "Mercurius  Pragmaticus"  that  he 
published 
A  Brutal  Review 

of  Culpeper's  translation  of  the  London  Dis- 
pensatory, and  it  is  this  which  suggests  that  the  two  young 
men  had  "  once  been  friends."  The  translation,  he  says, 
was  "  filthily  done"  (which  is  not  true),  and  that  is  all  the 
criticism  proper  of  the  book  contained  in  the  article.  But 
there  is  a  lot  of  foul  abuse  of  its  author.  Culpeper  was  the 
posthumous  son  of  a  clergyman.  Nedham  says  he  was  the 
son  of  a  Surrey  parson,  one  of  those  who  "  deceive  men  in 
matters  belonging  to  their  most  precious  soules."  This  meant 
that  he  was  a  Nonconformist.  Nicholas  himself,  according 
to  Nedham,  had  been  an  Independent,  a  Brownist,  an  Ana- 
baptist, a  Seeker,  and  a  Manifestationist,  and  had  then 
become  an  Atheist.  Referring  to  his  apprenticeship  the 
critic  states  that  "he  ran  away  from  his  master  upon  his 
lewcl  debauchery  "  ;  that  after  that  he  became  a  compositor, 
then  a  "  figure-flinger,"  and  lived  about  Moorfields  on, 
cozenage.  He  adds  vile  aspersions  about  Culpeper's  wife. 
By  two  years'  drunken  labour  he  had  "  gallimaw- 
fred "  the  Apothecary's  Book  into  nonsense.  He  wore 
an  old  black  coat  lined  with  plush  which  his  stationer 
(publisher)  had  got  for  him  in  Long  Lane  to  hide  his 
knavery ;  being  till  then  a  most  despicable  ragged  fellow. 
"  Looks  as  if  he  had  been  stued  in  a  tanpit ;  a  frowzy  headed 
coxcomb."  He  was  aiming  to  "  monopolise  unto  himself  all 
the  knavery  and  cozenage  that  ever  an  apothecary's  shop 
was  capable  of.  '  Nedham  did  his  journalistic  work  in 
Holland  at  that  time.  Oliver  Cromwell's  Government  had 
a  long  vera,  but  it  could  not  reach  this  scoundrel,  so  it  may 
be  supposed  that  he  also  escaped  the  horsewhipping  which; 
he  richly  deserved  from  Culpeper,  who  was  then  carrying, 
on  what  appears  to  have  been 
A  Large  Medical  Practice 

in  Red  Lion  Street,  Spitalfields.  On 
his  title-pages  he  sometimes  describes  himself  as  M.D. — an- 
anticipation,  perhaps,  of  the  modern  company  theory  that 
if  he  practised  as  one  he  had  the  right  to  call  himself  one. 
He  says  he  was  the  only  doctor  in  London  who  gave  advice 
gratis  to  the  poor.  Many  pharmacists  are  familiar  with  the 
amusingly  bombastic  style  of  Culpeper's  prefaces.  In  one 
published  by  his  widow  after  his  death  this  is  tinged  with 
pathos,  and  there  is,  moreover,  a  touch  of  heroism  about 
it  which  may  justify  its  quotation  so  as  to  neutralise 
the  effect  of  Nedham's  spite.  It  is  in  the  form  of  a 
letter  to  his  "  dearest  consort,  Mrs.  Alice  Culpeper."  Hj 
says  she  may  be  confident  in  publishing  anything  he  may 
leave,  especially  this  masterpiece.  The  world  will  honour 
her  for  divulging  these  his  choicest  secrets,  and  his  fame 
shall  continue  to  increase  thereby,  though  the  period  of  his 
life  and  studies  be  at  hand.  "  I  must  now,"  he  concludes, 
"  bid  all  things  under  the  sun  farewell.  Farewell,  my  dear 
wife  and  child  ;  farewell,  Arts  and  Sciences  which  I  have  so 
dearly  loved ;  farewell,  all  worldly  glories  ;  readers,  adieu."

JEbttoriat  Comments. 


One  to  the  Companies, 

The  third  edition  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill,  agreed 
to  by  the  Standing  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  on 
Tuesday,  is  a  better  measure  than  the  one  which  Lord  Crewe 
introduced  two  months  ago,  but  it  is  not  yet  possible  for 
pharmaceutical  chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists  to 
regard  it  with  equanimity.  Briefly  the  changes  in  the  Bill 
since  the  Committee  stage  a  month  ago  are  as  follows  : 

1.  A  sub-clause  has  boon  added  to  Clause  3  applying  the 
qualified  conductor  principle  to  the  businesses  of  deceased 
pharmaceutical  chemists  and  chemists  and  druggists. 

2.  The  description  of  a  limited  company  is  changed  to 
"  body  corporate  "  in  Clause  4.  and  the  provisions  of  this 
clause  arc  extended  to  firms  and  partnerships  in  Scotland. 

No  Time-limit  for  Companies. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Lord 
Crewe,  during  the  debate  on  April  2,  stated  that  he 
proposed  to  bring  up  on  the  report  stage  a  further 
amendment  to  the  effect  that  existing  companies  should 
only  be  permitted  to  use,  the  descriptions  they  have 
been  accustomed  to  use  for  a  term  of  seven  years. 
Representatives  of  the  principal  companies  have  since 
approached  him,  and  the  fact  that  his  Lordship  has  not 
brought  forward  the  promised  restriction  shows  that  com- 
panies have  scored  on  this  point.  This  is  not  the  finish,  of 
course,  for  Lord  Ebury  will  have  something  to  say  for 
the  companies,  as  undernoted.  Whatever  happens  there 
will  be  an  opportunity  in  the  House  of  Commons  for  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  to  continue  its  efforts  to  get  what 
Lord  Crewe  termed  its  "reasonable  claim"  on  behalf  of 
individual  chemists  recognised  by  the  Legislature.  We  do 
not  hesitate  to  say  that  the  task  has  always  been  a  most 
difficult  one,  and  is  more  difficult  now  that  fairly  definite 
principles  have  emerged  from  the  Lords'  consideration  of  the 
subject — namely  : 

1.  To  ensure  (for  the  public)  that  in  every  place  where 
the  business  of  a  chemist  is  carried  on  and  the  title  used  a 
registered  chemist  actually  conducts  the  business. 

2.  To  ensure  (for  the  chemist)  that  no  company  formed 
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after  April  1,  1906,  to  carry  on  the  business  of  a  chemist 

shall  use  the  title  "  chemist." 
The  second  of  these  principles  is  a  part  of  what  chemists 
are  fighting  for,  and  it  is  not  likely  to  be  altered  by  either 
House  of  Parliament.  The  first  is  an  example  of  the  manner 
in  which  legislators  are  accustomed  to  deal  with  imperfec- 
tions of  the  law  under  which  abuses  grow  into  acknowledged 
practices.  They  rarely  go  farther  than  to  check  growth 
of  the  abuses  and  control  existing  concerns,  unless  the 
aggrieved  party  is  the  stronger  and  exerts  its  strength 
to  force  Parliament  to  give  more.  That  is  the  task  that  now 
lies  before  chemists  and  their  representative  bodies ;  but 
before  the  final  struggle  is  entered  on  it  is  well  to  note  that 
the  first  principle  is  better  than  nothing,  and  in  the  opinion 
of  many  thoughtful  pharmacists  it  will  ensure  for  the  indi- 
vidual qualification  of  chemists  an  enhanced  degree  of  public 
recognition,  in  so  far  as  the  title  can  only  be  used  in  associa- 
tion with  the  name  of  a  qualified  individual. 

Firms  in  Scotland. 

The  sub-section  to  the  company  clause  ex- 
tending its  provisions  to  Scotch  firms  and  partnerships  is 
introduced  for  the  reasons  stated  in  Tuesday's  debate 
by  Lord  Crewe.  It  sometimes  happens,  both  in  Eng- 
land and  Scotland,  that  a  chemist,  C.  D.,  starting  in 
business  borrows  money  from  a  person,  A.  B.,  who  is  not 
a  chemist,  and  a  partnership  deed  is  the  security  which 
A.  B.  gets  for  his  money.  The  business  is  carried  on  by 
C.  D.  as  C.  D.  or  anything  else,  not  including  A.  B.'s  name, 
and  A.  B.'s  share  in  it  is  purely  financial.  That  is  said  to  be 
a  legal  arrangement ;  but  under  the  sub-clause  such  firms 
and  partnerships  in  Scotland  formed  after  April  1,  1906, 
cannot  use  the  title  "chemist,"  and  all  firms  and  partner- 
ships must  conform  to  the  qualified-conductor  arrangement. 
This  assumes  that  Clause  4  will  not  be  amended  as  Lord 
Ebury  proposes  on  the  report  stage.  In  any  case  the  sub- 
clause will  facilitate  legal  procedure  against  Scotch  firms 
for  offences  under  the  Pharmacy  Act. 

Widows  Clause  and  Titles. 

The  new  sub-clause  to  Clause  3  con- 
tinues the  provision  of  the  so-called  Widows  Clause 
(Section  16)  of  the  1868  Act,  and  brings  such  businesses  on 
a  level  with  those  owned  by  living  chemists.  The  phrasing 
of  the  sub  clause  is  akin  to  that  used  in  references  to  indi- 
viduals and  companies.  The  significance  of  the  phrasing 
does  not  appear  to  be  fully  appreciated  in  the  ranks  of 
pharmacy.  The  words  are  that  no  person  or  company  may 
carry  on  the  business  of  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  or  chemist 
and  druggist  except  each  shop  is  conducted  by  a  pharma- 
ceutical chemist  or  chemist  and  druggist  as  the  case  may  be. 
That  is  to  say  : 

(a)  If  A.  B.,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  has  a  branch  shop, 
and  uses  the  title  thereon,  the  assistant  who  conducts  the 
branch  must  bo  a  pharmaceutical  chemist.  If  the  assistant 
is  merely  a  chemist  and  druggist,  A.  B.  can  only  use  the  title 
"chemist  and  druggist"  (which  he  is  entitled  to)  at  the 
branch,  and  his  full  title  at  the  shop  he  manages  himself. 

(b)  If  A.  B.,  pharmaceutical  chemist,  dies  his  executors 
require  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  to  conduct  the  business. 

(c)  If  an  existing  company  uses  the  title  fi  pharmaceutical 
chemist  "  (some  at  present  do,  e.g.  old-established  businesses 
which  have  been  converted),  it  may  continue  to  use  the  title 
provided  a  pharmaceutical  chemist  conducts  the  business  in 
each  shop. 

A  statement  in  connection  with  (b)  was  recently  made, 
apparently  with  official  authority,  to  the  following  effect  : ' 
Executors,  administrators,  and  trustees  of  a  deceased 
chemist  and  druggist  may  continue  the  business  under  Sec- 
tion 16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  subject  to  certain  re- 
strictions. But  there  is  nothing  in  that  or  any  other  Act 
which  authorises  them  to  continue  to  use  the  title  or  descrip- 
tion of  the  deceased  chemist,  and  any  executors  who  may  do 
this  will  bo  breaking  the  law  and  rendering  themselves 
liable  to  penalties. 


This  pronouncement  is  ingenious  but  fallacious.  Section  16 
enables  executors  "to  continue  such  business"  condi- 
tionally. This  can  only  mean  exempting  them  from  the 
penalties  incurred  under  Section  15  for  doing  any  or  all 
of  the  five  things  which  unqualified  persons  may  not  do. 
Using  the  title  is  one  of  the  five,  and  the  phraseology 
adopted  by  Lord  Crewe  shows  that  the  exemption  includes 
using  the  title.  It  may  be  noted  in  regard  to  (c)  that  if  a 
company  has  been  accustomed  to  use  the  title  "  pharma- 
ceutical chemist"  or  "chemist  and  druggist"  before 
April  1,  1906,  it  may  continue  it,  but  it  has  no  authority  to 
change.  For  example.  "  Smiths,  Cash  Chemists,  Ltd.," 
cannot  be  altered  to  "  Smiths,  Chemists  and  Druggists, 
Ltd.,  '  or  "  Smiths.  Pharmaceutical  Chemists,  Ltd."  Simi- 
larly, "Brown  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  pharmaceutical  chemists"  (a 
concern  founded  and  still  managed  by  Mr.  John  Brown, 
Ph.C),  may  continue  to  use  that  title  and  have  a  phar- 
maceutical chemist  as  conductor  of  each  branch ;  but  in  the 
event  of  their  having  only  chemist  and  druggist  conductors, 
there  is  no  provision  for  changing  their  title  to  "chemists 
and  druggists,"  and  the  employment  of  a  Minor  man  as  a 
conductor  would  mean  dropping  the  title  altogether.  So 
with  firms  in  Scotland.  We  think  chemists  should  be  quite 
clear  on  these  points  ;  the  phrasing  is  subtle,  but  the  outcome 
is  significant,  inasmuch  as  neither  title  can  be  used  in  any 
retail  connection  unless  there  is  behind  it  an  individual 
authorised  by  law  to  use  the  title.  Lord  Ebury's  amendment 
strikes  at  the  above  conditions. 

Poisons  Schedule. 

The  Poisons  Schedule  stands  where  it  did. 
The  Privy  Council  has  been  advised  by  more  than  one  body 
acting  for  chemists  and  druggists  that  the  alterations  made 
on  April  2  increase  rather  than  decrease  the  ambiguity  which 
has  harassed  the  trade.  It  seems  a  pity  that  this  opportunity 
of  making  a  thoroughly  rational  and  up-to-date  schedule 
should  be  neglected. 

The  Report  Stage  of  the  Bill 

is  to  be  taken  on  Friday  of  this 
week.  For  that  occasion  Lord  Ebury  on  May  3  gave  notice 
of  the  following  amendment  : 

Clause  4,  page  3,  line  4,  leave  out  from  ("  on  ")  to  the  end 
of  the  clause  and  insert  ("and  any  company  carrying  on 
such  business  and  failing  to  comply  with  the  provision  of 
this  section  shall  be  guilty  of  an  offence  under  sections  15 
and  17  of  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  and  liable  to  the  penalties 
therein  mentioned  "). 

Lord  Ebury  is  chairman  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  and 
one  newspaper  explains  that  his  amendment  is  occasioned  by 
the  circumstance  that — ■ 

as  the  Bill  is  now  drawn,  a  company  could  not  act  in 
future  as  a  chemist,  a  decision  which  would  rule  out  not  only 
large  establishments  such  as  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores,  but 
also  affect  large  companies  who  own  thousands  of  retail 
chemists'  shops,  such  as  Jesse  Boot  &  Co. 

If  that  is  a  correct  statement  of  the  reason  for  Lord  Ebury's 
action,  perhaps  he  will  not  proceed  on  Friday.  There  is 
nothing  in  the  Bill  which  would  rule  out  the  Army  and  Navy 
Stores,  and  it  only  affects  Boots,  Ltd..  by  legalising  their 
advertised  practice  of  having  a  qualified  chemist  in  each, 
shop.  Lord  Ebury's  notice  was  given  on  May  3,  before  he 
knew  that  Lord  Crewe  was  not  proceeding  with  his  time- 
limit  amendment.  The  immediate  effect  of  the  amendment 
would  be  to  remove  the  proposal  of  the  Bill  to  make  com- 
panies equally  amenable  with  persons  for  offences  under  the 
Sections  15  and  16  of  the  Pharmacy  Act.  Further,  it  takes 
out  the  portion  of  the  clause  which  enables  existing  com- 
panies to  use  the  title.  Substantially  the  amendment  removes 
the  last  part  of  the  proposed  reform  in  company  trading,  and 
should  therefore  be  strenuously  opposed.

As  to  Ireland. 

Lord  Lawrence,  who,  with  Lord  Ashbourne,  on 
Tuesday  asked  why  the  Bill  should  not  extend  to  Ireland, 
has  given  notice  to  move  on  the  report  stage  that  the 
original  Clause  7  should  be  restored  to  the  Bill.  This 
would  make  the  whole  of  the  Bill,  except  Clauses  3 
and  4,  applicable  to  Ireland.  This  will  be  resisted  on 
behalf  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Ireland.  There  are 
still  two  important  points  which  the  Bill  does  not  touch — 
viz.,  the  conducting  of  doctors'  shops  and  the  dispensing  of 
medical  prescriptions.  The  latter  practice  is  reserved  under 
the  Irish  Acts  to  chemists,  apothecaries,  and  medical  men. 
If  Lord  Lawrence's  attempt  at  uniformity  in  the  law  is 
agreed  to  by  the  House,  it  would  be  inconsistent  and  un- 
reasonable not  to  extend  to  Great  Britain  the  Irish  provi- 
sion as  to  dispensing  medical  prescriptions.  This  is  in 
the  nature  of  a  forlorn  hope,  for  Lord  Crewe  has  so  far  had 
little  difficulty  in  getting  the  House  to  agree  to  his  pro- 
posals, and  he  may  succeed  on  Friday  in  satisfying  their 
Lordships  that  they  had  better  be  contented  with  what 
they  have  accomplished. 

Petitions. 

The  House  of  Lords  had  several  this  week  containing 
over  seventeen  thousand  signatures.  A  wicked  Sheffield 
correspondent  informs  us  that  a  Liberal  agent  had  charge 
of  the  organisation  which  obtained  the  signatures,  which  is 
a  compliment  to  the  success  of  Liberal  agents  in  a  city  that 
more  or  less  ignores  their  political  wiles.  Anyway,  the 
petitions  have  come  and  gone.  Our  Parliamentary  repre- 
sentative has  tried  to  get  at  them,  but  they  are  inaccessible. 
It  is  well  known  that  a  petition  does  not  count  for 
much  in  influence  until  it  needs  all  the  attendants  of 
the  House  of  Commons  to  roll  it  in;  then — M.P.s  gasp, 
and  proceed  to  legislate  as  their  wisdom  directs.  The 
present  condition  of  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill  does 
not  warrant  movement  by  chemists  for  a  week.  There  is 
practically  nobody  in  the  House  of  Lords  with  even  a 
nodding  acquaintance  with  their  case,  but  there  are  many 
in  the  House  of  Commons,  and  the  Bill  will  not  reach  the 
fighting  stage  there  before  our  next  issue.  We  want  to  see 
how  the  Bill  "descends"  before  we  venture  upon  further 
advice — but  this  must  not  be  construed  as  a  compliment  to 
the  confrere  who  favours  the  pastime  of  trying  to  jump  on 
the  C.  Jb  D.

Mutiny  and  Agricultural  Poisons. 

Lord  Lawrence,  who  wants  Ireland  to  have  the  privilege 
of  buying  its  agricultural  and  horticultural  poisons  else- 
where than  in  the  shops  of  druggists  and  pharmacists,  is  the 
son  of  that  celebrated  Lawrence  who  did  such  good  service 
for  the  Empire  during  the  Indian  Mutiny  and  was  after- 
wards Viceroy  of  India.  We  confess  to  ignorance  of  the 
connection  the  second  baron  has  with  agricultural  poisons ; 
but  sheep-scab  was  the  bogey  raised  by  Messrs.  Cooper  & 
Nephews'  manager  at  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  meeting  a 
fortnight  since,  and  sheep-scab  is  echoed  in  Ireland  by  those 
who  want  the  original  Clause  7  restored.  Lord  Lawrence  is 
trying  to  do  that  before  Mr.  Alexander  Cross  has  a  chance. 
What  more  can  be  said  ? 


Uses  of  Yeast. 

In  respect  to  our  report  of  the  meeting  of  the  Society  of 
Chemical  Industry  at  Burton-on-Trent,  Messrs.  Matthews 
and  Lobb,  the  authors  of  the  paper  on  the  above  subject,  ask 
us  to  state  that  Marmite  is  made,  not  by  the  Solurol  Co.,  but 
by  the  Marmite  Co.,  a  fact  which  they  mentioned  in  their 
paper.  They  also  add  that  there  was  no  mention  of  Solurol 
or  thymic  acid  in  their  paper  or  in  the  discussion. 

Vesuvius  Ashes. 

We  have  received  a  sample  of  these  ashes  from  Messrs. 
Roberts  &  Co.,  chemists,  New  Bond  Street,  London,  and  are 
having  it  analysed.  Meanwhile  we  observe  a  report  that  Pro- 
fessor Zinno  has  analysed  a  sample  and  found  in  it  alumina, 
silica,  lime,  magnesia,  iron,  and  manganese,  with  a  trace  of 
ammonia.  It  contains  neither  'free  acid  nor  free  sulphur, 
and  has  more  a  beneficial  effect  than  otherwise  on  vegetation.

Assay  of  Crude  Cocaine  from  Javanese  Coca. 

In  the  current  number  of  the  principal  Dutch  chemical 
journal,  the  "  Recueil  de  Travaux  Chimiques  de  Pays  Bas," 
Dr.  A.  W.  K.  de  Jong  criticises  the  processes  recently  de- 
vised by  Garsed  for  the  assay  of  "  crude  cocaine,"  and  brings 
forward  a  very  elaborate  new  process  of  his  own.  His 
objections  to  Garsed's  two  processes  are  that  cinnamyl- 
cocaine  is  not  the  only  alkaloid  in  "  crude  cocaine  "  which  is 
destroyed  by  permanganate,  and  consequently  the  figures 
obtained  for  cinnamylcocaine  by  Garsed's  first  process  would 
always  be  too  high;  and,  secondly,  the  amount  of  bromine 
absorbed  by  cinnamic  acid  varies,  according  to  de  Jong, 
with  the  nature  of  the  solvent  used,  and  as  Garsed  specifies 
no  particular  solvent,  other  investigators  using  his  second 
process  will  not  get  comparable  results.  Dr.  de  Jong  pro- 
poses to  make  the  assay  as  follows  : 

A  weighed  quantity  of  the  crude  alkaloid  is  hydrolysed  by 
baryta-water.  The  insoluble  matter  left  consists  of  un- 
changed alkaloids  (hygrine,  etc.),  barium  5 -isatropato,  and 
"  impurities " ;  the  two  former  are  taken  up  by  dilute 
hydrochloric  acid,  and  the  "  impurities"  filtered  out,  dried, 
and  weighed.  The  8 -isotropic  acid  is  extracted  from  tho 
acid  solution  with  ether,  dried,  and  weighed,  and  tho  result 
used  to  calculate  the  amount  of  S/satropylcocaino  present. 
The  "unchanged  alkaloids"  are  estimated  by  adding 
ammonia  and  extracting  with  ether.  From  the  solution 
in  excess  of  baryta- water,  the  benzoic,  cinnamic,  and 
e-isatropic  acids  are  isolated  by  adding  dilute  sulphuric 
acid  and  shaking  out  with  ether.  The  mixed  barium  salts 
are  then  weighed.  From  tho  mixed  regenerated  acidi 
t -isotropic  acid  is  isolated  by  means  of  its  slight  solubility 
in  warm  water,  and  is  dried  and  weighed.  Cinnamio  acid 
is  determined  in  the  filtrate  by  converting  tho  two  acids 
into  the  barium  salts,  dissolving  these  in  hydrochloric  acid, 
adding  excess  of  bromine  dissolved  in  carbon  tetrachloride, 
and  determining  the  bromine  remaining  uncombined  after 
twenty-four  hours,  from  which  the  amount  of  cinnamio 
acid  is  calculated.    The  difference  gives  the  benzoic  acid. 

The  excess  of  sulphuric  acid  added  to  its  original  solu- 
tion is  removed  by  adding  baryta-water  and  the  resulting 
excess  of  baryta  by  carbon  dioxide.  The  filtrate  is  then 
concentrated,   acidified,   and  the  precipitated  y-isatropio 
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acid  dried  and  weighed.  The  residual  liquid  is  evaporated 
to  dryness  and  weighed.  The  barium  in  this  residue-  is 
estimated  as  the,  sulphate,  the  pseudotrop'me  by  rendering 
alkaline  and  extracting  with  chloroform,  and  tho  ocgonine 
by  difference. 

The  author  quotes  the  results  obtained  with  two  Javanese 
"cocaines."  According  to  the  author,  when  a  solution  of 
bromine  in  carbon  tetrachloride  is  added  to  cocaine  in  the 
same  solvent,  a  yellow  oil  settles  out,  which  on  shaking  with 
water  slowly  crystallises.  The  crystallised  product  has  the 
formula  C1IH2104N.HBr.Br2.  It  readily  loses  bromine, 
and  when  heated  with  water  is  reduced  from  the  perbromida 
to  cocaine  hydrobromide.  Cinnamylcocaino  behaves 
similarly.

The  Cause  of  Marginal  Fog. 
The  marginal  fog  developed  on  stale  plates  is  due  to 
radiations  from  the  materials  used  in  packing  the  plates, 
says  Dr.  Stolze,  who  also  points  out  that  plates  coated  with 
ammonia-treated  emulsions  are  more  liable  to  sEow  this 
defect  than  those  coated  with  an  emulsion  which  has  been 
ripened  by  the  acid-boiling  process.  He  suggests  that,  to 
prevent  this,  carbonic  anhydride  should  be  pumped  through 
the  emulsion  before  coating,  and  that  plates  for  export 
should  be  sent  out  in  metal  boxes  filled  with  the  gas  instead 
of  with  air. 

Yellow  Fog  in  Bromide  Prints. 
The  yellow  stain  often  noticed  in  the  whites  of  bromide 
prints  after  fixing  is  due,  according  to  Namais,  to  slight 
traces  of  developer  which,  being  left  in  the  paper,  set  up  a 
reducing  action  on  minute  particles  of  silver.  This  reduc- 
tion may  be  prevented  by  the  use  of  a  stronger  fixing-bath, 
and  he  suggests  using  an  almost  saturated  solution  of  hypo 
to  which  has  been  added  5  per  cent,  of  boric  acid.  He 
further  suggests  that  fixation  should  always  be  carried  out 
in  the  dark,  and  says  that  the  image  is  quite  unaffected  by 
this  strong  solution  of  hypo,  unless  the  prints  are  left  in 
the  bath  for  over  two  hours. 

B. Sc.  (Photographic). 
It  is  encouraging  to  note  that  we  have  at  last  a  real  pro- 
fessional chair  of  photography,  and  that  photography  is  to 
take  a  place,  along  with  other  branches  of  applied  science, 
in  a  university  curriculum.  This  results  from  the  amalga- 
mation of  the  Manchester  Municipal  Technical  Institute 
with  the  Manchester  University,  in  which  abode  of  learning 
it  is  to  form  the  Faculty  of  Technology.  The  first  professor 
of  photography  is  to  be  Mr.  C.  W.  Gamble,  the  founder  of 
the  photographic  and  photo-engraving  department  at  the 
Manchester  Institute,  and  formerly  the  Principal  of  the 
London  County  Council  School  of  Photo-engraving  and 
Lithography.  Photography  is  to  be  in  future  one  of  the 
optional  subjects  for  the  B.Sc.  degree  at  the  Victoria  Uni- 
versity. 

Water  Contact  Printing. 
The  following  method  of  rapidly  producing  prints  for 
press-work  is  recommended  in  the  current  issue  of  "La 
Fotographica  Artistica."  The  negative  (which  for  press- 
reproduction  should  have  contrasts)  is  fixed,  preferably  in 
acid  hypo,  until  transparent,  and  is  then  washed  in  several 
rapid  changes  of  water.  A  piece  of  bromide-paper  is  im- 
mersed, film  upwards,  in  clean  water,  and  the  negative,  film 
downwards,  brought  in  contact  with  it.  Negative  and  paper 
being  removed  from  the  water  and  laid,  paper  side  down, 
on  a  pad  of  clean  filter-paper,  the  water  is  wiped  away  from 
the  back  of  the  negative,  and  the  paper  exposed  by  means 
of  a  taper.  The  negative  and  paper  is  once  more  immersed, 
when  the  paper  will  easily  strip  from  the  negative  and  may 
be  developed.  The  negative  is  then  replaced  in  the  acid 
hypo  to  finish  fixing,  and  afterwards  washed  in  the  usual 
way. 

The  best  plates  to  use  for  this  process  are  those  with  only 
a  thin  coating  of  emulsion;  the  thickly  coated  plates  are 
unsuitable.

Thorium. 

A  Berlin  correspondent  of  the  "  Times."  in  dealing  with 
the  rise  of  the  thorium-industry,  gives  some  further 
particulars  regarding  tho  reduction  in  prices  which  occurred 
in  the  earlv  part  of  this  year,  when  the  nitrate  was  dropped  to 
27m.  per  kiio.,  less  3  per  cent,  (see  0.  &  D.,  February  3,  p.  196). 
It  appears  this  move  was  made  by  the  German  Convention  in 
order  to  cut  off  all  competition,  and  the  result  was  disastrous 
to  the  small  thorium-works  outside  the  ring  with  large  stocks 
of  high-priced  raw  material  on  hand.  Some  suspended  opera- 
tions, others  went  bankrupt,  and  the  thorium  convention  were 
left  completely  master  of  the  field.  Seldom  in  the  history  of 
chemical  industry  has  any  chemical  product  undergone  such 
marked  variations  in  price  within  a  few  years  as  thorium. 
Early  in  1894  it  sold  at  2,000m.  per  kilo.,  and  by  January  of 
the  next  year  it  had  fallen  to  900m.  ;  in  July  it  stood  at  500m., 
and  in  November  at  300m.  In  1896  it  fell  to  150m.  in  May, 
and  in  October  to  90m.,  touching  its  lowest  price  (30m.)  in 
1899.  After  that  the  price  was  pushed  up  to  53m.,  less  7  per 
cent.,  in  May  1904,  a  figure  which  the  convention  succeeded  in 
maintaining  till  January  of  this  year,  when,  as  stated  above, 
it  dropped  without  the  slightest  warning  to  27m.,  less_3  per- 
cent. The  mantle-manufacturers  recently  held  a  meeting  in 
Berlin  to  try  to  combine  to  fight  the  policy  of  the  thorium 
convention,  but  were  unable  to  come  to  an  agreement.  In 
the  opinion  of  the  "Times"  correspondent  the  German 
manufacturers  and  business-men  have  committed  a  great 
blunder  by  their  speculative  tactics,  and  have  only  succeeded 
in  drawing  the  attention  of  mercantile  classes  everywhere, 
and  of  the  Brazilian  Government  in  particular,  to  an  industry 
which  they  had  practically  in  their  own  hands,  and  in  which 
enormous  profits  were  being  made. 

Cultivation  of  Drugs  in  German  East  Africa. 

A  recent  issue  of  the  "  Berichte  iiber  Land  und  Forst- 
wirtschaft  in  Deutsch  Ost  Africa  "  contains  an  interesting 
account  of  the  work  done  during  the  year  1905  at  the  Biologi- 
cal-Agricultural Institute  founded  some  years  ago  at  Amani 
in  this  German  Colony.  Perhaps  the  most  interesting 
development  of  the  Institute  during  the  year  was  the  in- 
auguration of  the  new  chemical  laboratory  in  which  the 
various  natural  products  of  the  Colony  are  to  be  systemati- 
cally investigated.  Among  the  plants  now  being  grown  in 
the  experimental  plantations  are  Cola  vera,  Areca  Catechu, 
Ilex  paraguay ensis,  Cinchona  robusta,  C.  succirubra  and 
C.  Ledgeriana,  Erythroxylon  Coca,  Strophanthus  gratus,  and 
the  Javanese  febrifuges  Ficus  ribes  and  Jasminum  glabri- 
usculum,  all  of  which  are  stated  to  be  doing  well.  The  cin- 
chonas have  indeed  been  planted  in  considerable  quantities, 
and  an  attempt  is  to  be  made  at  commercial  production, 
though  the  climate  of  the  country  is  said  to  be  rather  un- 
suitable for  successful  bark-growing.  Black  pepper,  cam- 
phor, sandalwood,  and  Androyogon  Scliecnanthus  and  A. 
squarrosus  are  also  being  tried.  The  first  experiments  with 
sandalwood  have  been  failures,  but  further  attempts  to  grow 
it  are  being  made.  Balsams  are  also  being  grown,  but  the 
dryness  of  the  climate  does  not  suit  either  the  tolu  or  Peruvian 
balsam  plants,  though  one  of  the  storax-yielding  trees — 
Liquidambar  styraciAua — is  said  to  be  doing  well.  Fifty- 
eight  different  species  of  Eucalyptus  have  been  planted,  and 
1,000  plants  have  been  raised  so  far.  Attention  is  also  being 
directed  to  the  cultivation  of  casuarinas.  Both  these  classes 
of  plants  are  of  great  importance  as  wind-breakers  and  as 
sources  of  cheap  fuel.  The  energies  of  the  Institute  chemist 
(Dr.  Schellmann)  seem  to  have  been  devoted  principally  to 
the  study  of  manures  for  coffee  and  cotton,  though  he  has 
also  investigated,  among  other  subjects,  methods  of  prepar- 
ing alcohol  from  sweet  potatoes,  the  preparation  of  carda- 
moms for  the  market,  and  the  tanning- values  of  the  barks  of 
various  species  of  Acacia.  A  still  for  the  preparation  of 
essential  oils  has  recently  been  fitted  up,  and  about  a  kilo, 
of  oil  has  been  distilled  from  Andropogon  citratus  and 
samples  distributed  to  merchants  in  Germany  for  valuation. 
This,  however,  proved  not  to  be  of  very  good  quality. 
Essential  oils  from  Piper  Volkcnsii  and  wild  cardamoms 
(Amomum  mala)  have  also  been  prepared. 

The  most  interesting  mineral  examined  during  the  year  was 
a  uranium  ore  containing  no  less  than  89  per  cent,  of  uranous- 
uranic  oxide,  which  proved  to  be  highly  radio-active.  As  its 
name  implies,  the  Institute  devotes  special  attention  to 
applied  entomology,  and  thirty  pages  of  the  Report  are  de- 
voted to  the  results  of  the  examination  of  the  various  insect- 
pests  of  economic  plants  and  the  disease-carrying  insects,  such 
as  the  various  species  of  Clossinia,  which  have  been  dealt 
with  during  the  year.  At  the  close  of  the  Report  an  interest- 
ing account  is  given  of  the  bee  and  silkworm  culture  experi- 
ments, which  appear  to  be  making  satisfactory  progress.

Trade  Law. 

Adulteration  :  Destruction  of  Part  Sample.— When 
an  article  of  food  or  a  drug  is  purchased  for  analysis,  and  is 
divided  into  three  parts  in  the  usual  way,  one  part  being 
retained  by  the  purchaser,  the  fact  that  this  third  part  has 
become  spoilt  owing  to  natural  causes,  and  without  any  fault 
whatever  attaching  to  the  purchaser,  is  not  enough  to  prevent 
a  conviction.  So  say  Justices  Ridley  and  Darling.  The  Act 
provides  that  upon  request  of  either  party  the  third  sample 
is  to  be  produced  and  sent  for  analysis  by  the  Somerset  House 
authorities.  In  the  case  in  question  (milk  being  the  article 
purchased)  defendant's  solicitor  called  for  the  production  of 
the  third  sample,  which  upon  being  produced  showed  that 
the  fermentation  of  the  milk  had  partly  forced  the  cork  out 
of  the  bottle,  so  that  a  portion  of  the  contents  had  escaped. 
The  solicitor  thereupon  argued  that  the  sample  had  not  been 
sealed  or  fastened  up  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Act,  and  that  no  conviction  could  follow.  This  was  over- 
ruled, and  tho  sample,  in  its  then  condition,  was  sent  to  the 
Government  Laboratory.  Then  came  a  report  back  that  it 
was  not  possible  to  carry  out  a  satisfactory  analysis.  Upon 
this  the  Magistrate  convicted  and  fined  tho  defendant.  The 
Divisional  Court  has  therefore  decided  that  a  conviction  can 
take  place  even  when  the  chance  of  having  an  opinion  by 
Somerset  House  has  been  taken  away  from  tho  defendant. 
This  adds  one  more  point  to  the  list  of  amendments  called  for 
of  the  Acts  relating  to  the  sale  of  foods  and  drugs. 

Contracts  by  Married  Women.— By  Section  1  of  the 
Married  Women's  Property  Act,  1893,  it  is  provided  that 
"every  contract  hereafter  entered  into  by  a  married  woman 
otherwise  than  as  agent  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  contract 
entered  into  by  her  with  respect  to  and  to  bind  her  separate 
property,  whether  she  is  or  is  not  in  fact  possessed  of,  or 
entitled  to,  any  separate  property  at  the  time  when  she  enters 
into  such  contract."  The  House  of  Lords  has  just  decided 
that  when  a  wife  in  fact  contracts  as  agent  for  her  husband 
(whether  the  authority  to  do  so  is  given  expressly  or  impliedly) 
it  is  immaterial  whether  or  not  at  the  time  tho  contract  is 
made  the  person  with  whom  she  contracts  knows  that  she  has 
her  husband's  authority,  or  even  knows  that  she  is  a  married 
woman.  This  decision  is  one  of  considerable  importance  to 
tradesmen,  since  hitherto  it  has  been  deemed  necessary  to 
the  enforcement  of  a  claim  for  goods  supplied  to  a  married 
woman  against  her  husband  that  the  tradesman  supplying 
them  should  act  upon  the  belief  that  she  is  making  purchases 
as  her  husband's  agent,  and,  moreover,  that  she  herself  should 
make  tho  purchases  in  the  same  belief.  Tho  question  of  a 
husband's  liability  is  thus  transferred  from  one  of  belief  to 
one  of  fact.  Suppose  a  married  woman  to  enter  a  shop  and 
give  an  order,  it  does  not  matter  what  the  tradesman 
"  believes  "'  about  her  husband  having  given'his  authority  or 
not :  the  point  which  the  Court  will  inquire  into  is  whether  at 
the  time  she  gave  the  order  the  woman  had  or  had  not  author- 
ity to  pledge  her  husband's  credit. 

High  Court  Cases. 

Rendell's  Pessaries. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Friday,  May  4,  Mr.  Cassell, 
in  the  case  of  Rendell  v.  Jacob  Ginsberg,  appeared  before 
Mr.  Justice  Buckley  in  support  of  a  motion  to  restrain  the 
defendant  from  passing  off  certain  goods,  sold  by  chemists, 
as  and  for  those  of  the  plaintiffs,  which  had  not  been  manu- 
factured by  the  plaintiffs.  The  defendant,  who  appeared 
in  person,  admitted  that  what  he  had  done  was  not  right, 
and  consented  to  treat  the  motion  as  the  trial  of  the  action, 
and  to  submit  to  a  perpetual  injunction,  an  inquiry  as  to 
damages,  delivery  up  of  the  spurious  articles,  and  to  pay 
the  costs  of  the  action. 

Konvo  Manufacturing  Co. 
In  the  King's  Bench  Division  on  Saturday,  May  5,  Mr. 
Justice  Lawrance  heard  the  case  of  Smith's  Advertising 
Agency  v.  Konvo  Manufacturing  Co.,  of  Leeds,  which  was 
an  action  brought  to  recover  126/.  16s.  9</.  for  advertise- 
ments inserted  in  various  provincial  papers. — Mr.  Ralph 
Bankes  appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  and  Mr.  Compston  for 
the  defendants. — Mr.  Bankes  said  the  advertisements  con- 
sisted of  pictures  of  persons  who  had  been  cured  of  rheu- 
matism, etc.  The  defence  was  that  there  was  no  such  com- 
pany in  existence  as  the  Konvo  Co.,  and  that  it  was  part  of 
the  business  of  the  Danish  Siberian  Produce  Co.,  which  was 
in  course  of  liquidation,  and  that  the  wrong  persons  were 
sued.— Mr.  Compston  said  that  if  the  plaintiffs  could  make 
out  a  good  claim  the  liquidator  would  admit  it.    He  ap- 


peared for  the  Danish  company,  and  his  submission  was 
that  they  carried  on  the  business,  and  that  the  present 
action  was  not  in  proper  form. 

Thereupon  the  following  pungent  remarks  came  from  the 
Bench  : 

His  Lordship  pointed  out  that  there  was  not  a  word  about 
that  company  in  the  papers.  It  was  a  swindle,  and  he  had 
no  hesitation  in  saying  so. 

Mr.  Compston  :  Without  hearing  the  evidence? 

His  Lordship :  Yes.  I  have  looked  through  the  corre- 
spondence, and  I  know  a  swindle  when  I  sec  it. 

Evidence  was  called  in  support  of  plaintiffs'  case. — His 
Lordship  commented  on  the  affidavit  of  a  Mr.  Henry 
Watson,  who  had  signed  the  cheques,  and  Mr.  Compston 
protested  against  these  remarks,  and  said  that  he  would  not 
go  on  with  the  defence  further. — His  Lordship  said  the 
affidavit  was  meant  to  mislead.  He  thought  the  plaintiffs 
were  entitled  to  judgment,  and  there  would  be  judgment 
for  the  amount  claimed,  with  costs. — Mr.  Compston  asked 
for  a  stay  of  execution,  but  his  Lordship  refused  to  grant  it. 

Anti-rheumatic  Rings. 
Mr.  Justice  Warrington  on  Wednesday,  May  10,  heard  an 
action  brought  by  Sarah  Foster  Kimball  and  Alfred  Moore 
against  John  Alexander  Story  for  dissolution  of  a  partner- 
ship carried  on  by  the  three  parties  at  84  Oxford  Street,  W., 
under  the  name  of  Kimball's  Anti-Rheumatic  Ring  Co.  The 
first  plaintiff  was  the  owner  of  certain  letters  patent,  and 
the  partnership  was  formed  in  April  1903  for  the  sale  in 
England  of  her  anti-rheumatic  rings.  The  defendant  was 
manager  of  the  business,  the  plaintiffs  residing  in  America, 
and,  after  deducting  his  salary  of  400/.  a  year,  the  net 
profits  were  divisible  in  equal  shares  between  the  three 
partners,  but  Mr.  Story's  salary  and  profits  together  were 
not  to  exceed  two-fifths  of  the  total  net  profits  of  the  busi- 
ness. The  plaintiffs  alleged  that  the  defendant,  by  refusing 
to  pay  over  sums  in  excess  of  his  fair  share  of  the  proceeds, 
and  by  engaging  himself  in  business  similar  to  that  of  the 
partnership,  had  committed  a  breach  of  agreement,  which 
entitled  the  plaintiffs  to  dissolve  the  partnership.  It  was 
stated  that  the  net  profits  in  the  first  year  were  3,287/.,  in 
the  second  1,960/.,  and  in  the  first  six  months  of  the  third 
year  they  had  fallen  to  622/.  The  defendant  accounted  for 
the  falling-off  by  rival  businesses  having  sprung  up,  but 
plaintiffs  could  find  no  trace  of  anti-rheumatic  rings  being 
sold  in  this  country  except  by  the  defendant,  who  had  had 
rings  made  for  himself  in  Birmingham  of  which  there  was 
no  mention  in  the  partnership  books. — Mr.  Moore  gave  evi- 
dence, and  in  cross-examination  said  he  could  not  say  that 
the  defendant  had  ordered  rings  from  Birmingham,  or  sold 
a  single  ring  except  those  obtained  under  his  licence,  since 
the  partnership  commenced.  As  far  as  he  knew  the  de- 
fendant had  been  perfectly  upright,  and  all  he  (witness) 
wanted  was  the  payment  of  the  sums  to  which  he  thought 
he  was  entitled. — After  this  evidence  Mr.  Coldridge,  who 
appeared  for  the  plaintiffs,  said  he  could  not  proceed  with 
the  claim  for  dissolution,  and  proceeded  to  argue  that  the 
defendant  had  misinterpreted  the  agreement  as  to  the  divi- 
sion of  profits,  and  that  there  was  an  excess  due  from  the 
defendant  to  plaintiffs. — Mr.  Butcher,  K.C.,  for  the  de- 
fendant, admitted  that  the  defendant  was  indebted  to  the 
partnership,  but  said  he  had  always  been  willing  to  account 
for  his  overdrawings  when  the  accounts  were  settled.  He 
had  no  objection  to  being  charged  with  the  excess  in  the 
account  now  current. — His  Lordship  decided  in  favour  of 
the  defendant's  construction,  and  on  his  undertaking  to  pay 
info  the  account  the  amount  found  to  be  due  on  that  con- 
struction, made  no  order  in  the  action. 

Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

Liquid  Extract  of  Cascara  Sac.rada. 
At  the  Edinburgh  Sheriff  Court  on  May  3  (as  briefly  re- 
ported in  our  last  issue),  Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart,  Powell 
&  Co..  chemists,  Leith,  were  summoned,  under  Section  6  of 
the  1875  Act,  for  selling  10  oz.  of  liquid  extract  of  cascara 
sagrada  destitute  of  alcohol  as  prescribed  in  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia. — Sheriff  Orphoot  heard  the  case.— Mr. 
R.  H.  Miller,  S.S.C.,  appeared  for  the  prosecution,  and 
Mr.  T.  B.  Morison,  advocate,  for  the  defence. — The  hearing 
lasted  practically  all  day,  and  was  not  concluded  at  the  end 
of  the  day.    The  case  was  adjourned  until  May  24,  when 
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three  more  witnesses  are  to  be  heard  for  the  defence.  The 
local  interest  in  the  case  was  extraordinary.  The  court  was 
crowded  with  retail  and  wholesale  men,  and  even  students 
of  pharmacy  had  flocked  to  the  court  to  gather  "  tips."  The 
witnesses  were  all  prominent  local  pharmacists  and  phy- 
sicians. 

Mr.  T.  B.  Morison  said  the  defence  was  fourfold  :  (1) 
the  article  sold  was  the  article  demanded;  if  not,  (2)  the 
article  supplied  was  of  the  nature,  substance,  and  quality 
demanded  ;  if  not,  (3)  it  contained  the  drug  in  the  B.P. 
proportion ;  and  (4)  the  relevancy  of  the  complaint  and  the 
form  of  certificate  were  wrong. 

EVIDENCE   FOR  THE  PROSECUTION. 

Dr.  W.  Robertson,  medical  officer  of  health  for  Leith, 
who  initiated  the  prosecution,  was  the  first  witness,  and  he 
told  the  Sheriff  of  the  steps  taken  to  procure  the  sample,  a 
portion  of  which  was  duly  submitted  to  Dr.  J.  Falconer 
King,  F.I.C.,  public  analyst,  who  reported  : 

I  am  of  opinion  that  the  said  sample  is  destitute  of 
alcohol,  while  it  should  have  contained  at  least  17  per  cent, 
of  that  substance.  No  change  had  taken  place  in  the  con- 
stitution of  this  sample  which  could  interfere  with  the 
analysis. 

Witness  proceeded  to  depose  that  the  British  Pharma- 
copoeia is  the  standard  for  this  as  well  as  other  drugs  con- 
tained in  it,  and  he  would  expect  to  get  the  B.P.  standards 
when  such  drugs  were  asked  for.  If  that  principle  were 
ignored,  there  would  be  no  standard. — Witness  was  cross- 
examined  by  Mr.  Morison  in  regard  to  his  knowledge  of 
cascara  sagrada  and  the  B.P.  method  of  preparing  the  liquid 
extract  thereof.  This  amused  the  audience.  Witness  said, 
' 1 1  know  the  liquid  extract  ought  to  be  made  up  with 
alcohol,  and  that  in  this  case  it  has  been  mixed  with  glycerin. 
That  is  all  I  know."  Mr.  Morison,  however,  was  not  satis- 
fied, and  asked  Dr.  Robertson  if  this  passage  from  the  B.P., 
p.  xvii,  is  correct  : 

Most  of  the  liquid  extracts  arc  of  such  strength  that  one 
fluid  ounce  represents  one  ounce  (or  one  hundred  cubic 
centimetres  represent  one  hundred  grammes)  of  the  drug 
employed. 

Witness  would  not  admit  Mr.  Morison's  contention  that  a 
liquid  extract  of  cascara  sagrada  of  that  strength  was  the 
thing  the  B.P.  actually  prescribes,  and  said  the  liquid  ex- 
tract required  is  one  of  that  strength  containing  alcohol.  He 
admitted  that  alcohol  is  merely  a  preservative,  and  that 
there  are  various  liquid  extracts  of  cascara  sagrada  on  the 
market,  including  Duncan's,  which  existed  before  the  B.P. 
preparation.  Witness  was  also  cross-examined  as  to  the 
compiling  of  the  B.P.,  one  of  the  suggestions  put  to  him 
being  that  the  adding  of  non-essentials  to  B.P.  prepara- 
tions, such  as  water  and  alcohol,  is  left  to  manufacturing 
chemists.  He  had  never  heard  of  that  before,  nor  did  he 
agree  that  the  fluid  extract  containing  alcohol  could  not  be 
put  into  gelatin_  capsules. — The  re-examination  of  the  wit- 
ness added  nothing  material  to  the  foregoing. 

Mr.  Thomas  Bishop,  the  sanitary  inspector,  who  pur- 
chased the  sample,  stated  in  the  course  of  his  evidence  that 
the  assistant  (Mr.  George  Wright)  who  supplied  it  men- 
tioned at  the  time  of  the  sale  that  it  was  Duncan's  and  the 
firm  kept  no  other.  The  word  "Duncan's"  was  on  the 
label  in  red  ink.  Witness  proceeded  to  depose  that  he  had 
bought  liquid  extract  from  five  chemists,  when  Mr.  Morison 
objected,  and  the  Sheriff  disallowed  this  line  of  examina- 
tion as  being  not  material  to  the  case. — In  cross-examination 
it  transpired  that  on  February  26  witness  had  bought  2s 
worth  of_  the  extract  in  the  defenders'  shop,  and  he  dis- 
cussed with  the  assistant  a  sample  of  blue  ointment  which 
had  been  purchased  and  was  found  to  be  all  right.  He 
(witness)  hoped  the  cascara  would  also  turn  out  all  right, 
He  said  to  Mr.  Wright  that  he  supposed  it  was  B.P.  and 
Mr.  Wright  said,  "Yes,  Duncan's." 

John  Louden,  assistant  sanitary  inspector,  corroborated 
the  last  witness's  evidence. 

Dr.  J.  Falconer  King,  analyst  for  the  city  of  Edinburgh, 
gave  evidence  as  to  his  analysis.  The  sample  contained 
glycerin.  He  was  of  opinion  that  liquid  extract  of  cascara 
sagrada  should  contain  about  19  per  cent,  of  alcohol,  and  that 
the  B.P.  is  the  standard. — Mr.  Morison  in  cross-examina- 
tion obtained  from  witness  that  he  could  not  give  any  special 
authority  for  his  opinion,  whereupon  Mr.  Morison  read  the 


remarks  by  Dr.  Attfield  at  the  1900  Conference  ("  Y.B.P.," 
1900,  p.  499).  and  witness  replied  that  public  analysts  take 
the  B.P.  as  the  standard  for  such  things  because  they  have 
no  other.  The  test  he  used  for  alcohol  was  the  specific 
gravity  of  the  distillate.  He  did  not  use  the  iodoform-test. 
Shown  a  specimen  of  the  sample  so  tested,  witness  admitted 
that  there  was  a  faint  smell  of  iodoform,  but  it  would  be 
nonsense  to  talk  of  the  thousandth  part  of  a  grain.  The 
sample  was  practically  destitute  of  alcohol. 

Mr.  G.  H.  Gemmell,  consulting  analyst,  who  analysed 
the  sample  for  Dr.  King,  gave  evidence  as  to  the  analysis. 
The  iodoform-test  specimen  was  submitted  to  him,  but  he 
could  not  detect  the  odour.  He  admitted  that  his  assistants- 
had,  however,  whereupon  Mr.  Morison  said,  "  If  there  was 
a  smell  of  iodoform  the  certificate  is  wrong." — "I  don't 
admit  that,"  replied  Mr.  Gemmell. 

The  Sheriff  :  You  are  going  to  argue  that  the  certificate  is 
inaccurate  ? 

Mr.  Morison  :  Yes,  and  that  makes  an  end  of  the  case. 

Mr.  Peter  Boa,  Ph.C,  Edinburgh,  was  the  next  witness. 
He  deposed  that  when  anyone  asks  for  a  preparation  which 
is  in  the  B.P.  he  supplies  the  B.P.  article,  and  would  not 
think  of  supplying  any  other,  nor  would  he  feel  entitled  to 
give  any  other.  The  B.P.  extract  can  be  put  into  capsules, 
he  told  Mr.  Morison.  He  would  not  go  so  far  as  to  say  that 
the  alcohol  has  nothing  more  than  a  preservative  effect. — ■ 
Mr.  Morison  suggested  that  when  witness  spoke  of  the  B.P. 
being  the  standard,  he  meant  the  standard  for  active  prin- 
ciple, Mr.  Boa  admitting  this  "to  some  extent."  Liquid 
carbolic  acid  B.P.  and  chloric  ether  also  formed  the  basis 
of  questions  to  witness,  who  explained  that  any  matter 
thrown  out  of  watery  extract  of  cascara  sagrada  on  the 
addition  of  alcohol  would  be  mucilaginous. 

Dr.  J.  A.  Gray,  Leith,  deposed  that  the  B.P.  is  the  recog- 
nised standard  for  medicines. — Mr.  Morison  instanced  the 
above-mentioned  opinion  of  Dr.  Attfield  on  the  subject, 
and  was  cross-examining  witness  on  the  extraction  of  the 
drug  when  he  took  exception  to  the  form  in  which  counsel 
was  putting  the  questions,  and  Mr.  Morison  told  him  he  was 
not  there  to  criticise  the  questions  but  to  answer  them. — 
Witness  replied  that  he  could  not  understand  what  counsel 
was  driving  at. — Mr.  Morison  said  he  would  leave  it  there, 
and  sat  down. 

Mr.  John  R.  Y.  Bowman,  jun.,  chemist,  Leith,  and  Mr. 
John  Noble,  chemist,  Leith,  both  gave  evidence  to  the  effect 
that  if  they  supplied  any  other  drug  asked  for  than  that 
mentioned  in  the  B.P.  they  would  distinctly  label  that  it 
was  not  according  to  the  B.P.  This  closed  the  evidence  for 
the  prosecution. 

EVIDENCE  FOR  THE  DEFENCE. 

Mr.  J.  Rutherford  Hill,  Ph.C,  Edinburgh  (Assistant- 
Secretary  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  Scotland), 
was  the  first  witness  for  the  defence.  He  deposed 
that  liquid  extract  of  cascara  sagrada  is  the  matter 
extracted  from  the  bark  by  means  of  some  menstruum. 
Duncan's  liquid  extract  is  well  known.  He  had  known 
it  for  more  than  twenty  years,  and  had  examined 
it  analytically  before.  The  extract  in  the  sample  in  ques- 
tion which  he  analysed  was  of  excellent  quality  and  was 
carefully  made.  The  genuine  article  should  yield  23  or  24 
per  cent,  of  dry  extract.  That  is  the  proportion  mentioned 
in  the  B.P.  formula.  The  two  samples  10  and  18  contained 
23  per  cent.,  which  is  the  same  proportion  of  the  dry  extract 
as  the  B.P.  formula.  He  tested  it  for  alcohol,  and  found 
0.5  per  cent.  The  only  difference  between  the  B.P.  formula 
and  the  sample  he  analysed  was  that  one  was  preserved 
with  alcohol  and  the  other  by  means  of  glycerin.  Neither 
the  alcohol  nor  the  glycerin  is  part  of  the  drug.  There  are 
many  excellent  preparations  of  this  liquid  extract,  the  uni- 
versally recognised  standard  being  that  one  fluid  part  of  the 
extract  should  represent  one  solid  part  of  the  drug.  Wit- 
ness was  then  taken  over  the  history  of  the  drug,  and  in  the 
course  of  his  examination  stated  that  alcohol  is  not  a  good 
preservative  for  the  liquid  extract,  the  proportion  in  the 
B.P.  not  being  sufficient  to  prevent  fermentation.  He 
quoted  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  as  one  authority  on  that  point, 
and  mentioned  that  all  Pharmacopoeias  except  the  British 
use  diluted  alcohol  to  extract  the  drug.  The  Danish, 
Swedish,  and  United  States  Pharmacopoeias  use  glycerin  as 
a  preservative  in  this  case.    Witness  was  of  opinion  that 
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non-essentials  like  preservatives  are  admitted  by  Sub-sec- 
tion 1  of  Section  6  of  the  1875  Act,  viz.  : 

"An  offence  shall  not  be  committed  under  this  section 
.  .  .  where  any  matter  or  ingredient  not  injurious  to  health 
has  been  added  to  the  .  .  .  drug  because  the  same  is  re- 
quired for  the  production  or  preparation  thereof  as  an 
article  of  commerce,  in  a  state  fit  for  carriage  or  consump- 
tion," etc. 

He  added  that  syrup,  sherry  wine,  and  soft  soap  are  things 
which  appear  in  the  B.P.,  and  if  anyone  went  into  a  shop 
and  asked  for  any  of  them  he  would  not  get  the  B.P. 
formula. — Cross-examined  by  Mr.  Miller,  witness  said  that 
the  object  of  the  B.P.  is  to  be  a  convenient  go-between  for 
prescribers  and  dispensers.  It  is  not  used  to  protect  the 
public  against  different  preparations  of  drugs.  After 
further  questions  and  answers  on  this  point,  witness  de- 
clared that  the  word  "  Duncan's"  on  the  label  enabled  the 
man  in  the  street  to  know  what  preparation  he  was  getting. 

Mr.  Joseph  Tait,  Ph.C,  assistant  to  Mr.  Hill  at  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  rooms,  corroborated  his  evidence. 

Dr.  Inglis  Clark,  partner  in  Messrs.  Duncan,  Flockhart  & 
Co.,  deposed  that  in  1882  he  devised  the  formula  for  the 
preparation  sold.  This  was  three  years  before  an  unsuccess- 
ful formula  appeared  in  the  B.P.  He  was  one  of  those 
engaged  in  the  revision  of  the  B.P.,  and  was  approached  in 
1898  to  supply  the  B.P.  with  a  new  formula.  They  said 
they  would  prefer  to  have  his  own  formula,  as  it  was  the 
best.  He  explained  that  it  was  the  property  of  his  firm, 
and  that  he  could  not  divulge  it.  He  agreed  in  conjunction 
with  the  gentlemen  in  London  to  supply  the  formula  which 
appeared  in  the  B.P.  1898,  but  it  was  slightly  modified. 
He  suggested  that  it  should  contain  25  per  cent,  of  alcohol, 
but  it  was  reduced  to  20  per  cent.  If  it  had  been  made 
25  per  cent,  he  did  not  think  there  would  have  been  any 
fermentation.  The  alcohol  is  simply  a  preservative.  His 
firm's  process  is  very  much  more  expensive  than  the  B.P. 
one,  and  the  principle  upon  which  the  extract  is  made  had 
been  accepted  by  every  Pharmacopoeia  except  the  B.P. — 
Cross-examined,  witness  declared  that  Duncan's  preparation 
is  exactly  the  same  as  the  B.P.  except  with  regard  to  the 
alcohol.  The  reason  his  firm  keep  the  B.P.  preparation  is 
because  it  is  much  cheaper  than  the  other.  The  chief  differ- 
ence between  the  two  is  that  in  the  B.P.  formula  the  bark 
is  used  fresh.  It  should  really  be  kept,  to  be  a  first-class 
preparation,  for  a  number  of  years.  His  firm  keep  it  from 
four  to  seven  years.  Theirs  is  a  different  preparation 
entirely.  He  regarded  the  B.P.  as  a  standard  for  the 
strength  and  purity  of  the  principal  ingredients. 

Dr.  Blaikie  said  he  used  Duncan's  liquid  extract  of 
cascara  in  his  practice  at  the  Longmore  Hospital  in  prefer- 
ence to  anything  else. — Cross-examined  :  He  regarded  the 
B.P.  as  the  standard  for  the  preparation  of  drugs. 

Dr.  Murdoch  Brown  said  he  always  prescribed  Duncan's 
extract  of  cascara  in  preference  to  any  other. — Cross- 
examined  :  He  regarded  the  B.P.  as  the  only  standard  in 
whic  h  there  had  been  an  attempt  at  homogeneity  in  the  pre- 
paration of  drugs.  He  would  not  order  the  B.P.  extract 
if  he  could  get  the  other. 

Mr.  D.  B.  Dott,  Ph.C,  said  that  so  long  as  he  got  the 
proper  percentage  of  the  substance  he  would  consider  he  had 
got  the  article  demanded.  What  was  wanted  was  that  it 
should  respond  to  the  test  for  the  proper  proportion  of  the 
extract  of  the  bark. — Cross-examined,  witness  said  they 
were  entitled  to  come  and  go  on  the  formula  of  the  B.P.  so 
long  as  they  supplied  what  was  the  essence  of  the  drug. 

The  case  was  adjourned  till  May  24.  ' 

Bluebell  Polishing  Co.,  Ltd. 
In  the  Chancery  Division  on  Tuesday,  May  8,  Mr.  Justice 
Buckley  granted  a  petition  for  the  reduction  of  the  capital 
of  this  company.  The  company  was  incorporated  with  a 
capital  of  8,000/.  in  1/.  shares.  In  November  1901  resolu- 
tions were  passed  for  increasing  the  capital  by  the  issue  of 
12,000  more  shares.  11,025  were  fully  paid  up,  and  on  7.100 
the  sum  of  12s.  6d.  had  been  paid.  It  was  proposed  to 
reduce  the  capital  by  cancelling  10.-\  per  share  (9,000/. 
altogether),  which  was  not  represented  by  available  assets. 
It  was  explained  that  the  loss  was  chiefly  due  to  carrying  on 
the  Oxine  business  and  the  sale  of  a  disinfectant  which  had 
now  been  discontinued.  His  Lordship  directed  that  the  com- 
pany should  continue  the  use  of  the  words  "  and  reduced  " 
for  three  months.

Vinden,  F.  Sloman,  T.  C.  Milton,  J.  Harris  (Hon. 
Treasurer),  P.  F.  Rowsell.  Alan  H.  Ware,  Weston  Aplin, 
A.  Thomas,  Toone  (Exmouth),  D.  Reid,  Sarson  (Paignton), 
Coombs,  and  F.  W.  Kitts. 

The  loyal  toasts  having  been  duly  honoured,  Mr.  Cecil 
R.  M.  Clapp  (hon.  solicitor  to  the  Association)  proposed 
"  The  City  of  Exeter,"  and  the  Mayor  responded. 

The  Sheriff  of  Exeter  then  proposed  "  The  Exeter  Asso- 
ciation of  Chemists  and  Druggists,"  and 

The  President,  in  reply,  spoke  of  the  good  feeling  which 
the  Association  promoted.  He  also  referred  to  the  good 
work  that  Mr.  Idris  had  done,  and  proposed  that  a  message 
be  sent  to  him  wishing  him  a  speedy  recovery  from  his 
accident. 

The  Pharmacy  Bills. 

Professor  Lewis  (Royal  Albert  Memorial  College)  pro- 
posed "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain,"  and 
said  that  as  one  who  was  to  some  extent  identified  with  the 
examination  branch  of  the  Society,  he  had  been  struck  by 
the  high  standard  of  examination  imposed  by  that  Society 
for  those  who  desired  to  enter  its  ranks,  and  he  very  much 
questioned  whether  its  advantage  was  sufficiently  appre- 
ciated by  the  general  public.  The  Secretary  of  the  Exeter 
Society  (Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd)  had  been  good  enough  to 
assist  on  the  staff  of  the  College  with  which  he  was  con- 
nected, and  to  take  the  pharmacy  department  into  his 
charge,  and  he  displayed  a  devotion  to  the  cause  which  the 
College  could  not  be  too  grateful  for. 

Mr.  D.  Reid  (Divisional  Secretary  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society),  in  reply,  referred  to  the  Pharmacy  Bills  before 
Parliament.  The  Government  Bill  had  naturally  drawn 
away  the  attention  that  was  concentrated  on  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Society's  Bill,  but  there  are  good  points  as  well  as  bad 
ones  in  the  Government  measure.  The  provision  which 
would  enable  a  local  authority  to  grant  a  licence  to 
certain  persons  in  outlying  districts  giving  them  the 
power  and  privilege  of  selling  poisons  in  unbroken  packages 
would  mean  that  while  chemists  had  to  ask  a  great  many 
questions  in  selling  a  pennyworth  of  poison,  an  ironmonger 
might  be  empowered  to  sell  enough  arsenic  to  poison  a 
village.  A  certain  amount  of  feeling  had  been  manufac- 
tured and  brought  to  bear  on  the  Government  Department, 
but,  as  every  chemist  knows,  the  provision  in  the  Govern- 
ment Bill  is  unnecessary  in  any  part  of  the  country.  Many 
people  have  to  send  seven  miles  for  a  doctor  or  a  veterinary 
surgeon,  and  surely  it  is  far  less  important  that  they  should 
have  to  send  seven  miles  for  a  sheep-dip.  The  good  point 
of  the  Bill  was  the  reservation  to  qualified  chemists  of  the 
title  of  chemist. 

The  President  proposed  "  The  health  of  the  Hon.  Secre- 
tary," and  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  acknowledged  the  com- 
pliment. 

Mr.  J.  Hinton  Lake  proposed  "  The  Visitors,''  to  which 
Mr.  J.  Beal  and  Mr.  J.  J.  Norman  responded. — Mr.  A.  D. 
Breeze,  on  behalf  of  the  Plymouth  Chemists'  Association, 
conveyed  their  hearty  good  wishes  for  the  success  of  the 
Exeter  Association,  and  Mr.  Sarson  did  the  same  for  the 
Torquay  Chemists'  Association. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Association  was  held  on  May  9, 
under  the  presidency  of  Mr.  E.  F.  Stone,  there  being  also 
present  Messrs.  P.  F.  Rowsell,  J.  Harris,  F.  Vinden, 
F.  Sloman,  H.  Wippell  Gadd,  Alan  H.  Ware. 

Price-protection. — Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  reported  that 
he  had  communicated  the  resolution  of  the  Association  to 
Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  in  regard  to  the  pro- 
tection of  their  prices,  but  had  received  no  definite  reply 
from  them. 

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. — Mr.  H.  Wippell 
Gadd  also  reported  that  he  had  communicated  the  resolu- 
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tions  passed  on  the  Poisons  Bill  to  Sir  Geo.  Kekewieh,  M.P., 

the  member  for  the  city,  who  had  replied  : 

I  have  conveyed  the  views  of  the  Association  to  Lord 
Crewe  and  requested  that  they  may  be  fully  considered,  so 
that  amendments  may  be,  if  possible,  introduced  in  Com- 
mittee in  the  Lords.  Should  the  Bill  reach  the  Commons  I 
will  bring  the  views  of  the  Association  before  the  House  in 
Committee.  I  understand  from  your  letter  that  your  Asso- 
ciation does  not  desire  to  oppose  the  second  reading  of  the 
Bill. 

Elections. — Mr.  Weston  Aplin  was  unanimously  elected 
President  for  the  ensuing  year,  Mr.  Stone  was  elected 
Vice-President,  Mr.  J.  Harris  was  re-elected  Hon.  Trea- 
surer, and  Mr.  H.  Wippell  Gadd  was  re-elected  Hon. 
Secretary,  all  the  officers  being  thanked  for  their  past 
services. 

Annual  Report. — Mr.  Gadd  then  read  his  annual  report, 
which  reviewed  the  work  of  the  past  year,  and  noted  that 
the  arrangement  for  taking  Sunday  duty  in  rotation  had 
been  continued,  and  found  to  be  of  benefit  to  the  trade. 

Council-election.— Mr.  R.  C.  Walshaw  was  recom- 
mended as  the  candidate  to  fill  Mr.  Cooper's  place. 

P.A.T.A. — A  resolution  of  support  and  appreciation  of 
the  manner  in  which  the  manufacturers  have  supported  the 
P.A.T.A.  during  the  co-operative  difficulty  was  unani- 
mously passed. 


Chemists'  and  Druggists'  Society  of  Ireland. 

The  committee  of  this  Society  met  on  May  3,  Mr.  Wm. 
Jamison,  M.C.P.S.I.,  President,  in  the  chair.  There  were 
present  Messrs.  S.  Gibson  (Hon.  Treasurer),  Wm.  Martin, 
John  Frackelton,  S.  Suffern,  E.  Dwyer,  W.  J.  Rankin  and 
R.  A.  Jamison  (Hon.  Secretaries).  The  House  Committee 
reported  that  a  billiard  table  had  been  purchased  for  the 
use  of  members.  It  was  arranged  to  change  the  evening 
of  meeting  for  young  men  from  Tuesday  to  Friday,  as  this 
was  said  to  be  more  suitable. 

The  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill. --The  Law  Committee 
reported  having  met  and  held  a  consultation  re  the  Poisons 
Bill  now  before  the  House  of  Lords,  and  it  was  decided 
to  send  a  letter  to  the  President  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council  of  Ireland  intimating  that  the  Society  are  willing 
to  act  with  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  opposing  the 
extension  of  the  Bill  to  Ireland. 

Haslett  Memorial  Medal.— The  Chairman  reported  that 
he  had  received  further  subscriptions  towards  the  fund. 

Elections. — Thos  H.  Adderley,  Ballysillan,  was  elected 
a  member,  and  Hugh  Marshall  an  associate. 


Dewsbury  Chemists'  Association. 

A  Meeting  was  held  on  Monday,  May  7,  Mr.  John  Day 
(President)  in  the  chair.  There  were  also  present  Messrs. 
G.  N.  Gutteridge  (Dewsbury),  R.  Gledhill  (Dewsbury),  J. 
Rhodes  (Mil-field),  A.  B.  Barker  (Heckmondwike),  A. 
Taylor  (Morley),  W.  Blakeley  (Birstall),  and  Geo.  Walker 
(Dewsbury),  Secretary. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Bill.— A  motion  of  entire  con- 
fidence in  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  was  proposed  by  Mr. 
Gledhill;  but  Mr.  Barker  thought  it  unwise  to  tie  then- 
hands  completely  to  the  action  of  this  Society,  and  Mr. 
Taylor  said  that  he  had  not  that  colossal  confidence  in  the 
Society  that  some  people  seemed  to  possess.  In  fact,  he 
thought  the  Society  was  not  altogether  representative  of  the 
opinion  of  chemists  throughout  the  country.  If  the  Govern- 
ment were  determined  to  alter  the  law,  they  would  alter  it ; 
and  their  (chemists)  object  ought  to  be  not  so  much  to  try 
to  help  the  passing  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Bill  as 
to  bring  about  modifications  in  the  Government  Bill.  This 
latter  consmnmation,  he  thought,  could  be  brought  about  by 
all  the  associations  throughout  the  country  passing  resolu- 
tions on  the  subject  and  sending  them  to  Lord  Crewe.  

The  Secretary  drew  attention  to  a  special  article  dealing 
with  the  Poisons  Bill  which  appeared  recently  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist. — Mr.  Gutteridge  seconded  Mr. 
Gledhill's  proposal. — Mr.  Taylor  then  moved,  as  an  amend- 
ment, that  the  London  resolutions  be  approved. — Mr. 
Barker  seconded,  and  on  the  amendment  being  put  it 
resulted  in  a  tie.  The  President  then  gave  his  casting  vote 
in  favour  of  Mr.  Gledhill's  motion. 

Pharmaceutical  Council  Election. — It  was  decided  to 
take  no  action  with  regard  to  this. 


The  Replies  received  from  several  firms  regarding  the 
withdrawal  of  their  goods  from  the  protected  list  were  not 
regarded  as  satisfactory.

Mr.  A.  E.  Breeze,  in  moving  the  resolution,  said  that  loyal 
manufacturers,  without  whom  the  P.A.T.A.  could  not  have 
existed,  deserve  the  wholehearted,  ungrudging  support  of 
chemists,  whom  he  asked  to  see  to  it  that  the  loss  they  may 
sustain  by  closing  co-ops.'  accounts  shall  be  more  than  made- 
up  to  them.    He  further  referred  in  enthusiastic  phrase 
to  the  benefits  of  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  appealed  for  live  and 
real  support  to  it  and  its  supporters. — Mr.    Sturt  (Sea- 
combe)  seconded   the  resolution,  and  said  he  had  often 
wondered  why  in  the  early  days  of  the  P.A.T.A.  there  had 
not  been  a  "rush"  of  manufacturers  to  join  with  a  view  to 
obtaining  the  good  will  of  chemists.    The  silent  opposition 
of  each  trader  throughout  the  country,  although  small  in 
itself,  must  have  been  vast  in  the  aggregate,  and  have  coun- 
teracted to  no  small  extent  the  huge  sums  spent  in  adver- 
tising.— The  motion  was  adopted. — Mr.  Ellithorne,  on  be- 
half of  the  members,  thanked  Mr.  Barlow  for  his  address.

Chemical  and  Physiological  Examination  of  the 
Fruit  of  "Chailletia  toxicaria."  * 

By  Frederick  B.  Power,  Ph.D., 
Director  of  the  Wellcome  Chemical  Research  Laboratories, 
London, 
and  Frank  Tut-in. 


THE  investigation  of  the  fruit  of  Chailletia  toxicaria,  Don, 
was  undertaken  at  the  suggestion  of  Dr.  W.  Renner, 
medical  officer,  Colonial  Hospital,  Freetown,  Sierra  Leone, 
who  also  kindly  provided  us  with  the  material  for  this  pur- 
pose. 

The  interest  which  this  subject  possesses  will  be  apparent 
from  the  following  abstract  of  a  paper  published  by  Dr. 
Renner,  entitled  "  Native  Poison,  West  Africa."  t 

For  some  years  now,  death  by  poison  has  been  the  subject 
of  talk  in  "the  Colony  of  Sierra  Leone,  and  one  could 
scarcely  credit  the  statements  so  often  mado  with  respect 
to  this  "subject.  No  one,  it  would  appear,  dies  from  natural 
causes.  Poisoning  in  one  form  or  another  is  put  down  as  the 
cause  of  death,  not  only  amongst  the  poor,  but  also  amongst 
the  rich,  and  yet  no  one  would  or  could  come  forward  to 
attest  the  fact  that  such  a  one  had  been  poisoned  by  such  a 
substance.  Some  of  these  deaths  which  appear  to  be 
mysterious  have  given  cause  for  great  alarm  and  anxiety, 
and  aroused  a  feeling  of  dread  and  bitterness  against  the 
country  doctors  to  whom  they  are  attributed. 

A  peculiar  kind  of  disease,  of  the  origin  of  which  no 
account  could  be  given,  is  now  and  again  met  with  amongst 
the  people.  The  European  doctor,  when  called  in,  is 
puzzled,  for  he  sees  before  him  a  young  healthy  man  or 
woman,  between  the  ages  of  twenty-three  and  forty  years 
struck  down  with  paralysis.  He  examines  the  case  carefully, 
cross-examines  scrupulously  the  patient  and  his  friends, 
and  fails  to  arrive  at  any  conclusion  from  these  as  to  the 
source  of  the  trouble.  He  suspects  poison,  and  is  told  that 
the  person  has  been  poisoned.  He  endeavours  to  treat  the 
symptoms,  and  either  fails  or  the  case  is  removed  to  a 
country  doctor.  The  individual  may  recover  or  die,  this 
depending  on  the  nature  and  the  quantity  of  the  poison 
administered.  These  cases  are  brought  forward  daily.  It 
has  been  my  fortune  lately  to  discover  the  cause  of  one  of 
the  mysterious  and  sudden  diseases  that  affects  the  natives 
in  the  form  of  paralysis  of  the  lower  limbs. 

A  description  is  given  by  Dr.  Renner  of  a  case  of  poisoning 
which  occurred  with  a  native  labourer  through  his  having 
eaten  some  fish  on  which  the  ground  fruit  of  Chailletia 
toxicaria  had  been  strewn  for  the  purpose  of  killing  rats, 
and  the  article  then  continues  as  follows  : 

The  Chailletia  toxicaria  belongs  to  the  Natural  Order  of 
Chailletiacece,  and  is  known  as  "  ratsbane."  In  the  Colony 
proper  it  is  called  "broken  back."  By  the  Mendis  of  the 
Hinterland  it  is  known  under  the  name  of  "  Magbevi,"  and 
by  the  Timnes  as  "  Manak."  It  grows  plentifully  in  West 
Africa  and  South  America,  and  the  fruit,  which  contains 
the  poisonous  substance,  is  used  largely  for  the  destruction 
of  rats  and  other  animals :  but  beyond  this  it  is  also  used 
extensively  by  the  people  in  the  Colony  and  the  Hinterland 
to  poison  one  another.  Conversing  with  some  of  the  older 
men  of  the  Timnes  and  Mendis,  I  found  that  with  them  it  is 
very  frequently  used  against  their  enemies  to  poison  well- 
water  or  streams  which  supply  hostile  villages.  Domestic 
animals  poisoned  by  it  are  seen  to  rush  about  in  great  ex- 
citement as  if  in  severe  pain :  they  vomit,  and  drag  their 
hind  limbs,  which  ultimately  become  paralysed.  The 
forearm  and  chest  muscles  becojne  paralysed  also,  and 
they  die  from  paralysis  of  the  respiratory  centre. 

The  botanical  characters  of  the  Chailletia  toxicaria,  to- 
gether with  references  to  its  synonymy  and  habitat,  are 
given  in  the  "  Flora,  of  Tropical  Africa,"  by  Daniel  Oliver, 
F.R.S.,  London,  1868,  Vol.  I.,  p.  341,  and  also  in  the 
"Treasury  of  Botany,"  by  Lindley  and  Moore,  London, 
1899,  Vol.  I.,  p.  260. 

Before  proceeding  to  a  complete  chemical  examination  of 
the  Chailletia  fruit,  some  preliminary  experiments  were  con- 
ducted. These  included  the  tests  for  an  alkaloid,  a  cyano- 
genetic  glucoside,  and  a  poisonous  proteid,  but  they  all 
afforded  negative  results.    The  fact  that  the  exceedingly

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toxic  properties  of  this  fruit  cannot  be  attributed  to  a 
cyanogenetic  glucoside  is  of  particular  interest  in  view  of 
the  observation  of  other  investigators  that  the  leaves  of  a 
South  African  species  of  Chaittetia — viz.,  C.  cymosa.  Hook. 
— contain  a  substance  of  this  class,  which,  however,  does  not 
appear  to  have  been  further  examined  (compare  "Bulletin 
of  the  Imperial  Institute,"  1903,  Vol.  I.,  p.  14). 

For  the  further  systematic  examination  of  the  fruit  of 
Chaittetia  toxicaria  3,000  grams  of  the  dried  material  was 
-employed.  This  was  first  extracted  with  light  petroleum 
(b.p.  40-60°  C),  and  subsequently  with  hot  alcohol.  The 
petroleum  extract  amounted  to  53  grams,  or  1.83  per  cent, 
of  the  weight  of  the  fruit,  and  consisted  of  a  yellowish- 
brown  fat,  from  which  a  quantity  of  the  mixed  triglyceride, 
■oleodistearin,  C3H5.(C18K3502)2.C18H3302,  m.p.  43°*C.,  was 
directly  separated.  The  identification  of  this  mixed  trigly- 
ceride as  a  constituent  of  the  fatty  oil  from  Chaittetia  fruit 
is  of  considerable  interest,  inasmuch  as  the  number  of  sub- 
stances of  this  class  that  have  been  isolated  from  either 
vegetable  or  animal  fats  and  definitely  characterised  is 
comparatively  small.*  After  the  separation  of  the  oleo- 
distearin, the  residual  fatty  matter  was  hydrolysed  with  an 
alcoholic  solution  of  potassium  hydroxide,  and  the  following 
substances  subsequently  isolated  :  (1)  A  small  quantity  of 
phytosterol,  C„GHuO,  or  possibly  a  mixture  of  substances 
of  this  class,  melting  at  135-148°  C.  ;  (2)  stearic  and  oleic 
acids,  the  latter  being  apparently  associated  with  an  acid 
having  a  higher  degree  of  unsaturation ;  (3)  very  small 
amounts  of  formic  and  butyric  acids. 

The  alcoholic  extract  of  the  fruit  which  had  previously 
been  deprived  of  fatty  matter  was  concentrated  and  mixed 
with  water,  when  a  quantity  (76  grams)  of  resinous  sub- 
stance was  obtained,  corresponding  to  2.5  per  cent,  of  the 
weight  of  the  fruit.  This  formed  a  brown  powder,  and  was 
found  to  consist  of  a  complex  mixture,  from  which  nothing 
crystalline  could  be  obtained.  By  successive  extraction 
with  chloroform,  ethyl  acetate,  and  alcohol,  it  was,  how- 
•ever,  resolved  into  products  which  differed  essentially  in 
their  physiological  action.  When  administered,  for 
•example,  to  a  dog,  in  amounts  of  0.5  gram,  the  chloroform 
extract  had  a  narcotic  or  paralytic  effect,  whilst  the  ethyl 
acetate  extract  produced  delirium  and  convulsions,  and  the 
alcohol  extract,  although  causing  nausea,  was  not  distinctly 
toxic. 

The  aqueous  liquid,  separated  from  the  above-mentioned 
resinous  substance,  was  deprived  of  tannic  and  colouring 
matters  and  concentrated  under  diminished  pressure,  when 
it  formed  a  thick  syrup,  which  contained  a  large  amount  of 
i-glucose.  This  syrup  was  extremely  poisonous,  producing, 
when  administered  to  a  dog  in  relatively  small  doses,  the 
characteristic  action  of  the  fruit — viz.,  delirium  and 
epileptiform  convulsions,  soon  followed  by  death.  Although 
many  attempts  were  made  to  separate  the  poisonous  prin- 
ciple from  the  syrup  by  extracting  the  latter  with  various 
solvents,  such  as  ethyl  acetate,  absolute  alcohol,  etc..  these 
were  unsuccessful,  as  all  the  liquids  which  were  capable  of 
removing  the  active  principle  also  dissolved  considerable 
amounts  of  sugar.  In  view  of  these  results,  and  with  con- 
sideration of  the  probability  of  the  active  principle  being  a 
glucoside,  the  syrup  was  boiled  with  dilute  hydrochloric 
acid.  Although  it  was  evident  that  by  this  treatment  some 
change  was  effected,  we  were  unable  to  isolate  any  definite 
hydrolytic  product. 

The  physiological  experiments  connected  with  this  in- 
vestigation have  led  to  the  observation  that,  with  the  lower 
animals,  the  effects  of  the  poison  contained  in  the  Chaittetia 
fruit  are  only  manifested  some  time  after  its  ingestion. 
According  to  the  amount  administered,  a  period  of  several 
hours  may  elapse  before  the  occurrence  of  the  characteristic 
convulsions,  but,  after  the  onset  of  the  symptoms,  death 
usually  follows  within  fifteen  to  thirty  minutes.  A  post- 
mortem examination  of  the  animal  shows  a  condition  of 
cerebral  congestion  and  thrombosis  of  the  superior  longitu- 
dinal sinus. 

It  was  considered  possible  that  the  narcotic  effects  pro- 
duced by  the  chloroform  extract  of  the  resin,  and  the

delirium  and  convulsions  caused  by  the  aqueous  extract,  as 
above  described,  are  due  to  the  same  substance,  and  that 
the  difference  in  the  symptoms  may  depend  upon  the  amount 
of  the  poison  administered  or  the  rate  of  its  absorption.  In 
order  to  test  this  assumption,  successive  sub-toxic  doses 
were  given  to  a  small  dog  during  a  period  of  several  days. 
Nothing  of  a  definite  nature  occurred  until  the  tenth  day, 
when  the  characteristic  delirium  commenced,  followed 
shortly  by  convulsions,  and  death  then  ensued  within  about 
one  hour.  The  post-mortem  examination  showed  a  condi- 
tion of  cerebral  congestion,  and  a  small  patch,  apparently  of 
cortical  necrosis,  near  the  right  crucial  sulcus.  These  ex- 
periments thus  permit  of  the  following  deductions  : 

I.  That  the  fruit  of  Chaittetia  toxiearia  contains  at 
least  two  active  principles,  one  of  which  causes  cerebral 
depression  or  narcosis,  and  the  other  cerebral  excitation, 
leading  to  epileptiform  convulsions. 

II.  That  the  poison  which  causes  convulsions  is  very 
slowly  excreted,  so  that  a  cumulative  effect  is  produced  by 
the  administration  of  a  series  of  individually  innocuous 
doses. 

All  the  physiological  experiments  required  in  the  course  of 
this  investigation  were  conducted  in  the  Wellcome  Physio- 
logical Research  Laboratories  by  Mr.  H.  H.  Dale,  and  our 
best  thanks  are  due  to  him  for  the  valuable  assistance  he  has 
rendered  us.

A CONSIGNMENT  of  this  oil  has  recently  been  imported 
for  the  first  time  in  quantity,  and  the  results  of  our 
examination  will  doubtless  be  of  interest  to  essential-oil 
buyers.  The  oil  is  derived  from  the  leaves  of  a  small  tree 
(Bachhousia  citriodora,  N.O.  Myrtaceae)  indigenous  to 
Southern  Queensland.  It  is  very  similar  in  composition  to 
lemongrass  oil,  from  which  it  can  scarcely  be  distinguished 
by  smell.  It  contains,  however,  a  larger  percentage  of 
citral,  and  should  prove  a  remunerative  source  of  citral  for 
the  preparation  of  artificial  violet  essence.  Gildemeister  and 
Hoffmann  examined  this  oil,  and  have  stated  that  it  consists 
almost  entirely  of  citral. 

Samples  were  submitted  to  the  Imperial  Institute  last 
year,  and  to  ourselves  for  commercial  valuation,  and  atten- 
tion was  called  to  it  in  an  editorial  article  in  The  Chemist 
and  Druggist  for  July  1,  1905.  As  a  result  of  the  analyses 
then  made,  the  oil  has  been  distilled  on  a  larger  scale,  and 
a  quantity  imported  by  the  New  Zealand  Loan  and  Mer- 
cantile Agency  Co.,  Ltd.  The  oil  now  being  placed  on  the 
market  has  the  following  characters  :

It  is  soluble  in  2J,-  to  3  volumes  of  70-per-cent.  alcohol,  and 
distils  almost  entirely  between  215°  and  230°  C.  It  is 
practically  free  from  terpenes,  but  appears  to  contain  traces 
of  other  bodies  which  give  it  a  characteristic  odour  of  its 
own,  in  addition  to  the  strong  citral  cdour.  The  first  10  per 
cent,  distilled  had  a  penetrating  odour  resembling  an 
amyl  ester,  which  we  are  further  examining.  The  characters 
of  the  first  and  last  fractions  are  appended  :

The  high  refractive  index  of  the  residue  indicates  the 
presence  of  traces  of  sesquiterpene.  This  oil  must  not  be 
confounded  with  that  of  Eucalyptus  citriodora  (a  tree  also 
indigenous  to  Queensland),  which  consists  almost  entirely  of 
citronellal.

fJIHE  drug  and  chemical  markets  are  lacking  in  interest 
this  week,  and  although  changes  are  numerous,  an 
unusually  dull  week  has  been  experienced  in  Mincing  Lane. 
Chief  among  the  price  alterations  in  fine  chemicals  is  a 
reduction  in  codeine  and  salts.  Morphine  has  an  easy  under- 
tone in  view  of  the  opium  position,  and  quinine  also  tends 
easier  in  second-hands.  Lithia  salts  have  been  advanced 
as  expected.  Cream  of  tartar  and  foreign  tartaric 
acid  are  a  shade  cheaper,  as  is  also  quicksilver  from 
second-hands.  Among  heavy  chemicals,  sulphate  of  am- 
monia is  easier.  Carbolic  acid  is  active  and  tending  firmer. 
Yellow  prussiate  of  potash  is  becoming  scarcer,  and  oxalic 
acid  is  very  firm.  In  drugs  and  essential  oils  there  are  few 
changes  apart  from  the  auctions.  Chamomiles  are  dearer, 
ergot  tends  firmer,  and  hydrastis  is  a  trille  cheaper.

Oil,  Cod-liver. — Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on 
May  7  that  last  week's  reports  from  Finmarken  were  on  the 
whole  satisfactory  ;  still,  there  are  many  places  devoid  of 
fish,  and  it  is  principally  on  the  west  of  Finmarken  that  the 
catch  is  of  importance.  We  may  mention  that,  although 
there  is  no  fishing  of  significance  on  the  east  coast  of  Fin- 
marken, reports  are  to  the  effect  that  people  there  are  still 
very  hopeful  and  expect  a  good  fishing.  Up  to  date  the 
Finmarken  spring  fisheries  have  yielded  2,965  million  of 
cod,  with  2,153  barrels  of  c.l.o.  and  2,621  barrels  of 
liver  for  othe-  oils,  against  6,280  million  cod,  yielding 
6.862  barrels  of  c.l.o.  and  1,623  barrels  of  liver  for  other 
oils  at  the  corresponding  date  of  1905.  As  will  be  seen,  there 
is  a  tendency  to  produce  more  of  the  natural  oil  this  year,  and 
no  doubt  this  is  due  to  the  low  prices  for  the  steam-refined 
cod-liver  oil.  For  the  whole  country  the  catch  up  to  date  is 
as  follows  :

Owing  to  the  better  news 
from  Finmarken,  and  also  to  the  fact  that  exporters  have 
got  the  most  pressing  prompt  shipments  off  their  hands,  the 
market  in  Bergen  is  now  easier,  and  to-day's  quotation  for 
finest  Lofoten  non-congealing  cod-liver  oil  is  67s.  per  barrel, 
f.o.b.  Bergen.  The  exports  from  Bergen  up  to  date  amount 
to  5.366  barrels,  against  2.671  barrels  at  the  same  time  last 
year. 
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In  London  the  tone  is  quiet,  the  bulk  of  the  consumers 
having  filled  their  present  requirements.

It  is  unusual  on  the  eve  of 
a  new  crop  for  sellers  to  assume  a  firm  attitude,  and  in  such  a 
caso  they  will  have  to  pay  high  prices  to  growers  to  secure 
new  crop.  Their  policy  is  generally  to  impress  upon  growers 
and  farmers  a  weak  feeling,  in  order  that  the  opening  prices 
of  new  opium  should  be  cheap.  The  arrivals  in  Smyrna  to 
date  amount  to  1,496  cases,  against  4,497  cases  at  same  period 
last  year. 

Smyrna,  April  28. — The  transactions  this  week  amount  to 
31  cases  as  follows:  Ten  cases  current  t.q.  at  the  parity  of 
6*.

The  sales  during  the 
month  amount  to  225  cases,  including  a  large  quantity  of  low 
and  very  low  testing  quality  which  has  changed  hands  at 
between  4s.  10c?.  and  5s.  3c7.  Concerning  the  new  crop  the 
"  Impartial  "  states  that  the  growing  poppies  are  progressing 
marvellously  well,  and  if  the  present  favourable  conditions 
continue,  it  is  expected  that  even  the  figures  of  the  1904  crop 
(10,500  cases)  will  be  exceeded.  Private  advices  received  this 
week  practically  confirm  the  above,  and  add  that  late  rains 
have  assured  the  crop,  so  to  speak,  on  the  low  plateaus,  which 
yield  the  greater  part  of  the  "  Yerlis." 

A  monthly  report,  dated  Smyrna  April  30.  states  that  the 
sales  during  April  amount  to  255  cases,  150  of  which  were  for 
America,  31  for  account  of  local  and  interior  speculators,  and 
the  balance  for  England  and  the  Continent.  Stock  of  richer 
qualities  is  very  much  reduced,  making  it  more  difficult  every 
tlay  for  buyers  to  fulfil  their  engagements.

The  leading  feature  of  the  imports  last  month  was  the  in- 
crease in  raw  materials  and  articles  mainly  manufactured, 
amounting  to  2,277,2007.,  of  which  the  chief  item  was  wool. 
Food,  drink,  and  tobacco  are  up  bv  245,0007.,  and  manu- 
factured articles  by  1,274,7417.  This  amount  includes  14,1897. 
more  of  chemicals,  etc.,  compared  with  April  last  year,  the 
month's  imports  being  valued  at  831,2027. ;  and  already  this 
year  we  have  imported  3,271.0007.  of  such  goods,_  being  30,1227. 
more  than  in  1905.  Many  of  the  leading  chemicals  imported 
last  month  show  an  expansion — e'.g.,  bleaehing-materials 
being  9,211  cwt.  more,  brimstone  2,577  cwt.,  cream  of  tartar 
3.560  cwt..  sulphuric  acid  3,6337..  tartaric  acid  453  cwt.,  and 
all  other  kinds  of  chemicals  9,9557.  more ;  the  chief  declines 
were  in  coal  products  (not  dyes),  glycerin,  soda  compounds, 
and  boracite,  borate  of  lime,  etc.  Among  drugs  and  medi- 
cines, cinchona  was  2,4557.  less,  but  quinine  and  quinine  salts 
■were  up  by  111,020  oz.,  unenumerated  drugs  being  9,9217.  less. 
Export  trade  in  drugs,  chemicals,  etc.,  last  month  was  good, 
being  practically  30.0007.  better  than  in  April  last  year,  the 
total  being  1,299,5977..  and  for  the  four  completed  months  the 
total  is  5.327,6947.,  or  124,2607.  more.  Almost  every  item  in 
this  section  denotes  progress,  especially  that  relating  to  drugs 
and  medicinal  preparations,  our  trade  already  this  year 
having  amounted  to  509,000?.,  against  464.2397.  at  the  corre- 
sponding period  of  last  year.  Exports  of  British  quinine  have 
much  improved,  being  90,740  oz.  for  the  month  and  329.731  oz. 
for  the  four  months;  quinine  declared  as  "foreign"'  is  about 
8,000  oz.  less  so  far  this  year. 


Italian  Sulphur. 

The  formation  is  reported  to  have  taken  place  in  Paris  of  th« 
Societe  d'Exploitation  de  Mines  de  Soufre  et  Industries  bon- 
nesses  en  Sicile,  with  a  share  capital  of  100,0007.  French  and 
Italian  capitalists,  the  latter  including  the  banking  firm  of 
J.  &  V.  Florio,  of  Palermo,  are  interested  in  the  undertaking. 

New  Soutc^of  Star-anise  Oil. 

Eberhardt,  in  a  recent  number  of  the  "  Compt.  rendus," 
states  that  the  mesophyll  of  the  leaves  of  the  star-ani6o  tree 
(Illicium  vcrum)  yields  anise  oil  quite  as  good  in  quality  as  the 
average  star-anise  oil  of  commerce.  From  a  kilo,  of  the  leaves 
he  obtained  200  drops  of  oil.  The  leaves  should  be  collected 
only  once  a  year,  in  the  middle  of  the  dry  season,  and  tho  be6* 
yield  is  obtained  from  the  oldest  leaves,  which  should  be 
roughly  broken  before  being  steam-distilled.  The  author 
states  that  the  present  output  of  star-anise  oil  can  be  increased 
by  two-thirds,  or  possibly  even  doubled,  by  making  use  of 
this  new  source  of  supply.

COUNCIL-MEETING. 

THE  Council  met  in  the  Society's  House,  67  Lower  Mount 
Street,  Dublin,  on  Wednesday,  May  2,  at  3  p.m.  The 
President  (Dr.  Walsh)  was  in  the  chair,  and  the  other 
members  of  Council  present  were  the  Vice-President  (Mr. 
Smith),  and  Messrs.  Doig.  Jameson,  and  Moffat  (Belfast), 
Baxter  (Coleraine),  and  Batt,  Wells,  Misstear,  Fairweather, 
Beggs,  and  Watson  (Dublin). 

Poisoxs  and  Pharmacy  Bill. 
The  Registrar  (Mr.  Ferrall)  read  a  letter  from  the  Earl 
of  Donoughmore  saying  that  he  was  deeply  grateful  to  the 
President  and  Council  for  the  unanimous  resolution  of 
thanks  which  they  had  accorded  to  him  for  his  services  in 
connection  with  the  Poisons  Bill.  He  assured  them  that 
their  thanks  for  those  services  were  most  willingly,  though 
perhaps  rather  easily,  earned ;  and  his  Lordship  promised 
that  if  at  any  time  he  could  be  of  any  further  assistance  to 
the  Council  in  connection  with  the  Bill  in  question  or  any 
other  Bill,  he  hoped  that  they  would  not  hesitate  to  call  on 
him. 

The  Registrar  read  another  letter  from  Mr.  Gordon, 
Secretary  to  the  Marquis  of  Londonderry,  conveying  his 
Lordship's  thanks  for  the  resolution  transmitted  to  him.  and 
saying  that  he  was  only  too  glad  to  have  been  of  any  assist- 
ance to  the  Society. 

A  letter  was  also  read  from  Mr.  MacEwan,  Editor  of  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist,  acknowledging  the  receipt  of  the 
resolution  of  thanks  which  had  been  transmitted  to  him 
for  the  service  which  he  had  rendered  in  securing  the  dele- 
tion of  the  clause  applying  the  Bill  in  question  to  Ireland. 

The  following  letter  from  the  Chemists'  and  Druggists' 
Society,  Belfast,  addressed  to  the  President,  was  also  read  : 

Be  Poisons  Bill. 
Dear  Sir. — We  are  instructed  by  this  committee  to  in- 
form you  that  they  are  in  full  sympathy  with  your  Council 
in  your  efforts  to  have  Ireland  left  out  of  this  Bill.  They 
notice  with  pleasure  that  your  efforts  so  far  have  been 
attended  with  very  great  success.  They  desire  to  assure 
you  that  if  they  can  be  of  any  service  in  writing  the  pro- 
moters of  the  Bill  now  before  Parliament,  they  will  be  very 
glad  to  do  so.  So  far  they  have  not  moved  in  the  matter, 
and  will  not  do  unless  you  think  it  would  strengthen  your 
hands.

The  Registrar  said  he  had  written  to  the  Chemists'  and 
Druggists'  Society  thanking  them  for  their  letter  and  saying 
that  it  would  be  well  if  they  communicated  with  their  local 
members  "of  Parliament  on  the  subject,  and  put  the  facts  of 
the  case  before  them. 

The  President  :  We  are  informed  that  this  Bill  will  not 
come  on  again  during  the  present  session,  and  that  the 
chance  of  its  passing  through,  in  the  event  of  any  discussion 
taking  place  on  it,  is  very  remote.  It  will  only  go  through 
if  it  be  left  as  it  is. 

Mr.  Wells  :  It  would  be  well  if  our  friends  in  the  North 
would  have  a  talk  with  their  members  of  Parliament  about 
it,  so  that  when  the  thing  comes  on  again  they  may  be  in  a 
position  to  receive  our  representatives  in  London. 

Other  Business. 

Letters  of  thanks  for  copies  of  the  Society's  calendar  were 
received  from  the  Smithsonian  Institution,  U.S.,  the 
National  Museum,  the  General  Register  Office,  Dublin,  the 
Department  of  Agriculture  and  Technical  Education, 
Dublin,  and  other  bodies. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Hardy,  seconded  by  Mr.  Doig,  Mr. 
James  Horner  Haslett,  of  Belfast,  was  elected  a  member  of 
the  Society,  and  Mr.  William  H.  Ringland,  of  Liverpool, 
was  elected  an  associate  druggist.

Cbcmical  Society 


A MEETING  was  held  at  Burlington  House,  Piccadilly, 
London,  W.,  on  Thursday,  May  3,  at  8.30  p.m.  In 
the  absence  of  the  President,  Professor  Meldola,  the  chair 
was  taken  by  Dr.  Armstrong,  who  signalised  his  occupa- 
tion of  this  position  by  having  the  "minutes"  taken  as 
read — a  reform  for  which  he  has  vigorously  agitated 
recently,  and  which  many  of  the  Fellows  think  is  desirable 
in  view  of  the  all  too  scanty  time  now  available  for  reading 
papers.  Sympathetic  reference  was  made  to  the  death  of 
Professor  Curie,  and  it  was  intimated  that  the  President 
had  already  sent  a  letter  of  condolence  to  Mme.  Curie  on 
behalf  of  the  Society.  The  first  paper  read  dealt  with  the 
relation  between  absorption-spectra  and  chemical  constitu- 
tion in  the  case  of 

Iso-nitroso  Compounds. 
and  was  communicated  by  Messrs.  Baly,  Marsden,  and 
Stewart.  It  was  shown  that  whereas  the  spectra  of  iso- 
nitroso  compounds  dissolved  in  neutral  solvents  show  absorp- 
tion-bands in  the  ultra-violet,  the  spectra  of  alkaline  solu- 
tions of  the  same  compounds  show,  in  addition,  absorption- 
bands  in  the  visible  part  of  the  spectrum.  It  was  ex- 
plained that  the  first  set  of  bands  is  due  to  tautomerism 
and  the  second  to  the  phenomenon  which  the  authors  have 
called  "  isorropesis  "  [a  descriptive  definition  of  this  term 
was  given  in  the  C .  &  D.,  February  10,  p.  221],  and  to  which 
they  assert  that  colour  is  due.  In  conformity  with  these 
views  a  series  of  new  formulae  were  brought  forward  as 
representing  the  constitution  of  the  iso-nitroso  camphors  and 
similar  substances.  The  discussion  on  this  paper  was  un- 
usually animated,  and  Drs.  Forster.  Lowry,  and  Lapworth, 
who  are  all  particularly  associated  with  the  development  of 
the  chemistry  of  camphor,  dissented  strongly  from  the  idea 
that  new  chemical  formulae  could  safely  be  drawn  up  on 
purely  physical  grounds.  This  "chemical  feeling"  was 
shared  by  Dr.  Armstrong,  who  also  gently  "  chaffed  "  Mr. 
Baly  on  the  introduction  of  the  name  "isorropesis,"  which 
he  seemed  to  think  was  merely  "high  falutin "  for 
"  wobble." 

The  Residual  Affinities  of  Coumarin 
formed  the  subject  of  the  next  paper,  communicated  by  Dr. 
Morgan  and  Miss  Micklethwait.  A  number  of  hydrated 
compounds  of  coumarin  with  platinic  chloride  and  auric 
chloride  were  described.  These  appear  to  be  of  the  nature 
of  molecular  compounds  in  which  the  residual  affinities  of 
the  cyclic  oxygen  atom  of  coumarin  are  utilised  in  adding 
on  the  metallic  salt.  These  new  substances.  Dr.  Morgan 
stated,  seemed  to  have  much  in  common  with  the  pyrone 
addition-compounds  with  haloid  acids,  which  were  first 
made  some  years  ago  in  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  re- 
search laboratory  by  Dr.  Collie  ar  1  Mr.  Tickle. 

The  remaining  papers  were  ta^en  as  read.  During  the 
meeting  a  ballot  for  the  election  of  Fellows  was  taken,  and 
the  following  gentlemen  connected  with  pharmacy  were 
elected  :  Messrs.  J.  S.  Hills  and  G.  A.  Turner.

Sir, — As  you  have  published  the  above,  we  think  we 
ought  to  be  allowed  to  say  that  it  is  the  only  letter  of  the 
kind  we  have  received.

This  feeling  I  do  not  fail 
to  appreciate,  and  in  that  view  it  is  pleasant  to  be  able  to  say 
that  many  of  our  managers  sensible  of  modern  changes  have 
expressed  their  willingness  to  support  our  views  and  offered 
suggestions  to  help  us. 

Why  a  qualified  manager  should  object  to  the  establish- 
ment he  manages  being  known  as  and  called  a  chemist's  is 
incomprehensible.  The  arguments  of  "one  man  one  shop,' 
or  that  companies  should  be  stopped  entirely  from  selling  I 
could  understand  and  meet;  but  that  a  qualified  chemist 
should  prefer  that,  as  required  by  the  Government  Poisons 
and  Pharmacy  Bill  and  acquiesced  by  the  Pharmaceutical 
Council,  his  name  should  be  posted  in  a  shop  which  must 
only  be  known  as  a  mere  drug-store  is  beyond  argument. 
The  letter  from  Mr.  Ellis  reflects  credit  on  his  fineness  cf 
feeling,  but  fails  in  logic  and  practical  good  sense.

A  Warning  Note. 
Sir, — When  we  contrast  the  field  of  pharmacy  of  to-day 
with  that  of  thirty  years  ago  we  are  struck  with  amazement 
at  the  wreck  that  confronts  us  at  the  beginning  of  the 
twentieth  century ;  and  in  thirty  years  from  now,  if  we 
permit  capitalists  to  legislate  for  us  in  the  fashion  they 
would  have  it,  the  picture  will  then  be  well-nigh  insupport- 
able. I  do  not  think  any  self-respecting  chemist  can  view 
these  deplorable  facts  without  some  misgivings.  In  the 
evolution  of  politics  we  have  just  witnessed  a  sharp  exit 
of  the  old  political  creeds  ;  and  in  place  of  the  two  old 
shrunken  party  systems  we  are  suddenly  swept  face  to  face 
with  two  other  party  systems  that  must  be  put  on  trial — 
viz.,  individualism  and  collectivism.  The  former  stands 
for  a  healthy  progress  of  the  race — a  survival  of  the  fit — 
while  the  latter,  based  upon  theories  communistic  andsocial- 
istic,  is  doomed  to  miserable  failure.  But  collectivism  will 
have  its  day.  It  will  flourish  for  a  time.  Then  indi- 
vidualism, which  is  naturalistic,  powerful,  and  relentless  in 
it's  sweep  will  shake  collectivism  to  the  ground.  It  is 
Nature's  will.  She  will  not  be  denied.  At  the  present  day 
we  see  a  definite  tendency  towards  an  aggressive  collectivism 


which  seeks  to  demolish  the  individualist  in  every  field  of 
business-life.  Indeed,  the  field  of  pharmacy  has  been  in- 
vaded by  these  collectivist  enthusiasts,  who  have  no  quali- 
fication, and,  curiously  enough,  it  seems  a  logical  inference 
that  the  time  is  fast  approaching  when  the  trained,  educated, 
and  qualified  individual  will  be  "wiped  off  the  slate," 
leaving  the  pharmaceutical  arena  to  the  spoliation  of  the 
unfit.  But  this  is  only  transient.  Evolution  never  proceeds 
in  straight  lines.  Its  paths  are  tortuous,  and  the  exploita- 
tion of  pharmacy  by  capitalists  may  be  cited  as  a  sample  of 
a  tortuous  path  in  evolution.  Collectivism  also  stands  fop 
injustice,  for  exploitation,  for  aggression,  and  is  a  bar  to 
progress,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  a  robust  individualism 
stands  for  the  steady  march  of  progress  as  nature  will  have 
it.  We  cannot  deceive  evolution ;  it  is  a  social,  moral,  and 
intellectual  fact.  So  far  as  my  personal  outlook  is  con- 
cerned respecting  the  mischief  which  collectivists,  in  the 
form  of  limited-liability  companies,  may  work,  I  am  driven 
to  sum  up  the  result  in  this  fashion  : 

If  a  combination  of  unqualified  individuals  once  obtain 
legal  sanction  in  a  Pharmacy  Act  to  the  title  "chemist," 
then  the  whole  of  Great  Britain  will  be  flooded  with  com- 
panies, and  the  qualified  chemist  is  for  ever  doomed  to 
become  a  tool,  a  servant  of  these  collectivists,  and  the 
individualist  chemist  (erroneously  called  private  chemist) 
will  cease  to  have  that  right  and  that  freedom  the  Legisla- 
ture should  provide  for  all  men.  This  is  the  remote  effect 
of  a  Bill  manipulated  by  limited-liability  companies.  And 
it  is  the  remote,  and  not  the  immediate,  effects  we  must 
always  anticipate.

otherwise,  with  P.A.T.A.  goods,  at  any  price,  when  such 
cutters  are  known  to  be  on  the  '  stop  '  list.'  ] 

A  Modern  Jericho. 

Sir, — We  have  it  on  the  authority  of  an  ancient  and 
much-revered  document  that  the  mere  blowing  of  a  number 
of  trumpets  was  sufficient  to  overthrow  the  walls  of  a  greats 
city.  Without  calling  in  question  the  accuracy  of  the  story, 
I  think  I  am  justified  in  asserting  that  the  general  who 
adopted  similar  tactics  at  the  present  day  would  have  little 
chance  of  success.  Yet  this  is  precisely  the  policy  adopted 
by  the  majority  of  chemists  in  their  endeavour  to  over- 
throw Mr.  Boot  and  his  colleagues — a  policy  about  as  sen- 
sible as  that  of  the  man  who  turns  back  the  hands  of  the 
clock  under  the  impression  that  he  is  stopping  the  march 
of  time.  The  fact  is,  company  pharmacy  has  come  to  stay  ; 
trade  is  tending  in  the  direction  of  large  concerns  with 
abundant  capital ;  and  the  sooner  this  fact  is  recognised,  the 
better  for  all  parties.  The  likes  and  dislikes  of  the  indi- 
vidual do  not  affect  the  question.  It  is  useless  crying  out 
that  the  stores  are  increasing  day  by  day ;  it  is  equally  use- 
less to  bemoan  the  fact  that  the  best  men  are  going  to  the 
stores  because  they  get  shorter  hours  and  better  pay.  Mud- 
slinging  will  not  remedy  matters — the  only  businesslike 
method  is  to  offer  the  public  greater  advantages  than  the 
stores,  and  the  assistants  still  better  pay.  If  private 
chemists  wish  to  hold  their  own,  let  them  adopt  modern 
methods  of  trading ;  work  more  and  talk  less ;  try  to  recog- 
nise good  men  when  they  see  them  :  pay  those  men  decent 
salaries  and  give  them  time  for  recreation  ;  and  I  have  no 
doubt  they  will  find  that  there  is  room  on  this  planet  for 
both  themselves  and  Mr.  Boot.

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Boots'  Advertisements. 

Sir, — There  will  be  various  opinions  as  to  the  advisability 
of  carrying  out  Mr.  Osborne's  scheme  for  a  counterblast  to 
Boots's  advertisements  advocated  by  the  Standard  Tablet 
Co.  Before  exhibiting  such  a  poster  in  their  windows, 
chemists  would  be  wise  to  pause  and  consider  whether  it 
would  not  be  likely  to  benefit  Mr.  Boot  by  giving  him 
greater  publicity.  Do  not  various  traders  offer  bonuses  and 
extra  discounts  to  have  their  advertising-matter  displayed  ? 
— yet  those  who  adopt  the  plan  suggested  would  be  giving 
the  enemy  a  free  advertisement.  Not  an  unmixed  one,  1 
admit,  but  I  consider  it  very  undignified  to  direct  attention 
to  such  a  competitor  in  this  manner.  Far  better  to  consider 
what  steps  can  be  taken  to  stem  the  tide  of  unregistered 
competitors  instead  of  showing  them  and  the  public  that  you 
are  hit.  Confer  with  your  fellow-chemists  in  your  town  to 
inquire  what  advantage  would  accrue  to  you  by  a  little 
combination.  Don't  let  petty  jealousies  keep  you  apart;  if 
any  exist  sink  them  and  call  on  your  neighbours  as  early  as 
convenient  and  see  if  you  cannot  arrange  a  little  co-operation 
that  will  enable  you  to  meet  the  keenest  cutter.  Do  not  be 
so  foolish  as  to  think  that  the  general  public  will  pay  you 
more  for  "patents"  than  they  can  obtain  them  for  else- 
where. Don't  try  to  induce  the  public  to  trade  with  you 
out  of  sympathy — it  isn't  dignified.  Rather  serve  them  on 
equal  terms  as  regards  price,  and  merit  their  preference  by 
more  expert  service  to  which  attention  may  be  drawn  by  a 
little  judicious  advertising.  This  is  briefly  the  lines  on 
which  I  seek  to  combat  unregistered  competitors,  and  with 
some  success.

The  Indoor  System. 
Sir, — My  assistant  advertised  for  a  situation  ;  he  had 
two  wires  and  forty  letters  in  reply.  I  advertised,  and  had 
four  letters;  therefore,  apart  from  any  ulterior  motive,  it 
is  in  my  interest  to  treat  my  assistants  well.  My  experiences 
indoors  have  been  very  different  from  your  correspondent's. 
For  example,  we  had  salmon  at  least  twice  a  year,  and  the 
finest  joints  the  butcher  could  supply  have  been  on  our  table. 
The  relationship  of  the  staff  and  family  was  so  friendly 
that  it  was  not  unusual  for  presents  to  be  given  on  birthdays. 
My  experience  was  that  I  could  save  more  money  and  get  a 
far  better  variety  of  food  indoors  than  in  lodgings,  which 
are  a  more  variable  quantity  even  than  governors.  The 
real  crux  of  the  matter  is,  Study  your  master's  interests  ;  if 
he  doesn't  reciprocate  ask  him  to  fill  your  place  as  speedily 
as  he  can.  There  are  many  masters  who  would  have  pleasure 
in  helping  conscientious  assistants  into  business  for  them- 
selves, which  might  be  preferable  to  serving  a  company  and 
being  too  old  at  forty.  Personally  I  am  no  better  than  I 
ought  to  be,  but  a  really  good  assistant  does  help  to  raise 
any  dormant  good  an  employer  has,  and  I  could  fill  half  a 
column  with  instances  of  kindness  received  from  my  staff, 
though  I  have  only  been  an  employer  a  few  months.

Sir,— It  is  to  be  hoped  the  letters  of  "Max  "  and  others 
will  have  the  effect  of  awakening  the  consciences  of  West- 
end  employers,  and  rousing  them  to  a  sense  of  their  respon- 
sibilities. Having  held  two  situations  in  the  West-end 
1  can  testify  to  the  justice  of  the  charges  they  make.  I 
speak  of  good-class  dispensing  businesses  only.  In  the  two 
situations  I  was  at,  the  cooking  done  by  housekeepers  was 
the  worst  I  have  yet  experienced.  I  had  no  sitting-room  in 
one,  in  the  other  it  was  an  apology  for  one,  the  centre  being 
occupied  by  a  table,  around  which  there  was  just  sufficient 
room  to  walk.  Not  the  least  effort  was  made  to  make  the 
room  comfortable,  and  my  brother  absolutely  refused  to 
spend  a  Sunday  evening  in  it  with  me.  In  one  case  I  shared 
a  bedroom  with  another  assistant,  while  in  the  other  I  had 
to  share  the  same  bed.  The  bedroom-furniture  was  rather 
miscellaneous,  and  in  various  stages  of  dissolution.  Latch- 
keys were  not  allowed,  and  the  rules  and  restrictions  would 
have  been  more  m  keeping  with  a  boarding-school.  I  have 
made  inquiries  of  friends,  and  can  only  find  one  who  is 
treated  in  anything  like  a  proper  manner.  The  sitting-room 
of  one  measures  about  10  ft.  by  6  ft.,  there  being  no  window, 
tout  what  is  known  as  borrowed  light.  The  furniture  con- 
sists of  three  chairs  and  a  table,  and  all  the  space  possible  is 
utilised  for  stocking  unsaleable  goods,  etc.      Duties  are 


alternate,  so  he  has  to  spend  every  other  Sunday  in  these 
surroundings.  In  applying  for  a  situation  once  I  expressed 
a  wish  to  be  outdoors.  The  employer  told  me  he  could  not 
afford  to  pay  an  outdoor  salary,  and  the  conclusion  I  came 
to  was  that  he  had  not  the  courage  to  offer  about  10s.  per 
week  to  live  outdoors,  but  felt  he  could  do  his  duty  to  a  man 
indoors  on  that  sum.  I  have  for  ten  years  resisted  the 
temptation  to  go  to  the  stores,  and  think  I  shall  now  manage 
to  pull  through  the  remainder ;  but  had  I  to  choose  between 
another  West-end  berth  and  the  stores,  I  fear  another  birth- 
right would  go.  Our  employers  say,  "You  get  West-end 
experience."  We  do  :  one  dose  is  usually  sufficient.  I  have 
had  two,  and  am  Satiated.  (59/5.)

Aspirin  and  Iodide. 
SIR  —Would  you  kindly  inform  me  correct  way  to  dispense 
following  ? —

The  customer  had  the  mixture  compounded  in  Cork,  and 
complained  that  it  became  black  after  a  few  days,  I  daresay 
owing  to  iodine  and  probably  bromine  being  set  free  by  the 
acetic  acid  in  the  aspirin,  f  neutralised  the  aspirin  with 
potass,  bicarb.,  which,  of  course,  converted  the  aspirin,  the 
result  being  a  clear  mixture  sent  out.  Previous  to  doing  so. 
I  informed  the  customer  about  the  aspirin  and  potassium 
iodide  not  being  compatible.  Yours  faithfully,

[Aspirin  is  hydrolysed  bv  water  into  acetic  and  salicylic 
acids.  These  react  with  the  iodide  and  bromide  to  form 
hydriodic  and  hydrobromic  acids,  which  in  presence  of  oxygen 
liberate  the  haloids.  Iodine  in  this  case  is  the  cause  of  the 
blackness.  Such  an  incompatible  as  this  should  be  brought 
to  the  notice  of  the  prescribes  In  the  present  case  our  corre- 
spondent could  not  do  this,  and  as  it  is  scarcely  possible  that 
the  prescriber  realised  the  change  that  occurs  in  his  prescrip- 
tion, the  best  course  is  such  as  our  correspondent  adopted.  A 
note  of  the  addition  should  be  made  on  the  prescription. 
Explanations  of  chemical  changes  should  not  be  given  to 
customers.  It  is  better  simply  to  say,  "  I  will  make  this  right 
without  interfering  with  the  action  of  the  medicine  or  what 
the  doctor  intends."! 

A  Colour  Change. 
Sir, — Having  had  the  following  prescription  to  dispense 
recently,  the  patient  informed  me  that  it  gradually  changed 
from  a  light  red  (this  being  the  colour  the  mixture  was  when 
dispensed)  to  a  muddy  colour,  with  no  resemblance  whatever 
to  the  original  colour.    The  prescription  was :

Legal  Queries. 

See  the  "  C.  &  D.  Diary,  1906,"  for  much  legal  information  about 
all  trade  matters.  In  any  circumstance  not  covered  by  the 
articles  therein,  state  the  case  explicitly  with  all  particulars 
and  submit  to  the  Editor. 


Vaseline  (39/24). — The  traveller  has  misinformed  you  in 
saying  that  "the  word  'Vaseline'  can  be  used  by  the  trade 
without  restriction."  The  word  is  the  property  of  the  Chese- 
brough  Manufacturing  Co.,  and  may  only  be  used  on  their 
product  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  them. 

Income-tax  (38/43). — The  sixpenny  rate  on  70/.  premises 
occupied  partly  for  business  and  partly  as  a  residence  is 
correct.    So  is  what  the  collector  told  you. 

F.  K.  (38/64). — Your  neuralgia-mixture  will  be  exempt  from 
duty  provided  you  add  the  slip  label  with  the  reference  to 
"Pharmaceutical  Formulas."  The  exemption  as  to  known, 
admitted,  and  approved  remedies  covers  such  phrases  as 
"  until  the  pain  has  subsided,"  and  also  recommendations. 

Opposition  (34/64).— You  had  better  read  the  article  on 
pharmacy  law  in  the  C.  if-  D.  Diary. 
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A.  P.  W.  (34/9). — Your  cough-mixture  is  exempt.  The 
label  brings  it  within  the  charge  of  duty  because  it  is  "  cough- 
mixture,"  but  under  Exemption  3  it  is  exempt  because  you 
state  that  the  mixture  is  a  combination  of  the  articles  named, 
and  you  are  a  chemist.  The  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  do 
not  say  whether  a  medicine  is  exempt  or  not.  They  intimated 
long  ago  that  they  would  not  do  that,  but  that  they  would 
keep  their  promise  of  marking  labels  "  Liable  to  duty  "  or 
"Not  liable  to  duty."  We  tell  all  this  in  our  Diary,  and 
undertake  to  say  from  examination  of  labels  whether  they 
are  liable  or  not. 

D.  G.  (277/12). — Port  wine  and  quinine  (1  gr.  to  the  ounce) 
cannot  be  retailed  by  anybody  without  a  wine-licence,  except 
the  express  authority  of  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  is 
obtained.  Submit  a  sample  to  the  local  Inland  Revenue 
supervisor  and  ask  him  to  get  permission  for  you.

Radix  (14/74). — Pommade  Hongroise. — The  following  is 
from  "  Pharmaceutical  Formulas  "  : 

Spermaceti    .^ij. 

White  or  yellow  wax    ^iiss. 

Distilled  water    3yj- 

Gum  arabic  

Powdered  soap    3x. 

Glycerin    ...       ...  3ij. 

Bergamot     and     geranium  oils 

(of  each)    3ss. 


Rub  the  soap  and  the  gum  with  ^iiss.  of  the  water  to  a 
smooth  fluid.  Melt  the  wax  and  the  spermaceti  with  the  rest 
of  the  water  in  a  water-bath,  and  mix  with  it  the  first  com- 
pound (warmed)  gradually,  with  vigorous  stirring,  keeping 
the  wax  mixture  still  hot.  Then  remove  all  from  the  water- 
bath,  add  the  glycerin  drop  by  drop,  stirring  assiduously  all 
the  time,  and  meanwhile  incorporating  the  perfume.  If  the 
pomade  has  to  be  kept  for  a  time  add  acid,  benzoic,  sss.  The 
pomade  is  much  improved  by  keeping  for  a  month  before 
bottling,  and  rubbing  it  in  a  mortar  twice  a  week.  For 
black  or  brown  pomade  a  little  umber  or  sienna  may  be 
rubbed  smooth  with  the  glycerin.  For  the  white  kind  white 
wax  only  must  be  used. 

C.  B.  G.  (4/74). — Toilet-ammonia. — We  have  given  a 
formula  for  this  several  times,  the  last  being  in  the  C.  <Se  D., 
November  18,  1905,  p.  815. 

P.  M.  B.  (34/21). — We  cannot  trace  a  formula  for  "Sir 
James  Paget's  Liver-mixture,"    Does  any  subscriber  know? 

H.  E.  C.  (N.  Zealand)  (28/62).— Kieselguhr  is  calcined  in 
kilns  to  get  rid  of  any  organic  matter  and  to  obtain  a  pro- 
duct free  from  moisture.  The  kilns  are  round  furnaces  15  ft. 
high  by  6  ft.  in  diameter,  are  filled  and  lighted  at  the  bottom, 
no  additional  fuel  being  required  to  keep  them  going,  as  the 
organic  matter  in  the  kieselguhr  suffices  to  keep  up  the  glow. 
It  is  impossible  for  us  to  say  the  value  of  the  deposit  you 
have,  but  an  advertisement  in  the  C.  &  D.  Coloured  Supple- 
ment would  probably  bring  you  in  touch  with  large  users. 

Bag  (10/23). — Ointment  for  Varicose  Ulcers. — Vaseline 
with  a  few  grains  of  hydrarg.  ammon.  and  a  few  drops  of 
citronella  oil  per  ounce  will  fill  your  customer's  order. 

T.  W .  H.  (27/32).— Brilliantine.— The  only  solvents  for 
castor  oil  are  alcohol  and  glacial  acetic  acid,  only  the  first 
being  suitable  for  brilliantine.  The  cheaper  one-solution 
brilliantines  are  generally  glycerin  solutions,  but  we  are  in- 
formed that  oleic  acid  in  alcohol  is  also  employed.

H.  E.  (32/8). — Warble-smear. — The  following  is  a  suitable 
formula  (from  "  Veterinary  Counter-practice  ")  for  a  smear 
to  prevent  warble-fly  striking  cattle : 

Linseed  oil   3js  oz. 

Turpentine   3j  oz. 

Tincture  of  asafetida    1  oz. 

Smear  along  the  back  and  sides  early  in  summer  and 
repeat  occasionally  during  the  hot  season. 
Tar  can  be  added  to  the  above  smear  with  advantage. 

G.  L.  J.  (Wynberg)  (23/53). — Full  particulars  were  given 
in  the  Educational  Number  of  The  Chemist  and  Druggist 
(August  12,  1905)  as  to  the  steps  to  be  taken  to  become  an 
analytical  chemist. 

Midlander  (59/68). — Developer-difficulty. — The  substitu- 
tion of  potassium  metasulphite  for  part  of  the  sodium  sul- 
phite in  the  developer  formula  will  overcome  the  tendency 
to  produce  yellowish  negatives,  but  the  difficulty  of  the 
crystalline  deposit  can  only  be  altered  by  lessening  the 
quantity  of  hydroquinone,  if,  as  we  suspect,  that  is  the  cause 
of  the  deposit. 

/.  N.  H.  (17/43). — Cream-of-Tartar  Substitutes.— The  in- 
formation on  these  substitutes  given  in  "  Pharmaceutical 
Formulas  "  is  too  full  for  us  to  repeat  in  this  column. 

Thistle  (26/18). — Meat-preserver. — This  is  simply  boric 
acid  in  crystalline  form. 

F.  H.  E.  (36/14). — Amber. — When  natural  amber  is  rubbed 
it  gives  off  an  aromatic  odour  which  serves  to  distinguish  it 
from  copal  substitutes,  but  not  from  celluloid,  the  camphora- 
ceous  odour  of  which  may  be  mistaken  for  the  natural  odour 
of  amber.  The  highly  inflammable  nature  of  celluloid  and 
the  fact  that  it  softens  more  readily  in  hot  water  than  amber 
are  the  most  characteristic  differences.  "Stone"  amber  is 
solid  amber,  but  moulded  amber  made  by  heating  and  press- 
ing together  small  pieces  of  amber  is,  if  well  done,  indistin- 
guishable. Artificial  amber  is  known  as  "  amberoid,"  "  am- 
berine,"  "  mellite,"  and  has  as  a  base  gum  resins  like  copal. 

Ricinus  (25/4). — Soluble  Oil. — The  other  names  for  this 
preparation  are  sulphated  oil,  Turkey-red  oil,  and  alizarin 
oil.  It  is  prepared  by  mixing  two  parts  of  castor  oil  with  one 
part  of  sulphuric  acid  (sp.  gr.  1.84)  and  allowing  the  mixture 
to  stand  for  twenty-four  hours.  It  is  then  washed  with  a 
strong  solution  of  common  salt  to  free  it  from  excess  of  acid, 
and  is  finally  neutralised  with  ammonia  or  caustic  soda.  Its 
chief  use  is  in  dyeing,  but,  as  you  say,  it  is  used  also  in  laundry 
work  to  give  a  glossy  finish  to  linen. 

W.  F.  (15/19). — Sympathetic  Blush.— This  is  a  weak  solu- 
tion of  alloxan  which  applied  to  the  skin  turns  from  pink  to 
purple,  according  to  the  strength.  To  obtain  a  pink  effect 
5  grains  in  10  oz.  of  aqueous  solvent  is  about  the  proportion. 

E.  E.  S.  (Suez)  (35/34). — Keeping  Grapes. — Grapes  that 
reach  this  country  from  the  Cape  are  imported  in  chambers 
kept  at  the  temperature  of  31°  to  32°  F.  This  treatment  is 
merely  a  retardation  of  the  natural  process  of  ripening  and 
decay,  the  grapes  being  shipped  before  they  reach  maturity. 
There  is  no  way  of  keeping  grapes  fresh  for  a  year. 

F.  &  Co.  (21/17).  Chicken-food. — We  cannot  tell  you  any- 
thing more  about  the  chicken-food  than  you  can  gather  for 
yourself — that  it  is  a  mixture  of  wheat,  barley,  rice,  and  some 
other  cereals  flavoured  with  foenugreek. 

H.  P.  (31/55). — Starch-glaze. — This  is  of  the  French  chalk 
and  powdered  soap  type,  but  we  do  not  see  any  reason  for 
analysing  a  powder  about  which  no  particulars  are  supplied. 

Menthol  (Brussels)  (17/57). — The  laxative  properties  of 
fruits  vary  so  much  that  it  would  hardly  be  possible  to  lay 
down  a  general  extractive  process.  The  laxative  action  of 
figs  is  probably  mechanical ;  in  the  case  of  tamarinds  it  is  the 
cream  of  tartar  that  gives  the  laxative  action,  while  with 
cassia  pulp  and  prunes  the  vegetable  acids  are  doubtless  the 
cause  of  the  aperient  action.

— The  New  York  correspondent  of 
the  London  "Daily  Chronicle"  telegraphs  a  statement  to 
the  effect  that  "another  trust  prosecution  began  to-day 
(May  9),  the  Drug  Trust  being  the  culprit  in  this  case. 
Under  the  direction  of  Attorney-General  Moody  investiga- 
tions have  for  a  considerable  time  been  proceeding  into  the 
operations  of  the  trust  and  the  causes  of  the  continuous  con- 
flicts between  it  and  the  independent  chemists  and  drug- 
stores of  the  United  States,  who  sell  their  goods  at  bed-rock 
prices.  The  trust  is  composed  of  the  American  Proprietary 
Drug  Association  and  several  smaller  organisations  of  drug- 
sellers,  both  wholesale  and  retail.  Mr.  Moody  alleges  that 
they  have  conspired  to  keep  the  prices  of  proprietary  medi- 
cines up  by  refusing  to  have  any  dealings  with  store  druggists 
who  cut  the  prices  down  to  the  lowest  limit.  The  case  is 
being  heard  in  the  Indiana  District  Court,  and  is  exciting 
much  interest." 


VALUING  A  BUSINESS. 

In  the  Westminster  County  Court  on  May  10,  the  case  of 
Baker  v.  Butson  came  before  his  Honour  Judge  Woodfall, 
and  was  a  claim  by  Mr.  Baker,  of  Victoria  Street,  Westmin- 
ster, for  three  guineas,  for  valuation  of  a  chemist's  business 
at  Ealing. 

Mr.  J.  S.  Merton,  solicitor  for  the  plaintiff,  said  his  client 
was  a  chemist  and  valuer,  and  received  a  request  over  the 
telephone  to  value  a  chemist's  shop.  He  presumed  it  was  an 
ordinary  chemist's  shop  with  a  stock  of  at  least  200?. ,  and  ho 
gave  his  terms  as  2g  per  cent.  That  was  agreed  to,  and  he 
went  to  Ealing  and  saw  Mr.  Butson  at  the  shop,  thinking  he 
was  Mr.  Martin.  He  told  plaintiff  to  only  value  the  stock, 
not  the  fittings.  The  value  was  only  31/.  odd,  and  on  that 
plaintiff  was  only  entitled  to  17.5.  bd.  From  the  defence  to  a 
case  in  the  Brentford  County  Court  he  judged  defendant 
would  say  Mrs.  Martin  was  liable.  An  action  was  brought 
against  defendant  there,  and  that  was  the  defence — that  Mrs. 
Bessie  Martin  was  Martin  &  Co.  His  Honour  Judge  Roberts, 
who  tried  that  case,  had  recollection  of  a  case  in  the  Clerken- 
well  County  Court,  and  ultimately  gave  judgment  against 
defendant.  It  appeared  that  when  execution  was  put  in 
against  the  firm  she  claimed  the  goods,  and  when  defendant 
was  sued  she  was  said  to  be  the  firm.  He  handed  in  a  local 
newspaper  containing  a  report  of  the  Brentford  case. 

Plaintiff  gave  evidence  in  support,  and  said  he  wrote  de- 
fendant that  his  usual  charges  were  three  guineas  a  day,  and 
he  could  only  legally  claim  17s.  bd.  in  this  case,  so  he  left 
it  to  him.  In  cross-examination  plaintiff  said  he  was  not  in 
the  habit  of  reading  The  Chemist  and  Druggist.  He  did 
not  see  a  report  in  that  journal  of  a  case  against  defendant  at 
the  Shoreditch  County  Court.  The  first  summons  in  this  case 
was  Baker  r.  Martin,  because  he  believed  Martin  was  his 
name.    He  was  not  suing  Mrs.  Martin  on  the  first  summons. 

The  defendant  said  he  signed  letters  in  the  name  of  Martin, 
but  did  so  for  Mrs.  Martin,  who  lent  money  to  a  chemist  and 
had  to  take  the  business  over.  She  had  no  one  to  manage 
the  business  so  he  did  it  for  her,  and  plaintiff  did  the  valua- 
tion for  her.  He  put  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  contain- 
ing a  report  of  a  case  at  the  Shoreditch  County  Court,  in 
which  his  Honour  Judge  Smyly  held  that  Mrs.  Martin  was 
the  proprietor  of  the  business. 

Cross-examined:  The  execution  referred  to  was  not  in  tho 
name  of  the  firm,  and  an  action  was  pending  about  it. 

His  Honour:  I  do  not  see  how  plaintiff  can  claim  three 
guineas. 

Mr.  Merton  :  Ho  was  "  had."'  you  see.  He  was  to  make  a 
valuation,  and  concluded  it  was  an  ordinary  case,  and  valua- 
tion would  include  the  fittings,  but  when  he  got  to  the  shop  he 
was  told  not  to  value  the  fittings. 

Defendant,  in  further  cross-examination,  said  he  wrote  from 
Chiswick,  the  same  address  as  Mrs.  Martin,  and  signed  fio 
letters  in  the  name  of  Martin. 

His  Honour  held  that  whether  defendant  was  manager  or 
owner  of  the  business  was  not  material  in  this  case,  because 
he  held  himself  out  to  the  plaintiff  as  the  principal.  Ho 
must  be  more  careful  in  future,  and  judgment  would  be 
'  against  him  for  17s.  6(7. 
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Conunorum  Column.
